The Primitive Church among the mstny Inftances of 
Piety Was in none more remarkable than ia Charity ; of 
Yivhg aAd lovihg as Brethren being of one Heart, 
4nd of otfe Soul, and coiltinuing together with onts 
Accord. They Prayed and Wurfhipped God iu the 
iame Place, and fed togethrr at the fame Table . 
nbne cotfd want, for they had all in common. The 
Rich fold their Eftates io ihimfter to the Neceflitiesbf 
the Poor, and depodted the Money into one common 
Titafury, the Care i^htr^oi wa» committed to the 
Apbl^es, to fee Diftribution made as every one's Cafe 
and Exigency did require. The Church increafiog 
every Day by vafl Numbers of Convtrts to the Faith, t4ic 
j^poftles, probably, Wert forced to take iu (>thei*8 to 
^ft them in this Affair. By which Meane an Equality 
Was Dot obfenred ; but citlier through-: Favour, Parti- 
iiKty, br^he Oveifight of tliofc tliat' Aanaged the Mat. 
Ver, forae hid largcfr, aird others Ids Relief thap thf ir 
t^eceffittc^ 'called for. This occafioned Hekts sif^d Ani- 
^ofitie's In the firft anA put eft Church that "ever was; 
^he Grecians mnrihuring agamft the Hebrews, becau(e 
tlieir Widows Hveire negle£led in the daily MInittratioq. 
'It is fuppofed, th^t thofe Grecians were Jews in ReH- 
'gion', and Genrtiles or Heathens by Deibent; and though 
'Vbw 'con verged to CImftianity, yet it may be fuppofed, 
iJrat the Perfoits lntr«iled with the Diftribution of thV 
Money being for the greater Patt Jewsi, they might be 
l^mda to thofe of their own Nation^ who were their

it; they were not able to refill the Wifdom and the Spirit 
l^y wliich he fp^ke ; and departed witl) Sh^nif and Grief ; 
refQlyiQgf if poffible, to accpraplifli by Craft what 
th^y eguld not do by force of Keafon, and fuborn Men 
to fsiy, that he threatened the Iluin of the Temple and 
tb^ 9boli|(hing Mofes's Rites, and did blafphemqufly^ af- 
firipi that Jesus of Nazareth fhould take ^way t\int 
lUligjoff which had b^en eftablifhed by Moses, and by 
Gps bim&}f- Indeed the Jews had a wonderful Re 
. vcrei^e for the Ceremonial L^w» and could not endure ' 
• tA i^^c that it (bo^ld be laid ^iide, bi|t counted it a 
kwi^ 9f Qlafphemy tp mention Ui£ DiiTolution thereof. 
Xit^ki th.ip^ing in bow flior^ a Time thcfe Things which 
tbcy now fo hijrbly valued (hould be taken away ; and 
tbcit Tf^ple itifclf laid level with the Ground ; which 
9 {ew Years after came to pafs by the Ronran Army un- 
d«r.the Coijidufl of Titus Vefpafian their QcQcral, when 
the City way plundered, and thp f^^i^plc burnt to the 
Grounii,. and was finally and irrecoverably doomed to

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the chriftiaas, commanded the Jews to rebuild the 
temple, hoping to prove our Saviour a falfe Prophet, 
they had no foonen laid the foundation, but a terrible 
Earthquake fhattcred it, with all the Buildings about 
it, and killed the Undertakers; and when they attempted 
It again the next Day, great Balls of Fire fuddenly ifiued 
from under the Foundation, confumed the Workmen^ 
and thofe who were pear it,- ^nd forced them to give 
over their prcfumptuous Enterprize; the Truth whereof 
IS related both by Chriflian and Heathen Authors ; and 
the fame Curfe has ever fince purfued tlic Jews, they 
having been deftitute of Temple and Sacrifice for near 
1 700 Years. 

^ The Court being fate, «nd the Charge bropight in, and 
opened, they gave St. Stephen Liberty to defend himfelf^ 
while his Judges looking eameiUy upon him, difco- 
vered an extraordinary Splendour and Biightnefs upon 
his Face ^ the Innocence of his Caufe, and the Clean- 
nefs of his Confcience manifefting themfelves in the 
chearfulnefs of his Countenance. Th^ High Prieft hav- 
ing aikcd him, whether guilty, or not? He pleaded his 
own Caufe at large to thiseffed: That whatever Opinion 
theymighthaveof themagnificenfieof theTemple,a^dthe 
grandeur of its Services, and it was Blafphpmy to think 
that God might be worfliipped acceptibly without them; 
yet if they looked backto the original of their nation, they 
would £nd that God choie Abraham to- be the Father of it^ 
C not 
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nbt whtn lie liverl u\ Jerusalem, an^i worfhlppedGo^ whh 
tHepompnusMIniflration of aTempks ^"t wlicn licdwelt 
among tliT? Idolatrous Natloii : Thut tTien it was that God 
cnMed him from the ImpietiVs of his Father's Houfe, and 
ailmittcd him to a fximiliar Acquaintance ami Intercourfe 
wuhhinnfelf ; wherein hccontiniicd formany Years without . 
"v^fihlcorextcrTial rites or ceremonies, but only clrcunr^ciGon 
which was the badge R«d fealof that covenant God entered 
ihto with him, to give his Poflerity tht Land of Canaan 
aiid that in his Seed all the Nations of the Lurth (hould* 
biebleiTed. And without any titheriixed rile tlw fucceediug 
Patriarchs worlhipped God for feveral ages, till the time- 
of M«f«s, a wife, learned, and prtident Perfon^ to whom 
God particularly revealed himfelf, and made him Rttltr 
ov^'r Ins People, to condu^ thfm atit.-of the Houfe of Bon - 
d^<rcrr; ngreat and famousProphot -who was continnally in * 
ctiTcating thislefTontotheir aucellors. A Prophet fhall the 
Lordyouv God raift-upimtoyou of your brethrenlike unto 
mc, him ihall ye hear. That is, that God in tlie latter 
days would fenuamong them a mighty Propfcct, who fhould 
f ct up T more excellent way of worlhip, to whomthey fhould 
yieldail diligent attention and ready obedience; that when' 
their forefathers hihd frequently fallen into idolatry, God 
commanded MofcT^tofetup a tabcrnacleforfomctime, and 
afterwards a temple was built by his order, which tho* 
llately and magniliccnt, yet was not abftduttly neceflary^ 
fmtfe he who had licavenior his throne and earth for his 
^otfiQQl,and could^glbc confined to a material tem^e. 
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nor tied to any particular way of woWhip ; cfpocially when 
Gud w£s rcfulvxd to introduce a better irate of .things; 
but tliiit It was the honour of tliis unruly and refruclory 
Generation, to refill the Holy Gnoit; ai:d that there \va^ 
few of the iVophetsbut whom their Fatlu:rKperfecuted anij 
Hewy thu^ had foretold the coming of thv.^ MtfTiah, thejult 
and the holy Jefus ; whom they their unhappy pollerity 
had actually betrayed and murdered, without any regard 
to that law, vvlu'ch had been delivered to ihein by th« 
niinillry of angel?, and which he came to fuHU and perfect. 

The holy man was going on with the application, 
whca the confcienccs of his. auditors being fculibly 
flung, with thcfc truths, they -cxrpefled all the ligns of 
rage and fury : But he, regardlcfs of what was done 
below, diredlcd h'ls thoughts to things above, and faw 
the heavens opeiud, and the Holy Jefus Handing at the 
right hand of God, and tells his adyerfaries what him- 
fclf beheld : This heavenly vifioa had dUfeient cfFetSis ; 
it encourageth Stephen, and enraged the Jew5, who tak- 
ing it for granted that he was a b afphemer j refolved 
tipon his death without any further procefs : So impa- 
tient was iheir mifguided zeal, that they would not 
ilay to procure a warrant from the Roman Governor 
(without whofe leave they had not power to put any 
man to dciith) neither would they ilay for the judicial 
fentence of the Jewilh Sanhcdrin or great council ; but 
^fted the part of zeulots (who were wcJnt to execute 

vengeanc;: 
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vengeance npon capital o&ndcrs, without flaying for 
the ordinary formality of jufticc) and raifing a great 
ooife and clamour, and flopping their ears, th^t they 
might hear no further blafphemies ; they unanimoufly 
iiifhed upon him; yet would not execute him within the 
walls, lefl th«y (hould pollute the holy city wth his 
blood, but hurried him without the city, and there fell 
upon him with a (hower of flones. All which time 
the innocent and holy man was upon his knees, fending - 
up his prayera fatter to heaven than thty could rain 
down flones upon him ; ploufly recommending his 
foul to God, and charitably praying for his murderers^ 
that God would not charge this guilt upon them, nor 
feverely reckon with them for it, and then he gave i\p the , 
ghoft, or fell afleep. 

Stoning was one of the capital pnnifhments amoBg 
the Jews, inflifted for greater and more enormoua 
crimes, efpecially blafphemy, idolatry, and flrangc 
worfhip : and the Jews tells us of many particular Cir- 
cumflances ufed io this fort of punifhm^nt. The male* 
iadlor was to be led out of the confiftory ; at a door 
whereof a perfon was to Hand with a napkin in higv 
liand, and a man on horfcback at fome diflance from 
him, that if any one came and faid, he had fome* 
thing to oflPcr for deliverance of the criminal, 
upon the moving of the napkin, the horfe- 
9iaa might give notice, and bring the offender back. 

He 
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He had two grave Perfons to go along withljuTi,to rr- 
hort him to Confellioa by the Way. A Cryer went 
hjc£orQ him, proclaiming who he waa, what his Crime*, 
and who were the WitnelTes. Being come near tlu: 
Place of Execution (which was two Cubits from th»i 
Ground) lie was firll llripped and then fhoned, and af- 
terwards hanged, where he was to continue till Sunfetf 
and then being taken down he and his Gibbf t were botk 
buried together. 

Thus died St. Stephen the fird Martyr of the Chriaiaa 
Taith; a M^n in whom the Virtues of a Divine Life 
were very illufirious; a Man full of Faith and of the 
Holy Ghoft; and Devout Men carried Stephen t« lus 
Burial and made great Lamentation for him : His BuriaS 
^if we may beHeve one of the Ancients, that pretendu 
it was revealed to him in a Vifion by Gamaliel, who a 
faid to ha^ebeen a Chriftian Convert) was on this man- 
ner. The Jewifh Sanhedrin Iiaving given Order that Lta 
Carcafe (W>uld remain in the place of its Martyrdom, ;t» 
be confumed by wild Beafts, here it lay for fome time 
Night and Day, untouched either by Beall or Bird ci 
Prey ; till Gamaliel, companioning the Cafe of the Holy- 
Martyr, perfuaded fome Religious Cliriftian Profclytes 
who dwelt at Jerufalem, and furnifhed them with M 
Thingi neceflary for it, to go with all pollible Secrecy 
and fetch off the Body. They brought it away in lus 
own Carriage, and conveyed it to the Village ofGam^liJ^ 
Ivreuty Miles diftaut from Jerufalem, where a folemn 

Moumiajf 
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Moiirm'ng was kept fur him feventy Days at GainaII<:r& 

Charge, who alio caufed kim to be buried in the Eaft- 
fide of his Own Muiiuraent, where afterwards he waii 
intt'rrcd hiiulclf. His Fcftivdl is celebrated Dccciu- 
ber 26. 



The LIFE of St. PHILIP the Deaccvi, 
who Baptized the Ethiopiau Eunuch. 




THERE are divers Circumftances which make it 
.pi^&ble ihat thii Piiilip the Deacua wait bom 

ia 
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ill Caefarea, a fiimons port town between Joppn and " 
rtolcmals: He has by niiftake been confcmnded with 
-5l. Philip the ApoIUe, «ven by the moft early writers 
of the church, P«t theie is a vafl difFepencc between 
them, if we confider, that one was an Apollle, one 
of the Twelve, the other a IXacon oyly, anil one of 
the Sevcn^ chofen out of the pe<)ple, and fet apart by 
the Apoftles, that they themfelves might ;ittt-nd the 
XT ore immediate minillrie?! of their office : That the 
one travclJed up and down the country, while the other 
cDntiniied with xhe Apoftles at Jenifalem ; aiul laftfy, 
that the oik Aough commiflioncd to preach and to bap- 
tize, cdild notimpsTt the Holy Choll, which was the 
pecidlar prcrogaiive of the an/^ftollck office. 0«r St. 
Philfp wasoiwof thefc%'enty Difclples, and St. Stephen's 
iVL'xt c-olleagnc in the Deacon's office; erected for the 
conveniency of t])e poor, and affiiling the ApolMcs m 
fomc infiTior fervices ; In the difchj.rgc of this mini- 
il-ry he remaintd at Jcriilalem for fome months after Ms 
cle<^ion, till the church being fcattercd up and down, 
he was £orced to quit his ilutio.a« 

St-, Stephin ha-d hern lately facrificed to the i*a^c 
qnd fury of his encuiics ; biit his death would noT. 
fnfficc, the whole church is now fhot at, and they refolve 
(if poffible) to extirpate the religion itfelf. The prin- 
cipal pcrfecutor was iSaul, at whofe ffet the witiiefus 
ai^ainll that bltficd Martyr, laid xheir loajj upper gar- 
. ' ififiita i 
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lacnts ; tkat they might be more nimble, whofe hands 
were to be firil upon him to put Kim to death, aad af* 
tcrwards the hands of the people^. A law certainly 
ctiatriNred with great prudence, that if the witnefics 
were forfworn, the guilt might fall upon thtir own 
heads, and the reft might be free. This Saul himfclf 
confefflps in A As 20, 2^, When the blood of the ntartyr 
Stephen wasfhed, faith he, lalfo was ftandiiig by and 
confeuttd unto hisdt^th, and kept the raiment of theftt 
that flew him. He Was at that time a fludeut under 
Gamaliel, and h^s. fiery zeal, and paffiouate concern for 
the tcaSitlons of the fathers, made him purfue the defiga 
with the tttmoft rage. Having furni(hed himfelf with 
a commiffion from the council or Sanhedjin, he quickly 
put it in execution, hioke open houfes, feized whoever 
lodked like the Difciples of the crucified Jefus, and 
-without any regard to fex or age, bear, and haled thcia 
intoprifon; plucking the huiband from the bofom. of 
Lis wife, the mother from the embraces of her chiU 
dren, blafphemiug God and being injurious to men^ 
breathing out threats and flaughter wherever he came. 
The church were hereby feparated, the Apoftles conti- 
nuing privately at Jerufalem to order the affairs there- 
of; while the red were dlfpcrfed about the neighbouring 
countries, publifiking the glad tidings of the gofpel, 
and thereby difappointcd their enemies, this proving 
an tflfe«5luat mtaus to enlarge the bounds of chriAi- 
axuty. 
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Among thofe tliat were thus fcattcrcl was St Philif 
the Deacon ; who went to the City of Samaria, the 
Birth-place of Simon Magus, and the Metropoli* of 
the Province which had been for fome Ages the 
Royal Scat of the Kings of Ifrael, but being utterly 
dcftroyeJ by Hyrcann, had been lately rebuilt by Herod 
the Great, and in Honour of Auguflus Carfur, Em- 
peror o£ Rome, called by iiim Scbafte. The Samaritans 
were a mixture of Jews and Gentiles, being the Remains 
that were left of the Ten Tribes which were carried 
away Captive, and thofc Heathen Colonics which 
the King of Babylon- brought into their Room ; • 
their Religion was accordingly nothing but Judaiffn 
mingled with Pagan Rites, though they valtte4 this 
Worfbip of theirs, equal to that of the Temple of 
Jerufalem ; which occafion^d an ancient and invetefate 
Quarrel between them, fo that they had no Intercourfe 
"ivith each other. Hence it was t!i:it the Samaritan 
"Women wondered that o»ir Saviour being a JcvTp 
Should a(k Drink of her who wus a Woman of Samaria, 
for, fays (he, the Jews have no Dealings with the San^a- 
ritans. They counted them Pleathens, curfed them, 
would not allow them to have any Portion In the Re- 
furreftion of the Jull ; nor fufTer an Ifraelite to ^at with 
them, nor to fay Amen to their Blefling ; Nay, they 
thought they could not fallen upon our BlcfTed Lord a 
greater CWa^ler of Reproach, than to fay that he was 
a Saaaritun, and had a DeviL

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It 13 true, that when the Apoftles were firll; fent 
' abro'ad, they were charged not to go In the way of 
'the Gentiles, nor totntcr into any city of the Samari- 
' tans ; but when Christ by his deatli had broke down 
'the partition wall, and abcilKhed iu his fleili the enmi- 
ty, even the law of commandments* conlaiiicd in or- 
dinances; then the gofpcl came and preached peace as 
: wtU to them that- were afar off, as them that were Jiigh. 
And Philip preached the gofpel to the Samaiitan*, 
.1 though fo odious to the Jews, to which he effeOiiialiy 
prepared his way with many undoubted miracles, as by 
.-curing all manner of difeafes, and cafti«g out devils, &c. 
/Whereby the people generally embrace the chriftiaa 
.doftrii^fi* ■ - 

, . In this city was Simon Magus, who by forccry and 
.m^gij-'k art, had infinuHted himfelf Ii:to the veaeia- 
tion of the people, and probiibly had endeavoured to^ 
perfuade them that he was the true Mefliah, and the Son 
of God. But Philip's miracles foon confoumded hi,^ 
falfe pretenficnts; fo that the people beinir ftnfible of 
their error, they univerfally Hocktd to hear his (ki- 
mons, and being convinced by the tlScacy of his doc- 
trine, and the power of his miracles, they becarr.e his 
converts, a^id were by baptifm initiated into the chrif- 
tian faith. Yea, the magician himfclf being confounded 
at the mighty things he faw done, profeifcd himfelf his 
profcl^-te and difciple, and was baptized by him, either

The fame of St. PHiLiF*sfucccfs in Samaria, quickly 
arrived at Jeviifalem, fron* whence the apoflles forth- 
with difpatched fonie of their own number to confirm 
thefe new converts in the faith; Peteh iind Johm 
were ftnt upon this errand, who being come, prajed for 
thcni, '-'I laid their hands upon them, whereby tlic 
miraculous gift of the Holy Ghoft fell upon then. 
Simon Magus obfcrving the wonderful effedls hereof. 
was in hopes, that by obtaining the fame power, he 
might recover his reputation with the people ; and 
therefore fought to corrupt the Apoftlcs with money to 
confer his Power upon him. Biit Peter (harply re- 
prehended him for the iniquity of his. offer, and advifed 
h^m to make his peace with hc^jircn, thereby to pre- 
vent the miferable fate that otherwife did attend 
him: This exhortation had little influence upon him, 
fo that afterwards pretending to fly up to heaven with 
artificial wings, his two in\iiihle devils, as 'tis faid, 
failing him, he fe]l down and broke his neek, as wc 
bave mentioned in the life of St. Peter. After this, 
an Angel was fent to St. Philip to command him to 
go forwards to the fouth, unto the way that goes down 
from J^rufdlem to Gaza, which is dtfart. Gaza was a 
city aiitiently famous for the ftrange efiForts of Samfon'# 
flrenglh, for his captivity, his death, and the burial 

of 
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of hjmfclf and enemies in the fame ruin. It was af- 
terwards plundered and laid wade by Alexander the 
Gieat, according to tlic prophetical curfe of the Pro- 
phet Jeremiah, who foretold it, as if he had feeii it 
already done, Baldnefs is come upon Gaza, &c. Philip 
inliantly arofc and v ent on his journey, without rca- 
foning with himfclf that it might he a falfc and delud- 
ing vifion which fent him upon an errand,^, where he 
was more likely to meet with trees, and ro^'ks, and 
wild beads, than men to preach to ; He went however 
to the wildernefs, well knowing that God never ftadi 
any of his fcrvuuts upon fucli foolifli mclTa^es. 

As he was in his way, he efpied coming towards hioi 
a man of -Ethiopia, an Eunuch of great authority under 
Candace, Queen of the itltkiajiians; who liad the charge 
of all her trcafure, and hud come to Jerufalem to worfliip. 
It is doubtful in what part u{ the world the country 
here^ mentioned was fituate, the world bting varioufly 
iifcd in fcriptiire. ' Some place it in Arabia the Happy, 
not far from the Pevlian gulph ; yet Tt is generally 
thought to be Africa, and in that part of the coun- 
try whofe principal city was called Meroc, iituate in a 
large iflaiid, encompafTed by the river Nilii? ; for 
about thefc parts, Pliny tells us, that queens had a long 
time governed under the title of Candace, occafioned 
by the incomparable virtues of a queen of that name, 
who was fo d^iix to her people, that her fuccefTors in 

honour 
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lionoui of her took that title upon thtm ; and 'tis 
faid, the name of the pfefent queen waa Lacofa, 
dai^hter of Tcing Baazena, and that fhe out-lived the 
death of our Saviour four years. Among the gn»t 
officeri of her court, flie had one Eunuch, if hot 
m«i*c ; it being the fafiiion of thofc Eailcm countnc* 
to this day to employ Eunuchs in places of great 
trufi: and honour, and cfpecially of near a^xefs to, and 
attendance on the queen, they being cilccmcd perfgas 
of great value and reputation. 

It is faid, that the name of this Eunuch was Judrch, 
a potent courtier, and in office of ilatc of prime 
note and quality, being no Icfs than Hi^h Treafurcf 
to the Queen ; nor do we find that Philip, citlier at 
his convcrilon or baptifm found fault w^ith him for 
bis place of great uefs. St. Peter baptized ConteliuSy 
and St. Paul Sergius, the PreconfulofCyprus, iatolhc 
chrilUan failh. For his religion he was circumcired^ 
and under an obligation to obferve the ritei and pre- 
cepts of the law of Mofes, and is therefore called hy 
foroe.of the ancients a Jew : He was already entered 
into the knowledge of the true God, aad was nov? 
come to Jerufalem, probably, at the fol^fiuiity of the 
PafTover, or the feaft: of Pentecoft, to give public and 
fulcmn evidences of his devotion; though an ^iluopiao» 
and above four thoufand miles diilaiit from it ; though 
a great ilateunan^ aud necclTarily fwollowed up in a 

crowd 
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crotvc! of birfiiitTs ; yet he came tt^Jerufalero to wor/Tiip, 
thii lie mi^ht app<ar Wfare Gon tit the place which he 
featlchofen ahove a!! otf\er parts of, the \rorId to. place 
ii* iiamc there. 

^-llixfing pcrfomccT hfa' v^-ordirp at tlie tctuj)le> lie 
iJfcd tirat'leart hts reK^ron th^re; but in travelling lK>t:k 
to hts own country, even while he fate in his chariot, 
fee read the fcriptiircs, .and his arffVtlions feemed to he 
tifardlmg towards Beartn* While the Eunwch was ihos 
rmployedy a mcfFeiig-tr ir fei\t to him from God ; 9nd 
St. pHiijp, bv a vt>ice ftoai heaTen, .or fome iir.mcdi.'ire 
iafpiratloti, conmtanded to go near the chariot, and ad- 
mire f»hirnf elf to him. ' Hc'drd fo, and fo&nd him read- 
ing a cbapttr in Ifaiah, conctruing^ death and fuffer- 
7Rgs of the Mclliah, and Lis. meek and innocent car- 
iia^e uttd^r the bl*>6djr a«d barbarous violences of hh 
eRenjicf, Who tresrtcu hiitn Vriihall manner of cruelty and 
injiifticr. The Ennuch' not well underftanding whether 
the Prophet, meant it of hnnfelf or ariotlier, defined 
PifiLiP' tc^expbin^ It, <4' ho being courteounv taken up 
into !m chariot, (lie Wed htm that all thi& wu$ meant of, 
and aceompIif?ted la th^ Holy Jesus, and difcourfed to 
kirn of his nativity, his anions arid miracles, his 
fuffenngR «^and rtrfdrrtftioB from the dead,; and his 
sifcenSon into liertA-en ; which convinced him that oiir 
SaVioitr was the Meffiah, and he was thereupon de£roi» 
ta be admitted a member oftp)£ chiilUan church : 
'..'.. Being 
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ndfng come to a plctcc where there -was a convcnltncj 
for water, he tieikx**! he might be !>aptij&ed, aod hav- 
ing proFcn'ed hw faith «u tht Sow of Gk)D^ they both 
went down into die water, where Phi Lii bapti:2ied 
hiirij and washed this Jiilthiojrtan white.

TlKAigh the E«ntich bad 3oA hiis tutor, yet he re- 
Juiced that lur hxid fouwd fo ^Te^it a treafure «s tl^c 
knowledge *)f Chrift, and tlae.truc vay to. heaven 2 
And beiii^ . i'ctum<\3 to his owq tX)Uiitr%', he prcaciuja 
and pro-jiagated tl^e cbriAiaa faith, and Cpread aibxx>-a;J 
the giiid tidiiags t)F a Saviov?, in whiieh refpe>6t liuijat 
Jeromci)3ls him the ApoiUe of tlk* J^linopiany; \vhere<ffi 
the piedi^4<os of David was fulfilled, ^Elhiopia ihaJl 
ftretch out ber hands unto God. AikI hence the JE'hlo- 
piaat are wont to glory, a^ appears by \hc towfeiriow «'!' 
the Aby ffi ne ' Ainha^ador, th at by Vne^ans of tliis E«;« vx h 
thej received baptlfui alfDod the firft of any ehirif- 

tiact 
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tians in the world. And they have a condant traditrort 
lor ma-ny agrs, lliey had the knowledge of the true 
Cor>of Ifratl; even from the tune of the Qneen of 
Shcha, or Seba^ as their country is callcJ, who prohal)ly 
wight govern there ; w hofe name we are told was 
Maqueda, and havin^r learnt from Solomon the know- 
ledge qi tlie Jcwtfh law, and received the books of 
ibcir religion, taught them to her fubjects, and fent 
Bcr fon Meilcch to Solomon, to be inflrurted and ed«ca- 
tf d hy him. This -^tJiiopian Eunuch is reported to have 
Joficred martyrdom, and to have been Konourably 
huried^ and that difeafes were cured, and other mira- 
cies^^done at his tomb. The traditions of that coun- 
tey more :paTtiailarly tclU «s, that the Eunuch heing 
returned home, he fir ft convertcil Qnicen Candace, and 
by hcf deave propagated the chriilian faith tliroiigii- 
o'jt ^^^thiopia, till meeting with St. Matthew the Apo- 
iWtf by their joint endeavours they banifhed idolatry 
out of all thofe parts. He afterwards eroded the 
Ked Sea, and preached the gofpcl in Arabia, Pcrfia, 
India, and many other e&ftern nations, till at length 
in the ifland Trapobana, fince called Ccilon, the Eunuch 
fealcd hi« doctrine with his blood. 

St. Philip hravlng done the errand upon which he 
\ra3 fent, was immediately caught up, and carried away, 
no doubt by an angel, and fet down at Azotius, anci- 
ently Afhdod, a Phililline city In the borders of the, . 

tribe 
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irtbepf Dan, famous ojf old for the tempi* of DtgMi« 
ind th€ captivity* of the ark far fortic time in ti^it 
place; ind wal now enb'ghtened by St. Philip's prcacb- 
ing*in all parts thereabouts, till be came to Csfarea, m 
^ity rebttilt and enlarged by Herod the Great, and fo 
Called in Hdndiif of Auguftus Caffar ; ereding tt in a 
ftateiy palaceof ntafble j called Herod's Judgment Hall ; 
wherein his nephew Hef od, who for being ambitious of 
greater honours than became a man, was eaten ot 
worms. Itere dwelt C^meliti*s, WKo togrthef with hia 
family; being bkptiicd by Stl Peter; i^s in that refjWfe 
the fird fruits of the Gentile world. Hither came 
Agabus, the Prophet^ #hd foretold St. Paiil'i irapri- 
fonment arid niartyrdom; HefcSt.Paiil himfelf was kept 
p'rifonef , and dialde thc^' estcelletit apoldgiei for himfelf, 
firil before Felix; iiid afterwards befori teftus and 
Agrippa. Here alfd St: Philip Wild hi# ^oUCt and fa- 
mily, to T^hich probably,he iiow retired, Jirid where he 
fpeiit the teiAainder of mi !tfe^ for here inaiiy years af- 
ter; we read in ihe a6^% tfiitt St« Paul afiid his company 
coming from Ptolemais in his journey t6' Jefufaikm, en- 
tered into the houfe of Philip the Evatrtgelfft, which was 
one of the fcrven, and abode with them; and the fame man 
Iiad four daughters which did prophecy. Thefe virgin 
|)Topheteire8 were endued with the gift of foretelling 
future events, and where ah in (lance of God'^ accom- 
|)li(hing an ancient promife, that in the times of the Mef- 
fiatii he i^ould pour out his fpirit updn all ileih, on their 
^' ' » i font 
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fons and daughters^ ferTantt »nd hand-maMdeni, and 
they (hould prophefy. How loag^ St. PKiUp lived after 
iits retctrti to Caefafea, and whether he made any more 
eiccurfions for the propagation of the faith i» not cer^* 
tainly known: tt it probable that he died here in peace* 
ilrhere His ciayghter* were alfo buried; smd where his 
houiSe and the apartmenit of his virgin daughters 
were ihewn in the time of St. Jerome; and were vifitdd 
and admitted by the noble, and religious La4y iVu^Ia» 
in her journey to the Holy Lai^ ^ 
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Th^ LIFE of St. TIMOTHY theAppflksad 
Evangellft, who was dngged abooc the ftrrrti till 
he died. 
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IT 18 generally believed tfiat Timothy wgt a Lyc^ni- 
an. bonk at Lyftra, a noted city of the province ; » 
perfon ip whom the Jew, the Genule^ and the chriiliaa 
met altogether t His father was by birth a Greelt, by 
religion- a Gtntile, or if a Profelyte, at nioA but a Pro- 
ielyte of the gate, who did not of>lTge themfelres to 
^w'umciiion^ and the rieea of Mofesi. but only to the

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oUcrvance of the ftven prccqjts of the fons of Noah : 
Hit mother Euniccy daughter to the devout and pious 
Lois, was a Jewcfg, who yet did not fcn^plc tp niarry 
"With this Greek i ^he partition wall now tottering, and 
^ejng uady to fall, when Jews and Gentiles began thu^ 
to match ^(^r^hcr.

there, made ^y fpr the ehtertaiiiniefit of ^hc ckrif- 
tian do6irine, and airutng othejr^ we ate iol^ that the 
parents of Timoth y etobraced th'c-fiiune ; who kindly 
entertaining the ApoiUe at his hbufe, ajii^ ^Holly r^ftgn- 
cd up their fo^ to his care and coodud/ 'About.two 
years after, S{. Pa^il coming to'takp-^ view' of thefe' 
countries about Ly (Ira, he ma J e choice of Timothy, 
recommended to him by the urnvtrfal teftimpny of the" 
(chriftians thereabout, as an EvangeliU, to be his afiifi.- 
int and companion in his tr^vcils. 

But Timothy not bemg circumcJrcd, f?t. Paul knew 
it would be a mighty prejudice to his miniilry among 
the Jews ; who ivcre e3j;triioidiiiary zealous for circurt^- 
^- ' i ■ ci£on 
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cifion ^ He therefore becoming, in lawful niattcrt* a^ • 
things to all men that he nr^ight gaiu nore, caulcd hiiq. 
topafs under that ordinaac^. 

St. P?ul thij|« provided wijh a mcc^ qompimi^P,, 
they paflied lUrou^jh Phrygia and Galatia, came down to 
Troasy thence they kt fail for Samothraciai and fo to 
Ncapolis, whence they paffed to rhilip^i., tfee metrc- 
jioli? of, that pvt of ^HC^dunJa, where heing evil-en- 
treat«d"by ihc m3glftr4te» aqd people, ihcy came to 
Theffaloiiica, wh^i^cc the fury aqd malice of the Jews, 
made them fly to Berca. Ilere they n*i:t with more 
genefoiis people, who ffea<^1> embraced the chriitiaii 
failhy after they had compared, it with the predictions 
f)£ the Propl\ets concerning the Mci£ah ^ but the impla- 
cable Jews* forced t)ie phrK^is^ns- to condudl St. Paul 
privately to Athens, while Silas and Timothy whoQi 
(hey did no$ fo much malign^ iUyed behind to confirqi 
the conv$:rts of this pUce. After this Timothy coni- 
ing to Athens, &• PaMil difpatcbed him. tq ThelFaloDica^ 
%o eqqnire into the f^ate o^ chriilis^ity in fhat city :\ 
From whence he in a whi][f ^ti^rned to St. Paul yfith 
the welconie news of their iirinnefii and 'coaftar\cy in 
the truth, who prefeittly writes his HtSl epiiUe to theiqi^ 
\a the front whereuf .he not only Inferted h» own name, 
but alfo thqfe of. Silas an^ Timothy ; the like he did 
iia hii fecoud epidle to the Thefialonians, which not long 
after he fent them, to fup^^ly the want of his perfoaai 
^'- " ' '- ' ' ' ' ■ . ^ '-StcfcnccI 
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prcfence Which they Lard fuch an xncliuatioii i'mv, and 
T(> paffionatcly defired. 

Eighteen months at tcaft they continued at Corinth, 
when St. Paul took a joumcy to Jcrtifalem, and then 
to Aotiochy and having travelled over the countries uf 
Galatia ' and Plirygla, to eftablifh the* gofpel among 
themi he came to Ephefus, where though he met with 
great <4>^fiuon, yet he pre»cKed with gieslf er fuccels ; 
and tho* he reTcrtVed to go into Macedoiaa, he wat Forced 
'to fend TiMOT'i^y and Eraftiis in hiift^ad; who having 
<)oAie their errand, rettf-j- d to Ephefas to affift in pro- 
moting the affairs of religion in that place. St. Paul 
having continued thred years at'EpliisfuB, and the part* 
jidjacent, determined to depart for Macedoiijjt \ Having 
BOW, as Eufebitis wriiet, conltituted Timothy Governot 
and Bidiop of the' church of'Ephcfus; betn'g ahaut 
that time aa "i^ fuppofed about thirty ot tMrty-fivc 
years of. age; who tho* he was thus fettled, yet accom- 
)>ahied S^. Pant fortie part of liis jdumey into Greece, 
and being returuttl to his charge, the apodle wrote 
Ilia ifiHl epiWe to him to en^JbTjirage him in 'l»s duty, 
«nd dtrccl him how to bchuve litimelf in that eminent 
ftation In which he had fet him ; the epiftL*' being a 
fti<^rt draught ©f the life and ' converfion ' of th'ife 
wlio are appointed to he tbe guides and minifters of rt- 
Jl^ton. "Tlie holy man foUawe^ hU dire^ftfons, and

T: . LpheflaiTs were a loofe, imptons, wanton, t^s* 
sitnatfy propheane arid prodigal people, and banifhtn! 
Hermodorua, bccaafe he waa more fobcr^ and thrifty' 
•ha'* the reft- They were ftrangcly bewitched with the' 
tiudyoi angick, forcery, and divination, aad mSerably 
cter-nm with idolatry, cfpccially of the temple and 
woWhip of Diana, for Which they were f^nAous thfcoiigh' 
tlic wh«le work!.

Timothyf whofe fpirit being grieved atv^f^^ 
j«vag4* barharkiea* ht tad^aypured to reclaim them by 
mild intreattcfi^, vrliich tiojt prevsiiling', witli this head- 
ilrong rabble, he comes to, them iti th^ inidft of tlie

Timothy wAi a man of no healthful conftitutiony and 
had frequent diftcmpers aflaulting himt which St. Chry- 
follom conceived were in a great meafure owing to hit , 
^x{raor3liiary temperance, and too freqiient faftings^ 
an effir&ual means to {vlbiiic thofe youthful lufts, which 
St. Paul cautioned him to avoid, bread f&iid water bein^ 
his ttfual (mi - which wfeakcned his appetite :^ Info- 
much, that St* Paul was forced to ittfiofe it t^ a kind of 
law upon him, that he fliould tio longer ^rink watery 
but ufe a little wine for his ftomach's fake, to ftrengthea 
his ihfinhities : Though it appeared thai his foiil being 
infpired with a true .love to God, bodily weaknefs was 
hot fo great an impediment, when there %^s fuch a qiiidi 
INid ^enehnxs miiid to tnUven it^

The LIFE of St. TITUS, feifhop of CuKxr, 
wlio illtd III tliat Ifl-aml, 




TH E ancient writers of the church make lirtlc 
mention of this holy man, fo that who, and 
whence he was, is not known, but by uncertain probabi- 
lities. St. Chryfoftom coi:je6l\iTcs, tliathe was born at 
Cdiiiith^ becaofe in fome ancunt maQufci:jpt&, mention

Ik made of St. Paul's going to Coi irith irtto the Houfe 
of one T1U13, named Jiidus, one that worfhipped God, 
A6^ i?r. 7. Later Authors generally conceive him to 
be born in Crete, nhw Candia, a famous Iflahd iiJ the 
^gean Sea ? and that he was of no common Extract, 
but of tfie Blood Royal of the Kings of Crete. But 
whatever his Parentage was, wo aii fure he was a 
Greek, probably both by Nation auJ Religijn. The 
Greek Church in their public Offices gave tht foUownig 
Account ofhis younger Years and Crtnvcrfion to Clirif- 
tiiuTty; that being fprung from noble Pirrcnts, his 
YV>uth was confecratcd to jLeHruTrig, and a geneious 
IvJucatron., At twenty Yearis Old he beard a VolcCf 
t^hfcK told hini he mull depart thence that he might fave 
his Soul) for that all his Learning clfe would be of little 
Advdhtage to him. He not being fatislied with this 
"Wirnihg, defired again to hear th^ Voice : A Yeai» 
after he w^is again commanded in a Vi(ion to penrft tfie 
Volurn'e ofthc Jewifh Law : He thereupon opened th« 
B?)6k, and C^lt his Eye up^m that of the Prophet Ifafah^ 
Keep filetice before meO Iflands, and lot the People re :i^\<^ 
their (Ircngth ; let them come near, then let them fpeak: let 
us come near together in judgment, &c.\v^ierupon his Un- 
cle at that lime Proconfnl ofCrete, havirtg heard the fame 
o^oar Saviour's Mii>»clc5rin Judea, fenthim to Jtrufalem, 
xthtrr he continued till Chrift?s Afcenriou, when he wai 
CoTwertfed' by th^if famous Sermon of St. pET»ii*g> 
vrhereby he g^ned at once thtee thoufand Souls : Thi«

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Story IS pretended to be derived out of the A€ts f^id t* 
be written by Zenas, the Lawyer, mentioned by Su 
Paul; but of wh^t Authority 1 know not j and there- 
fore proceec) tp what is more certain* 

T^ru? being arrived in Judea, or the ParUtherca- 
boi|t8,'ahd convinced of tHe Truth and pivinity of the 
Chriftian Faith, he became S^. Pa ul*§. Convert and Difci- 
plc, though when or where' Converted we find not : It 
may be fuppofed^ that he either follQVved St* Paul in 
the Nature of a Companion ai^d Attendant ; or that 
]^e incorporated himfelf 'intci the pnurch o^ Antioch ^ 
-where vyhen the fatnpi^ Cpntr overly arofe concerning ' 
Cxrcumciiion, and the Ceremoniaf Law, as bein^ 
equally necefiary to fcc obftrved' with'the Belief and 
Ifnu^Ice of Chriftlanily, they determined that P^ul and 
3amaba$ fhould go up lb Jeritfalem, to the Apoftles an^ 
£idera« about thb Q^eltiop. In the number of tliefjj that 
vcrc fent, was Titus, wh6m.St. PaulVhemg encouraged, 
to perform tliat Journey by a p^rticul.ar J^evejation,)^^ 
liras willing to take along with bim ; \rhen tl>ey cante 
tluther, fonic zealous Jews, pretending to be C^nflian 
(i>nvert8,iniinit?t<;d themfclvesmto St- Papl*8 company 
and acquaintance, ftriAly obfei-ying what liberty h^ 
look in point of legal rites, that ihty might fmi 
matter toaccufe him ; and charged him that hepreuched 
|o, and converfed with the Gentiles, and that Titits, an 
tt^drcuQiciC^d Gr^k w£^ bU iutia\atc a^ouaiutance, fo^

that there wag no way but to circumcITe him, to malu: 
It roanifeft that he had no intention to undermine the 
rites and cnflom of the law. Thia St. Paul wjooM 
by no means (:o.tifent to ; for though he was content at 
^no^her tin^e to circumcife T^^•oTHy, a Jew l|y thr 
mother's fide> that he nught plcafe the Jews to tbtir 
ediHeatiQ^^ aiKl to gain them to the faith ; jet hi^ 
^ow refufed to circamcife TitO^ a Gentile, that iic 
might not fcem to bct^y the liberties of the Gofpdt, 
harden the Jews in their tinreafoivible and invetenu^ 
pn^udices againft the Gentiles, and diffoiirage them from 
ernbraetng chriftiauity : He therefor^ pcrofmptorilj 
vefifted the importunity of the Jews; in this pariicular^ 
and his prai^ice herein was foon after juflitied by tl^ 
decree of the CouRcily fumraoned to det&rmiQe this 
matter* 

The afikir about whU'U they were Tent to the Synod 
at Jemfalem being djf^t^hcd, Tirys no doubt returned 
with St. Paul to Antioch, and thenec accompanied him 
].nhi«trave^ till having vilited the chiuxhe^ of Syria, 
jjqd Cilicia, they fet fail for Crerc or Candia ; where Su 
Paitl earneflly employed hifnftlf t* preach and propa^ai-e 
t{ic chriftian Religion, delighting to be the firft.irtL 
fenger of the gl<ul tidings of the Gofpcl in all places 
where he came, not planting in another man's line, or 
building tliingnmade ready to his hand. I^ut hecaufe iIk! 
care of other cl|urchc« called upon him, and ^ould 2ir>t 
p alluiv 
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allow him to continue long enough here <d Celtic aud 
pKvirSt cliiiftiaaity, the ancients, ami iKuticularly 
tnfrWos, declares^ that he cortftiiotcd Titus blthtypof 
that iOat^i Which likewife feemi fooftdcd ift Sr. Puiui's 
own intimatiOflj^ where he tells Tix us, For this' caii£e I 
Itft thee ui Crete, that thou (hou^d fee in ^rder the thirngt 
t&at are vaBtltig* and ofda?rt tldcim in every ckiurth as I 
had appoitLted thee. Several years after TiTva coutiaaed 
in hrs charge at Crete, ti-ben be recfi\ed % {vtnmon^ 
fecm St. Patfl^ then ready to diepart to Ephcfua : The 
ApofHe hid detired ApoHos to accompany Timothy audr 
Ciaie others whom he had feut to Corinth; but he 
chufing jratherto g^to Cyttc, hy him dtud Zenav he wrote 
a a epiitle to Tilfts> to tt?r hJm up to be a<Eiivc and 
TTgilant, and totefich hini how to behave hiinfeH in tha^ 
iCatioR wherein he had placed him ; which irideeJ was 
ahfolutcly neceflluy for him, who had to deal with fucli 
aI(M>fe aftJ untoward gcmfratr m of nicii as the Cietians 
ureve ; the country itfelf bein^ not ifnore ftuitfo) anrl 
pfe At cons, than the manners of the people were dcbaiicbed 
rsijA vicious. And St. Paul ptxts Tit us in mind, what a 
io<i clkarac^r Epirticnides the poet, a native of Crete who 
certHinly knew them "heft, had ^^eii them, who fays, 
Tiie Crtlians are always liars» evil beail^, ilow-lx^llics,' 
Polibias, a Heatheh author (as well as 4>thers) charge 
the fame things upon them : He fays. That no where 
could be loiind more fubtle 4nd deceit fid witir, and ge- 
nerally more wicked Knd dccekful coanlels ? ih&t they

anky ; theie being many uqruly and vaifi talfca^ 
efpeciaUy tbey o! the circumcilUwi, ubo cndeavotupfl 
^c> corrupt the doiilriac of the g»(pcl with J^wt& 
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febles, grounrdkfe and unwarrantable traditioiis, roiHr- 
«aL cabaliftic explications, and fooliih quedions and 
genealogies; whlcli they likewife mited with principles 
of great lodfenefs and libeity. that they might the 
Ixittcr iriftnuate theidrelves Into the afTeiSiions of menj 
whereby they brought over numei'ous pfofelytcs to their 
l^arty ; of whoni they made rtverchandif^i gaining 
fufficient advantage to themfclves. So that -jt watf 
i^folutely ncceflary the£e inens nadutlis fhould be i^>p. 
ped^ who, under pretence of chriflian liberty, pcr> 
verted men from the true religion, and the plainnefs 
and fimplieity of the gofpel. Having done with minf- 
fters, St. Paul proceeds to give dirctStions forperfonsof 
all ages and capacities, whether old or young, men of 
women, children or fervants. And then of mor^ 
public concernment, rulers and people, and indeed 
how to deport thcmfelves ki the general carriage of their 
Eves;. 

The ApoRIe departing from Ephefus, was come f6' 
Troas, where though they had a fair opporiunity to 
preach the gofpel, yet, he fays, he bad no reft in his 
fpirit, becaufe he found nOt. Titus his brotlicr, whom 
be impatiently expelled to bring him an account of 
the ftate of the church of Corinth. Whether TiTut 
had been with him, and been fent upon this errand, 
or had been commanded by him to take .Corinth in hli 
"Vfr'ay to Crete ii sot koowji. Not meeting him therc> 

away 
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away he goes for Macedonia, where at "length TiTua 
arrived, and comforted him under all his other forrows 
and difficultiea, with the Joyful news of the happy 
condition of the church of Corinth^ and how readily 
they had reformed thofe mifcarriages which in hiB former 
epiftle he had charged upon them. Soon after St. 
Paul hs^ving received the collections of the Macedonian 
churches for the indigent chriHiaus' at Jerufalem, he 
frnt back Titus, and with him St. Luke to Corinth^ 
to excite their charity, and prepare their contribu^. 
tiont againft his own arrival, there, and by them he 
wrote his fecond epiflle to the church. Titus faith- 
fully difcharged ^is errand to die church of Corinth, 
and having performed his fer vices for which he was 
fent, retiuracd, we may fuppofe, back to Crete. Nor 
do we hear zuy further account of him till St. Paul's 
knpfiConment at Rome, whither, fome authors relate^ 
lie came about two ^ears after him, and continued 
with him till hi& martyrdom, whereat he was preient, 
and together with St. Luke, cpmmltted him to the 
grave. Which account, fcems very, doubtful; fiacc St. 
Paul hirAMi fays, 2 Tim. 4. ft7;1>efore his death, tluit 
Yi'TUS had left him, and was gofic into Dahnatia, a 
province of Illyrium, to plant' that fierce and warlike 
nation with the gofpel of peace, taking it probably in 
hU way in, order to return to Crete.

' Areopagite, who was bchcadi^d. '"'* 7 




DIO!;TYSitJS v^as born at Athens, a place famous 
for arts and 'fcienccS, to which perfons came' 
Jfrom all parts of the wuf-ld, to ac<x)mpll£fx tbcmfelvt'? 
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in polite and ufcful learning. Though wc find nothing 
faid of his parents, yet we may conclude him to be of 
noble birth, at lead not of the common rank, feeing 
none were admitted to be Areopagite Judges, unleft 
they were nobly-born, and eminently exemplary for a 
virtuous and fober h'fe. He was intruded in all the 
learned fciences of Greece, wherein he was an early 
proficient : When he was about 25 years old, he is 
faid to have gone into Egypt, that he might perfc£b 
himfelf in the ftudy of the mathematics, and be nc- 
quaintcd with their fecret and mydical philofophy. He 
fettled himfelf at Heliopolis, a city between Coptus 
and Alexandria, a place chofim by the * iCgypttan 
priefts, admirably advantageous for the contemplation, 
of thfc heavenly bodies, and the ftudy of phflofophy 
and aftronomy j where a very Ancient hlftorian affures 
us that Abraham himfelf lived, and taught the 
^gy^Uan priefts aftronomy, ^nd likewife other parts 
of learnings 

DiONisius contin.ning his ftudles in this town, oae 
xnemorable- accident IB reported $ Jesus Christ the 
SoK of OoDf was about this time delirercd up at 
Jerufdiem, t*> a ftramefuil-at*i* painful deaths by the 
^hands of violence and injuftice ; when the fun, aa if 
afbamed to behold fo great a wickednefs, hid his head, 
and put on mourning, to wait npon the funeral of its 
mafter : This eclipfe Ava« contrary to all the known 

rules 
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ruleft and laws of nature, it happening stt a full 
moony when the moon is at its ^reateft diftanoe from 
the fun, and caufed a ilrange darknefs for three houn 
together, over all the earth, as is unanimoufly atrefted, 
not only by the four Evangelilh, but Trallianus, 
fometime fervant to Trojan, the Roman Emperort 
who fpesUcs of an ecUpfe of the fun aboht that time, 
whereby the day was turned iilto nigh, and the ftars 
appeared at noon, accompanied with an earthquake, 
wlicreby many houfes ^t Nice, in.Bithynia, were 
overthrown. ApoUophanes, beholding this flrange 
cclipfe, cried out to Dionysius, that thefe were 
changes and revolutions of fome great affairs ; to whom 
the other replied. That eithei God fiifFered, or at leafl 
fympathized^ aud bore part with him that did, 

DiONTSius having finilhed his ftudies at Heliopo, 
lis, returned to Athens, admirably accompli(hed to 
fcrve his country, and was accordingly advanced to l^e 
one of the judges of the Areopagus, a place of great 
honour and renown/ This Areopagus was a "famous 
fcnate-houfe, built upon a hill in Athens, wherciri 
aflemblird their great coutt of Juftice, the moft facred 
ape] venerable tribunal in all Greece. Under their 
cogm'zance came all the greater and more capital caufes, 
and efpecially matters of religon, blafphemy againil their 
Oods and them ; and therefore St. Paul was arraigned 

before this court, as a Xctter forth of itrange 

Godfl^ 
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Goes, wUen he preached to them concerning j£5 us and 
tiic rcfurrtiiiion. They were exadly upright and im-. 
gavtial itt their proceedings, and heard cauics at ni^h^. 
or In the dark, that the perfoq of the plaintiff or tjhc 
pkad^r might have no undue influence upon tjicoi.. 
TKere wa« no appeal from thv*ir L'ntejicc :. Their num- 
ber is u«ccitain, fome makiug them nine, othess thirtj-. 
one, and jothers fifiy-ouc« . ^ 

In this gravf and vehcrable aflciriDly fate Djony-"' 
sius, when St. Pa.nl,' about fortj .oine or fifty years 
aittT the Death orf our Saviour, came ,t6 Athens. ; 
wUeve he refoliitcly aflerted the ca'ife of chrilllanhy ' 
a;(aiuil the attempts of the Stoick and Epioiircairjilii- 
lofopherj?, who appearrd vehemently agalnft it7 ; The 
Athcuiaii 3> who were very curioUS in matters '6f ' r^fl- " 
gibn, not underdauding. this new and ftrawge doflrLne 
that be taught, prcfently brought hiin before the Are- 
opagite fenate, wheie iu an elegant oration, he wifh 
the utmofl fti-ength of reafon, plainly dem(»Bllratcd the 
folly auJ abfurdlty of thofemmy vaiii dcttieiJ \yhich' they . 
blindly worshipped, and explained to them' that infiuiu, 
being tlut n»adc and gbvcnied the world, and >vhat 
iudifpenfible oMigations he laid upon all mankind to 
worfliip and adore him, ef[>ecjally for his exceeding* 
lo.vi audkindnefo, in fending his own fon to puhlifh 
fo excellent a religion to the world. Tlimigh hig 
difcourfe ivas loolied upon by fome wlih fcor'n aad* 

■ iaugbtcr. 
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Utigl^ter, yet it wanted not an happy ifi(Kiencc -opoB 
many whom ft eonvrjiced of the rcafonablencfs ^fld 
divinity <ii the chriftian farich t Among whom wa» 
D!0Nvsiu«-, orfe of the Judges that fate upon him, and 
l>amer!«'(who St. Chryfofiom %8, \ra9 his wife) 
and prcfcably h\s wKde heufe. An ancient author re - 
Ktcs a particular dlfpute between D tony-si us and St. 
Paul, «b<)Ut the uiik4own God, who was God-Mah," 
and ivas to a)>pear in the latter agts, to reform the 
woHd. This the Apoftle fiiewed to he the holy Jesu^, 
Htcly'cttmcdown from heaven, andfo fatisficd DioiiY- 
iius, tliat he prayed him to intercede with heaven, 
it^thi tiiijghf bfc'^ fully confirmed in this belllf. 'fhc 
next day St. I^'aBl having reftored fight to -one lliat 
" i^arWrn blmd, changed him to go to DioNYsitr's, a Ad 
by that tokeii reclaim his promHe to be his vronvert : 
Who 'hl6|ng amazed at this fight, feadyHy renounced 
Ins idolatiy, and was with his whole family baptized 
into thi faith of Christ. Ah author of ' the' hjtc 
fufpcfted authority, iiiys. That Dionysius travcired 
xvrth St.- Paurfcft* three yen-sf after his converfion, 'vJho 
then conftitutcd him Bifhop of Athens ; that he toiit 
a ^journey to Jerufalem, to meet the Apoffles, 'who 
aftif "hid to have -come from all parts of the woildtobe 
prcfeht at the lail hours of the BlefTed Virgin"; and 
thiat he made feveral vifits to the churches in Phry- 
ifia and Achaia, to* plant anJ confirm thfc chriftiail

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After this, the writers of hfs life gCDcnilly make 
liim. prepare for a much longex journey : That having 
fettled his affairs in Athens, and nominated a fuc- 
ceflbr in his bilhoprick, he is faid to go to Rome, from 
whence he was difpatched by St. Clemens into Franccj^ 
where he planted the faith », and founded an epiTcopal 
fee at Paris, when/ about the ninetieth year of his 
Jkge, he returned into the eaft to convci-fc-wiih Su 
John at Ephefus ; tlience back again to Paris, where 
he fuffered martyrdom, ahd among a multitude of other- 
miracles reported of him, by fome credulous authors, 
he is faid to have taken up his head, after it had beea 
cut off" by the executioner,, and to have carried it in hit 
hands (an angel going before, and an heavenly 
choir of angels finging.all the way) for two milcf 
together, till he came . to the place of his interment, 
where he gently laid himfelf downj and was there ho* 
nourably entombed. A (lory very improbable, and 
which feveral authors of reputatiop make no mentiott 
o£r Nothing of certainty being related of him, but 
yirhat Aiidides, the chriftian philofopher has left 
^poB record, in his apology, for the chriHian religioiv 
( who himfelf lived, and was probibly born at Athens, * 
not long after Dioky^ius). That after a moll refuluts? 
and eminent confcffion of the faith 5 aftet having un- 
dergone feveral of the fevcreft kiucls of torments, he 
eave the lad and greateft teliimony of it by laying

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tfi^ riigti bf Domitiav the Roman Emperor, about 
107 Year's bfter the Paflion of our Saviour. Many 
mintclet are rejk)rted to have been performed hj him 
both before and after hn death : Among others* that 
ib a village, in the Province of Lvxenbubgh, not far 
f^om Tretes, is a Church dedicated to St. Denmis* 
i^herein is kept his ikuU, at lead a piece of it, on the 
drown whereof is a white crofs, while the other parta 
<>f the flcull 9I9C black. This, common tradition, and 
fome authors avouch it, will have to be made, wheti 
St. Paul laid his hands upon him at his confecration. 
Which if fo, I have no more to obferve, but that or- 
ders (which the ancient church make a facrament) did 
here even in ik literal fenfc confer an indelible chara^cT 
id^nd mark upon him. 

The AiiApe and figure of hk body is by the Greek 
iAivx,oH thus defcribed : He was of a middle ftaturt, 
Acnder, fair, but inclining to palenefs, his nofe grace- 
fully bending, hollow-eyed, with (liort eye-brows, hit 
ears large, his hair thick and white, his beard mo- 
derately long, but very thin. For the image of hia 
iftiind expreffed in his difcourfcs, and the excellent 
c6ndu6l of his life, the Greeks according to their 
magnifying humour as well as langitage, beftow moft 
iiyperbolicdl elogies and commendations on him. They 
(Hie him, the facred interpreter and contcmplator t>f 
l^itfden and ^nfp^akable myf^eries, and an uofcarchable

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depth of H^arcnly knowledge ;. the irinity dlvifie> 
the divine inftrnment of thofe eiiUtcning graccsf iJiat 
arc abo^c all <:oinprehenfioii. They fay li^ him that hi& 
life! WM .wonderfuly his difcouife more wooderfal ^ 
his tongue full of light, his mouth breathing an holy 
£ia ; but bis min^ moft exadly like to God ; with a> 
gr^atdealmore of the like nature up and down their 
of&resj And c«rUinly . the naUons which he ha4i. 
giTsn. the things of that .fupramundane Hate, arredear 
and cectaia.

IT adds pot a little to the honour of this venera**. 
hie ApoAlical man, that he was fellow labourer^ 
with St. Paul, and one of thofe whofe names sure, 
writtcq in tlie hook of Jife: Ke was bom at RoMSf, 
vpaa mount C^.lius, his fath-^r's ^apie wua TawtJ^ j 
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Hus, but wc do-^iot find who he was, or what profcffion 
or fx>nrfe of life he fbUowc^* Indeed in ithe book of 
Recognitions, which though liable iii fomc cafes to jull 
exceptions, yet being of gieat Antiquity In the Church, 
written ^ot long afttc the Apoflulic age, fome rcciar^^s 
may be taken out pf them ; Therein we iind St. Cle- 
mens giving this account of liimfelf. 

He was descended of a noble race, (prung from the 
family of the C^sars, his father Faustin|anus, or 
Faustus, licing near J^kin to the Einperpi; Tibeilius, 
and educate^ with him, and by his procurement married 
Mattidia, a wpmau born of oi^e of thq chiftf fami- 
liea of Ro.Mt. He w^« the young^ft of three fona. 
his two elder brQll^ers being Faustinus a^nd Faustjjs,. 
who after ^hanged their namts for Nicetas . and 
Aq^ila. His mother, a wom^n, it fcems of exquiiue 
beauty, was by her huftand's own brother ftron^ly 
ibiicited to uuchailc eml)raccs, to avoid whofc trouble^ 
Ibmie Importunities, and yet Ipth to rcyeal it ' to he^ 
hufhaiyi, lefl it (liould occador^ dlRurbance and diflio* 
^our,to their family, flie pretended to her huiband tha^ 
i^e was commanded lu a dream i together with her tw^ 
tlde'Il fons, to depart for fome time from Romk. He 
arcordingly fent 'ihep to reluie at Athi:ns, for the 
giefltcr cQ^nvcnicncy of their education; But hearing 
nothing ot them, though he (cut mcflengcis on puipoie 
t[vtxf year, Lc refalvcd at lad ^o go. hicifcif ^ pu'rlui't of 
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them ; whch he did, kaying hif y4Pigt{l fon, thcfi 
iwe^v. years of age, at home, uiHlcr tk^ f:arc of 
tutoru and guardians. St. Cli^mevs gi^w (ip in aU 
nianiy dudics a ad Wrttiops adious, till f^Iqg U^dei: 
jbioe great dillUtisfa^.ipjiis- of mind cpncer^ii^ ;be iiq- 
mortality of the foul, and the ftate pf the pther life, 
he appliJfd hlmfelf t > (eargh ^^^9 narrowly iclo the na- 
ture and truth o.f thmgsif and ]*e{q)vc;4 X<> coufult the 
Sgyptun Magicaqs,. whctl^er by ^heir dar]t ^rt they 
vere able to fetch back one of tlV'fe tha; were departc4 
into the ir^yifiule world, or raife a /man from th^ dead* 
'^hc Yery light of whom cf^ight fatj^fy thclf curious eor 
quints about this matter. \Vhi)c he was undex thi$ 
fufpence, he ^eard pf t\i$: foxj of God's appearing in 
the Wqrhl^ and the ei:celle;|it dw^cine he publiihed In 
JuoEA ^ wherein h^ was farther iqftri^Qed by the mlul* 
'^ry of St. I^ARNABAS, yfho came to Kom£. Uiot lie 
|ollouredf firll to ALKXANDRrA, and theiux; after a liti 
tie time to Judea ; arriving at C^ sake a, he met 
with St. PfiTsii, by whom he was inilvu^ed and bap- 
(Ixedj i^'hqfe companion aufl diTciple he contimied fo^ 
s^ great p2^t of his lift, liis father and mother, and 
liis two. heathers, after various mil adventures whicU 
bappei^ed to thtrni,. by divers (Irange accideats met all 
Sffterwards together, and were at length coovcrle^, 
4ud baptized iato the Chridian faiih. 

T^WiH account Is given in thofe ancu'st wnlli^t and 
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his certainly Mtevn, and moft' Anthorc, unaninnoitit^ 
agree that St. CtEiitfENa was Biihop of Romb ; 
bat there are fonie diHtciiItica ■ aboiit the: fuccdBioir 
**f Ihc -four firft Biihops of that See, and a g>r«at 
Hftiny eonfh>vcrfitt thereon ; fomc writers tclla vt$, that 
SK" ?ET^it*fcfciag ftnSbk of hia appr<<a€tking diffoluti^ 
on, prtfented Clemctns befort the Church as a fit per- 
son to be his fDcdeii'dr; the guod man with aH imagrna-v 
Wc modefty'd4idi'ncd the honour, which St. Pstka iii 
• lon<r difconrfe tfrjfed n^on Wm, and fet out at laigo 
the particular diTf res both of Miniftera in iheir rcfpeciivse 
orders and capackici^-'^as alfo of the people ;-vhieii: 
done", belaid 'his^liaads up'.m" hl'm, and caropcUtd'hiur 
to tnke his fe^t. How he achTkioilred this' great zud 
<lii1icult jVrovltice, ■ t4ie ediltCaAical records give very- 
little account ; ncfthcr can wc rely abfoluj^dy »)jK)n the 
credit and fingle teilimony of Authors in nuiuerft f^ 
iemcue and -diRantV they tell qi, that he idi/^tcli4xl: 
»Vay fcveral perfdns to preach and. propag.itcfthe chril'r; 
tiao' religion in thofe C(»unt'ries,^ wintber thei foiind of 
^hc gofpt 1 bad hot yet arrived : Nor did he oidy ooa« 
r.trn himfelf to propagatie tlic faith where it was not, 
J}ut to preferve the" peace of thofe churches where it 
nrtuf atiearfy jplanted. 'F<Jr an tuihappy fchtme having 
broken out in 'the Church of Corikth,' they fent to 
Rome for hi^ advice add alnftaike ib if,, viho 4b thtr 
fifune pf ■ the Church whereof he was govt-rnor, .vyrote 
back a1^ incomparable epillle to tlien^, to coinpdre ancT 
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qtfeli, as hie call» h, that impious and abommahle Edi- 
tion that wa8,arifcQ among, them. The exa6i time of 
writing this epiftle is not known j ibpif. judge it.wM 
before the deflru^ion of Jerus'a-lem and tlie tetnple, 
and fecms more pnobable to -be KritjLii^n after the pme-'

Clemens^ hy a firm patience and prudent care i9car

when al^ the clouds rf^turned after the- rain, and be^ 
gan Co thicken in a blacker temped* in the Utof^ of 
T^AjAN^an excellent Prince indeed, of fo fwcet adiL 
p'ofition and inoffenfivc converfation, that the Romaw 
people at the choice of every new elefted Emperor, 
cfied a better than ^Prajan* But withal he was ^a- 
loua for hi$: religion, and upon that account a ftveee 
^Qemy to the chriftitins* - Among (everalla^^ enabled; 
at tlie begining ofhisTeigU) he publifh&d one fosifbid*^ 
ding the focieties. of Colleges, ere^ed up and dowa 
the -Roman Empire,, whereat men ufed to meet, aiu} 
liberally fcad, under prelence of more coaveni^nt dif-^ 
patch of buQaefs, and the maintainance of mi|tual Uiyt^ 
aad fricndihip.; whi^cU yet the ,Romai^ .il|^. b^b|^. 
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with a jealous eye, ds fit nurftries for treafon addfer 
dition; Now the chnHian aflemblicfi ^xre looked 'Upoii 
ds fuch by thetr eiieihics, for finding them confederated 
together, and conftantly meeting them at the folemn 
love-fcafls wliich were kept among them in thofe pri- 
mkive times ; and efpecially being of a way of wor- 
fhip, different from the religioii of the heathen Em- 
fire, they thought they might fecurely proceed againfl 
them as illegal focietics> and contemnei's of the impe- 
rial confHtutioir, wherein St. Clemens, as the head of 
the foclety at Rome, was fiire to bear the deepeft fhare. 
And indeed it was no more than what he liimfelf Had 
long expefted : Tor in his epiflle to the CORii^f hiams,' 
peaking of the torhients and fufferlngs which the feo- 
ly Apoftles had Undergone, lie tdlls them, that^hfc look- 
ed Upon himfelf and his people as fet to run the fane 
f^ce, and that the fame light and couflifl was hid 0|i 
forhiiii'; ' 

As aticient Authors givfs an *cco\mt of the begin- 
Otng of his troubles to tbiA effci^. St. Clemens hav- 
ing converted -Theodora, a noble lad^y, and afterwards 
her 'hufband Sisinius, d kinfmail and favourite of the 
]atc Emperor Nerta, the gaining of fo great a man, had 
^ch an influence upon dire* « others of chief note and 
quality^ that they alfo embraced the chriftian faith, 
this good ' fuccefs procured to St. Clemens the envy 
-/iMd hiitred of ToftcuT^iNvs^ a men of great pont^

i^d authority at that titrie iq Romc^ who .by the infe- 
Hor magiilrates of th^. clifg excited the people to mu- 
tiny agaihft this holy man, charging hihi with thigic

dtificc to them, Or expiate his impiety with his blood. 
Maniertinuiiy the Prsetor of the city a moderate and 
j^udent mah, being willing to appe^afi; the uproar, fent 
Sor St. Clemens, .and mildly pcrfuaded him ^6 comply : 
But fiiiding his refolutioii inflexible, he fent tb acquaint 
{he Emperor with the cafej who returned this (hort re- 
(cript; that he fhoUld offer lacrificc to the Gods, or be 
baniOied to Cherfoo,. a difcoufolate. city beyond tlie 
Pontick Sea : And ac<k)rdidgly he Was traufportcd 
thither to dig in the marble quarries, add labour in the 
hdncs, a punimment by the laws, accoimted uext to 
death itfelf, the cohdenuled pcrfons^ being treated with 
Stream rigour ; for befides hard and fcver^ labour, he 
was whipped atid beaten, Chained and fettered; deprived 
o£ his eitate, which was forfeited to the Exchequer, 
and degi-aded into the condition of a (lave, whereby 
he was rendiered .^ncapible to .make a will ; the heads 
oi the . dirittians Wer^ half-fhaved,. their right, eye 
bored oiit, their left leg dlfabled, their forehead^ 
pranded with ad. infamous mark, and expofed to the 
moll publick inftttuces of infamy., and dlfhonour, iiot 
to mentign the. hunger and thirll, the cold and na- 
I kedncfs.

Its not certaia 
what Ephralnn, Blfliop of thtt plda^liaf wnt concern- 
ing the ilraage and -foiraculouA difcovrry of the body of 
St. Clemens ; nor the particular miracle of a little 
child ^pl•eferved a year togetker in the Church ere6ietl 
-to hiRi Ln ihe midd c of the fea, in the place where he 
was drowned ; and indnite pthcr miracles done ihcre, 
at dff^atrijpg tUpy 4i^«>u1d Jdnd any credk .lunoqtg th^ 
Jeariifd ; and (hall only mentiam cvte, that .uiK>n thftan- 
^Wjcrluy »falenini.ty of his mr^rtyrdnni, the fea frti:eatfi 
'Gn <ach fidein1*eaps, aod leaf^e« a fair «nd dry paflitge, 
for three miles together to the martyr'i jtomV« «ccdcd 
within a churcii, bnik ;ai muft be fuppofed by ^n- 
•^eU) within the fea ; and the pegples devotion fcfin^ 
ended, the water jreturns to it* own pli^ce. Hia mar- 
tyrdom happened in the third year, of Trajan, (^fter 
he h-fl been Bifhojr of iRopfie »hbtit nine; -ytara)' one 
■.hundred yean after the d««ith of .oor filAViWit. His 
iefUxal is celebrsted by tjv Roman churchy Ni^yp-m- 
bcrl^. . '.

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ftc. Simeon Rcpt iy, and intenreeded wkh the people to 
fp^re fo jiifl and good a man, aud one that W9» then 
prating to Goo for tbcm. 

^he Rechabites i^re aq ascient inftltntiOBy (joii^d- 
ed by Jonadab the foa of Rechab, who flouri/hed la 
the reign nfi Jehu, and obliged his poftcrity, to drink 
no witiCy (bw no itelds, plant no vineyards*, bxiald ao 
hottfeWy but to dwell in tents and tabernacles. J^ 
which precepts (the laft only excepted, which vara 
and foreign ioTaiions would not fuffer them to obferve) 
they kept with the moil religious reverence ; and are 
therefore highly commended by God fpr their exa^Si coQ 
■fonnity to the lav(r8 which were prefcribed thero, and 
are brought in to upbraid the degeneracy of the houOe 
of Ifrael, in violating -the commands he had^laid up*- 
on them- They couttnued, {according to God's pr«- 
mife, 4hat they fhould not want a man to (land befol'S 
him for ever) till the laft time of the Jewifli 
church.

had beee cruell/ martyred by thv Jews. The fucccX- 
iion to whofc o&cc was fo Ur thought to be tlic C041- 
c«mmeot of the whole cluifliaa chureh» that the a- 
poflles and difcipWs of our Lord ai^ fald to have come 
from all pftrts to coafult aad advife with thofc of our 8a« 
tiour's kiiKired aed rclatk>n», mhp fhould be put into 
^sice» wheTeu|)on they clewed Siutovy our LordU 
'near kioiiixian, wlK>in ^ey all judged muil worthy <;>f 
the place : How he managed the affairs of the 
church of Jciulalem is xtot particularly known to Ufs« 
but we may be ftire his ofi&ce was attended with fuS- 
cient trouble and difficulty, both from the malicioiit 
teaipcr of the turbulent people, and becaufe it hap^ 
peaed in the fatdl period of the Jewiih church. Foif 
the iins^ that nation being now i^pe for vengeanoe^ 
and haViag filled up the mcid^e of their iniquities^ by 
their cruel uf;^e of the apoftles and meifengers of otK- 
«Saviour; their barbarous treatment of St.- Stephen^ 
St. James the great anA^ihe .lef«; but above ;3^ 
their crucifying, with wick^ ba^,* the Lord 4^ 
glory, the wrath of God ov^mc up«i them to theut- 
term^ : .And the Romans tOok^way both their place 
and nation; of which I (hall give a brief acoourt. 

The Jews being a ftubborn people, and would not 

in the lead fubmit to the Romans, becaufe tliey looked 

u^n (hemfelvcs a| a more fr^e-horn people than othc^

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natloiij, iifid Were elevated witW tfii^e gfeat privileged 
that the Almighty \\uA bcftowtd upon them, aiid there- 
fore took all oppbrtanities to r«?gaiil th^ir liberty^ 
which tliej- uitahimoufly attempted in tht reign 6f Nero: 
For CeftiusTFlorus^ whom the Efriperor had fent id 
be Procnratoi* or Governor of the pro^ih'ce of Judta,* 
hy his intolthfble opj^rcflioiis and cruelties for tvi-o year^ 
iogetheiv tfrhich 'ileifher thet? prft) c s nor potent intcr-L 
• Ccrflbrs coUld prevail vlfith hihi to abate, having tired out 
thrir patrencc; they broke out ifftb a rcbcilioTf, whicht 
iiras begitn at GAsAREA^ibut quickly overfpread the 
whole natiori, till all plrfcea were fail of blood an'd vio-' 
IJhce. The Governor being luiable td firppreft them; 
Callus; the PZ-clident of Syria^ came from Antiocb' 
•cHth ani army - to alfift him ; took Jbppa, ^nd fomcf 
other placed," tiiid» fat doiwir before Jef ufalcm^bnt was' 
at laft forced to raife his fiege witlr fuch jACcipitation; 
that he left all 4ii8 winliko ihftrumentrf affd provifions: 
behind; ' Upoa' ihk 111 fiicc<iftj, N«f6 difpatched Vef- 
paiian, a man of experiyfeed Courage arnJ cOndudt/ 
to tht general of th*: arfiy, who eomifig into Syrian 
rallied the fcattercd Roman • troops, fell into Galilee^ 
burnt Gadafa, and deftroyed Jotapata, where- Jo-' 
fcphus himfelf wa€ taken, prifohcr ; and purfuiag his 
conqiieftsi, was preparing to beiiege Jerufalem ; when* 
hv,aring of the diftractions of Italy, by the death" of 
N,ero, and the ufurpations of Galba, Otho, #nd* 
VitclUus, he marchvd to Rome, to fret it fi*am thofc 

cdmmotioiMf 
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commotions, which refolution was fo far applauded hj 
the army, that they forthwith proclaimed him Empe- 
ror. Who thereupon haflened into Egypt to fecure chat 
country which was of fuch couiiderable importance to 
the empire. 

Vefpa£an fent his fon Titus from Alexandria to 
Judea, commanding him to attempt the capital 
city^ as the only way to put a quick period to the 
war. The ftate of Jerufalem was at this time 
▼ery deplorable^ which though once a city at unity 
within itfelf, was now torn in pieces with inteft.Ine 
diTiQons. Simon, the fon of Giora, an ambitious man^ 
had pofleflion of the upper city^ Joiin, who headed 
a party called the Zealots, an infolent and ungovernable 
generation, commanded the lower parts, and the out- 
ikirt of the temple ; the inner parts were fccurtd by 
Eleazar, the fon of Simon, who had drawn over ^ 
confiderab^e number of the foldiers to join with him, 
and all theCt mutually oppi^ng, and quarrelling with 
each other. Titus with htk army approaching the 
city a while before the feaft of the Paffover, he ftraitly 
blocked up all the avenues and paflages of efcape; 
building a wall of 39 furlongs, which he flrcngthened 
with thirteen forts, whereby he prevented- any from 
Coming in or going out of the city, of which war, 
and the fackage of Jerufalem> if. we compare what 
uur Satiovr laid concerning it in St. Luke^ chap. 1.9. 
K Vcrlcs 
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VW!c8 41, &c. We Aall fi»<l f« }uft a coi rcfpondcncc? 
between the proFphecy smd^ the facccfe^- as tiould tempt 
efie to think £))at the hiitorian had taken meafurcs a» 
irtuch from «nir Lori^'s prtfdi^lionsy sf» fr©m the cvc«t6» 
©I" things*. ' 

TerrtJS cff mer/'y wefe offered to the Btfiegcd npoir 
farrcmler, but fcornfollf rejc£^td». which exafperated 
the R<yman army W fall i^on them with greater fieice-' 
hefs andf fcv^rity. And now CTod and man, heavenf 
a*rid ^irfh, feetned fo fight againft them. For befidear 
the Roman* army wlihouty ^nd the ftirions fadxonj 
and divi'iions within, fhe d^cadTui face or famine ap- 
peared among them, haflened' Ly the vaft mnltitude* 
that came from all parts of the land to tb^ Paflbvcr, 
^rid hvinger raged fo horribly within the eity, that 
they tooft more care to rob- and plander one another of 
fheir prc/fi&ons, than of defending themfelves againff 
the common* enemy; and lo- many thottfands died for 
want of food, th»t they could not bury them, but laid 
the cead botfi^ps- ire fitzpn abo^e ground : Nay, they 
Brplie th^ very laws of natiirc, Mary, the daiighter 
of Elcazar, who wa» deprived of ail h^f provifions^ 
By the foldiers, faging fo for hunger, that (he boiled 
Her fucking clwld and eat iir. St) that well might our 
.Lord call thofe womea BleffedT, who were barren, and" , 
whofe pap$ ncvey gave uick. Titus finding tlvat nei- 
ther Itindncfs nor cruelty would work upon this obftr- 

niate 
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3iate people, prfpareii {or a "ftorin, and having gained 
ithe tew^er of Antoiiia, the Jews fted to die temple 
-hiti*d by., the outgates and porches whereof ^ere imme^ 
idiately fet on fire, at wiiich the Jews were fo aftont/h^ 
•cd, that they never endeavoured to quoach it. Titus 
being of a compaffioncrte humour, was very deOrons 
to fpare the people, and fave the temple ; but all In 
v&in, for a common foldler threw a fire-brand into 
<he chambers that were about the temple, which pre - 
ifcntly took tire, and though the Cxeueral ran anS 
JL>rmed, and commanded it to be put out, yet the 
9iuife and coufwtion was-fo great, -that his orders coultl 
not be heard till k was too ktt;, the triumphant flames 
prevailing in fpft^ of all oppofitlou, and with fuch furif . 
•oils rage, as if they threatened to burn Mount Sion t» 
<to the very roots. So effeAually was our Saviour's 
* jthreat fulfilled, when he told his difciples, who ad- 
faired the iat^'^y and magnificent builcFingsof f he tem- 
ple. Verily I fay uuto you, there (hall not be left here 
«eAc ftone upon another that fliall not be thrown down. 
=Nay, for the farther verifyiag -thi^ precjii^ion, Turnus 
XLefus wa« commanded to plough ud the foundation 
^hereof. All things were now hurt*d iixto a mixture of 
.^lood, fmoak, and flames.: The Jews were flain like 
flicep or dogs^ and many voluntarily "leaped into thje 
^rcj the number of them that peri fhed. in this fiege^ 
amounting to eleven hundred ^thoufand perfons, befidei 
Aiofty-fieyen thoufand that were fold for (laves ; the 
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nQoiberlefs multitudes tliat flocked from all parts to the 
feaft of the PaAqver, and were by the Roman armf 
crouded up within the city, renderii^ this account very 
probable* 

Such was the ruin of the Jewifh church and ftate, 
thus was Jcrufalem* the moft en\inent city, not only 
of Judea, but of the whole Eaftern part 6{ the worlds 
(as Pliny iiimfelf confefTes) latterly dcftroyed, notwith<f 
ftanding its antlqutty, wealth, and ftrength, after it 
h^d flood from the time of David, ; 179 years ; and ita » 
very remarkable, that thia fiege began a . while before 
^he Paffjver, about the very time when they had bar- 
baroufly put to death the Son of God, divine juilice 
fometimes obfcrvlng fuch an exadl proportion in e;Ke« 
^uting its yengeanc/?. Their fatal fall being not only 
foretold by our Saviour, and his Apoftles, but lately, 
prefigiiified by immediate progidles ai^d figns fron^ . 
heaven. A blazing comet hung over the city for a 
\fhole yeaif. together in the ih^»t of a fword. A 
little before the war began, in the feaft of unleavened 
bread, a light fuddenly (hone out at nine o'clock at 
night, between the altar and the temple, as bright a^ 
at noon day. An heifer about the fame time, as (he 
was led to facrifice, brought forth a hmb in the midfl^ 
of the iempltf. The Eaft gate of the Inner part of- th^ 
temple> aU of maffy brafsj and which twenty men 
could hardly (hut ; after it was fail locked and barred^ 
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yps fecn in the. night tp open of its owa accord ; cha- 
ritits and armies were beheld in the air, all in their 
martial poftures, and prepariiig tu furround Uie city* 
When the priells entered into the inner temple at Pca- 
tecolt* they.firfl. perceived anolfeand m<>tion, and im- 
n^cdiately heard a voice that fuid. Let us depart heuct^ 
And when all thioga were feciire and peaceable, four 
years Vf ore the war began, one Gefus, a plain co^a• 
Jry fcli'jw, pronounced many dreadful woes ag^inft. 
t]|e teinple, the city, and the people, continuing fo to 
^ dpcqialiy at feftival times for feven years together, 
fwtwitiiftaoding all the cruel nfagc vhich he met with 
Cw fo doiJigy till at length he was difpatched by a vior- 
^nt death. But miracles, threats, and wamingt Ua^e 
noc^A npon a people, whom tlie Almighty hath onoe 
given up to incurable infatuation*' 

In thq midft oF this calamitous and woeful flat/! cf 
t^ie Jews. V7C, find that St. Simeon and the chriHians 
tq the city, being timely warned by the caution which 
fMir bleifed Lord had gi«^en them, that when they (hould 
(t?e Jerufalem cotnpaffed with armies, ^nd the abo- 
fninatioi^ qf defolation (landing in the holy place, they 
(hould then flee unto the mountains ; or betake thftiir 
feWes f<i ibm^ obfcurc place of refiige ; and Ita/'Qg 
Ij^cii lately commanded by a particular revtjation com- 
inumcated t"^ fomc ^qd ar»d pious men among them 
^whicb fays Epiphii^us wa« done by ilie miniflry of sm

Angel) to leave Jerofalem afid go to Pellas, tliej 
retreated thither, as to a little zoar, like as from, 
the flamei of Sodooiy and £o not osk perilhed la the 
common ruin. This beivg a little town bejond 
Jordan, whofe inha1>itanu were Gentiles, wliich- it 
manifeft, fincc t!ie Jew« under Alexander Jannaus* 
their King, plnndered it, becaufe tLey would not pm« 
braoe their religioii, and probably Gon diredb^ the 
chriftians hither, that they might be out of the reach 
of the bofom of deftrnftioB, which was to fweep away 
the Jews wherever it came. Here they cootrnttcd till 
the h'<^rc^ and feverity of the Romans being affwaged 
they noight retnpn with fafety, which they did before 
the time of Adrian, the Emperor ; who 47 years after 
tkcjdeva Nation coming to Jerufalemj in order to its re- ' 
paration, Ibnnd there a few houfes, nnd a Uttk church 
of the chriftians, bnilt upon Mount Sjon^ in thait very 
place where the upper room was, into which the difci* 
pies went vp when they returned frona onr Lord's 
afccniion. Here they kept their aifemblles, and (hewed 
fo many miracles that Aqnila tSie Emperor's kinfraan^ 
who he had aadt Governor, and Overfeer of the build- 
ing of the city, embraced chriftianity: Hut continning ia 
his fonner ftudies <>f magic and aitronomy, after fevc- 
xal admonitions given Kim to defift, he was caft o»it of 
t-hc church ; wliich he fo refented, that he apoflatizcd 
to Jttdaifm, and afterwards tranflattd the bible into 
Gr4:ck.

In the mean time SiMtoK, no doutt was very diligent 
in his office, tsd in tlie difcharge thereof it pleafed Gox> 
to pwrfervc him to a great age, as a perfim highly nfeful 
to the church, even to the mwldle of Trajaw's reign, 
when he was bisotight to gi^i€ his- lafi: tefiimony to his 
jreltgion upon a very flight pretence. For the Roman 
Emperors being jealous of thHr new eftabliihed (bve- 
xetgnty, and there being an antient tradition (as ap- 
pear? from Jofe^us, Suetonius and Tacitns) through- 
Ottt the Ead, that one of Jiidea (hould arife a Prince, 
that fbonld be the great monarch of the world ; 
which though Jo&phusy to ingratrate himfclf with the 
Romans, flatteringly' applied to Vefpafian, yet this 
did not ^liet their nunds,. but that they ftiU beheld all 
that were in ' the Ime of David with a jealous eye. 
This made Domitian the fou of Vefpafian refolve to 
^ellray all that were of the blood royal of the houfe 
€>f Jsdah^ upon which account tw& nephews of St» 
Jude, one of the brothers of our Sat fou ft, were 
brought before him and defpifed by htm for their po- 
Terty and meanoelB?,, a6 perfons very unlikely to ftand 
competitors for a cfown. And Scmeon bemg envied 
by fome ie^s of the Jews for his adivity and zeal it% 
promotrng the chriHian f^th, they accused him to the 
Proeonful of Syria, for being of the pofterity of the 
kings of Judah and a chriftian, who commanded him 
for fevenj days together to be racked with the moA ex- 
^uifite tonneats, which he endured with £0 much cou- 

racre 
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nge and patience, that the Proconfiil, and all that were 
prcicrnt^ were amazed to fte a perfon of fo great an 
age tndtiie fuch cruel tortures; at laft he was com- 
manded to be erucified. He fuflered in the 1 8oth year of 
hh age, in the loth of Trajan's reign, and in the 
^earof our Lord 107. *

E find little recorded conctming the country 
and parentage of this holy man : He is by 
itwnrA cJlM Thropuorus. or ouc that isb^r^ 



J T anu parcnvdgc ui uuio nui^r ni«u . a*w *» ^j 
fcv^ral auiiiora called Theophorus, or one that i»b<>r<* 
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or carried by God 5 for we are told that he was that very 
child whom oux* Saviour took into his arms, and fet 
him in the midd; of his difciples, as the mod lively in-> 
itance of innocency and humility, but St Chryfoftom 
wh© had a better opportunity of knowing the truth 
thereof, exprefsly affirms that Ignatius never fawour 
5aviouR| or enjoyed any familiarity or converfatioii 
with him* In hia youth he wfts intimately converfant 
with the apoRIes, and educated by them, and it is faid 
Was St. John's difciple* Being fully inflru^Sled in the 
do&ineii of chriftianity, he was, for his eminent parts» 
and piety of life, chofen Bifhop of Antioch, the 
fnctropelis of Syria, and the mod famous city in the 
Ead, containing at that time above two hundred thou- 
£uid fouls* He continued about forty years at Anti- 
Och, in the midli.of ilormy and tempeduous times, 
but declined the dangers that threatqied him, by hia 
prayers, tears* fadings, and the indefatigable pains he 
took to conlimt weak and unfettlcd chiidians in the 
faith in the midd of the perfecutions. When a quiet 
interval happened to the church, he rejoiced therein, 
though aB to himfelf he fomewhat impatiently expedted 
and loqged for martyrdom, without which, he reckoned 
he could never peirfe(flly attain to the love of Christ, 
nor fill Up the duty and meafures . of a true dift iplc, 
-whi^ih afterv^rds became his portion. 

About the year of Christ 107, Trajan the Emperor, 
4 ^ . ^ h'cifig 
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Leing fwelled with his late victory oVcr the Scythiant 
and Da a, came to Ant loth to ir:ak€ jSj^eparations for 
the war againil the Parthiahs and Armeniians, en- 
tering the cify with the pomps and foKmnitics of a 
triumph; and b^ing ztalous for the heathen fiiperftr- 
tions, he began firft to enquire into religiows concvrns>;. 
and looked uj)on it as an affront to his other fuccefftSp^ 
tb be conqiieitd by chriUians, fo he refolved to raak* 
this religion Itoap and carry on the pcrfeciition agaiu$ 
It here, Mt^hich he had already beguu in other parts of 
ihe Rbaian-em))irc. St. IgnvAtius being akv ays cartful 
for the profperity of his flock, thiaLiiig it u»ore pru- 
dent to go himfclf, tlum to (lay to be feu t for, of his own' 
accord prcfcfited hiitklf to the Emperor, with whom it 
is faid he had a large difcourfe, who telling hhr, that 
he wondcTtd lrt)W he duvlk tTanfgtefis the hiws. Igna- 
tius alFerted His own iniuKtnry, aod the power that 
CJoD had given him «vtr evil fpirits ; and that the 
(lods of tha Gcntiks were no better than dsemon^^ 
thfie being but one Supreme Dtfity ^ho made the 
woHd ; and his only b*gotton Son Christ Jesus,. 
wlio though orucifted Under Pilate, had yet de- 
ll loyed him that had the power of fai, that is, the 
devil, and woidd ruin the wht>k power and empire of the 
dicmons, and trtad^ it under the feet of thofe that wor- 
Aitp God in tlieir * hearts; The ilFue of this difcourfi; 
^ccbiding to the Greek rituals and others) was, that 
iby. far hU conilaiicyand refoluUon io his profciiionr 
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was Sentenced to the m<>(l fcvcre and mercilefs torments, 
whipped with fcourgcs that had leaden bullets at the 

-c«d of diem, forced to hold fire in his hands, while 
his fides were burnt with papers dipped in oil; his 

ieet flood upon live coals, and his fldiiL was torn off 

<^uh burning pincers. 

Haying by an invlfible patience overcome the crur 
.city* and malice of his tormentors, the Em[>eror prof- 
:iiouQccd the final fentence upon him, thnt being incura.- 
bly Qver-run with Aiperftition (as tbey called the chrtC- 
itian faith*) he (hguld be carried by foJdicti*^ to Rome, 
and there thrown as a prey to wild beal^s. The good 
ivan heartily rejoiced at the fatal decree ; I thank 
ithce, O tiOrd (faid J»c^ thit thou h^s condcfctnded thus 
j)tTfe(3:ly to honour me with thy Icxve, ivnd haii thought 
mt worcUy with thy apoi^le Paul to be bound with 
iron chains. With that he chearfully embraced hift 
«<^hains, and having fervently prayed for his church, 
^nd. with teatjB recon^mendsd them to the Divine care 
arrd Providence, be delivered up himfelf into the hands 
.of his keepers that wefe appointi^d to tranfport him t© 
jtVc place ^f execution. 

And th'Wgh Ronic wes 9 vaft T^-ay from Antioch 
•in Syria, yet it \yas ufiial with the Governor of Pro- 
^iQces to fend fuch malefadors as were eminent for 
.gjuality, or for the ni^ture of th^r cringes to Rome, 

thai 
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that their punifhment might be made exemplary in thf 
eye of the world; neither were his enemiet williog hf 
fhoiild fufFer at home, for fjar led the people (hoold 
have a higher veneration for him, and a firm belief of 
that faith which he had taught them, when they faw^ 
him fc^iHnj it with his ^lood : They might likewi£| 
hope, that by fo long a journey, men in all places where 
he came w.iuld be teiTified from embracing that religi- 
on which the emperor fo much detefted, and the pro- 
fcffion whereof they mul( purchafe at fo dear a rate { 
and they might hope, that by this feveie ufage Igna- 
tius hlmfelf might be broken, and forced to yield, 
Confiderlng his great age, being then about eighty 
years old, and the length and tedioufnefs of the journey, 
the ways being bad at all times, but much mor-c ii| 
winter, without the necelTiry accommodation lor fo 
aged and infirm a perfon, and the rude and mercile& 
can-Iage of his keepers, whc^treated him with the ul- 
i;*»o(l: inhumanity. From Syria even to I^ome, both by 
fea and latW, F fight with beafts; night and day I am 
chained to ten leopards, which Is my n>iHtary guar^, 
who, the kinder I am to them, are the more cruel and 
fierce to me : As hlmfelf coraplalas. And ^hongh 
probably thty thought the Roitians at fo great a dif- 
tance, might judge he fuiFered as a malefaftor for fome 
notorious crime, rather than as a martyr for religion, 
yet the Divine Providence, who knows how to hringi 
good out qf evil, might the rather permit it to be fo, 

tha*^ 
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tb%t the leading fo great a man fo far ia tntunph^ 
might make chridianity more illuiU-ious, and rflabliih 
the cUriftians therein, wJio flocked to him from all part» 
^8 he (;ame aloqg^ and ar m them with the ibrongtr rcfo- 
lutions to die for their religion; and cfptcially, that 
he might feal the truth thereof at Kome, where his 
death might teach jthe city that wa« fo famous for arts 
and wiCdoAi, a beXter PUiiofophy than they had learned 
before. 

Being confined to a ^iiard of foldiera, lue took hii 
leave of his beloved Antioch, and was conduced to 
Seleucia, a port town of Syria, about iixteen miles 
diftant from thence : And going oa board a fhip, after 
|i tedious voyage, they arrived at Smyrna ; and being 
fcnt afhore, Ignatius went to falutc Polycarpus, Bi- 
jhop of that place, and his old fellow pupil under St. 
John, the Apoflle. Joyful was the meeting of thefe 
two holy men. St. Polycarpus was fo far from b^^ing 
discouraged, that he rejoiced in the other's chains, and 
farneflly prefTt-d him to a 'firm and final perfeverance^ 
from he:ice he writ l^^ters to feveral perfons and" 
places, and particularly o^ne to the chrillians at Rome, 
to acquaint them with his prefent Hate, and paflionate 
4efire not to be hi4».dered in the caufe of martyrdom, 
vrhich he ^yas now haftcning to accomplifli. At length 
ht arrived at O^Ha, at the mouth of Tyber, about 

l^xUea milots irpgi Rome, where the chriftiais in that 

city 
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<:Ity daily cxpcdling him, ^ame and rcctiyed him wit^j 
an equal rcfcntment of joy and forrow, being glad to 
fee fo good a man, but grieved to think ho^ foon> aa^ 
with how fevere a death he was to be taken fram the«i | 
and when foooe of them did but intimate that he tnigh^ 
cfcapc death, he exprcft a pious indignation, intreatiiig 
them not to do ^ny thipg tg hiuder hirti from hadeiung; 
to his crown. * 

Being «ojndu<5icd to Rome, and prefented to the Pne- 
ftft of the city, together with tjie Emperor's letters, 
all things were preparing for his martyrdom, and in th/c 
fnean time the brethren vifited him, whom he prayed 
with and for, and recomoieiided the ftate of the churcAi 
to the care and protcAion of our Wcfled Satiour, whoK^ 
he eamcftly foKcited tp flop the pcrfecution .that waa 
begun, and bkfs chriftians with a true love and .charity 
towards one another. And that his p^unifhraent nnght 
be iftore pompous and public, he was brought out in oruj 
of their fokmn feftivals to execution, and bein^ carrje^ 
Into the amphitheatre (where the peop'e were ufuaUy 
entertained with the bloody confli&s of fword-playe«, 
and the hunting and fighting o£ wild beafts^ accord- 
ing to hk oivn fervent defire, that he might ha/e np 
other grave but the bellies of wild beads, the lions 
•were let loofe txpon him, who roaring againft him, he 
tthdauntedly faid^ That now, as God's own corn, he 
ihoold btgroiHid bei^weea the teeth ol^^K^e v/ildbeaft, 

4a3 
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and become v^kite bread for kis Heavenly Mafter* 
The lions were not long in doing their work, but 
quickly difpatched him, leaving nothing but a few hard 
and folid bones. 

Thi« punifhmcBt was infli^cd by the Romans, only 
tipon capital^enders, which they reckoned the chrif- 
tians to be, who were fo often condemned to this ki&d 
of death, that if a iamine or earthqvake did but hap* 
pen, the common outcry was. Away with t&e chtifiians 
to the lion;. 

He fuffcrcd December 20, in the roth year of tUc 
veign of the Emperor Trajan, anno Chrillo loS. 

About th» time, while Trajanr was at Antioch, 
the Govemors of Bithynia and PalelUna, fending him 
aft account that tjhey were wearied- out in executing the 
laws again ft the Gselileans, and that they were an 
harmkfs and innocent people, and crouded in multitudes 
to execution, publicly owuing them£elves chriftians : 
The Emrperpr commanded t^t no enquiry fhpuld be 
made after them, but if any offered themfelves they (hoiild 
be put to death ; which we are told was occafioned by 
kis having an accoiuit how undauntedly Ignatius fuF- 
fercd that bitter death* And Almighty God feemed 
to vindicate bis innoccncy, by the dreadful and unidfual 

esrtbq^uake that happened about Autiocb foon after^ 

whereby 
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whereby tlioufands were deftroytd, and Trajan himfclf 
had he not cictfped out of a window, had undergone the 
fame fate. 

This excellent man Ignatius (faith St. Chryfoflom) 
gloried in his fufFcriugSy and called his chains hi< 
jewels and ornaments. He was raifed both above the 
love and fear of this prefs^tit world, and could as freely^ 
lay downr his life, a9 another man could put- o£f hts 
cloaths ; his foul was fltrongly iiifiame^l with a defir^. 
of martyrdom, and often wifhed in his journey to Rome 
that he might meet with the wild beafts which were 
prepared for him ; and told his eiremied he defired no- 
thing more than that they mig!>t fpeedily devour him; 
and 'i£ they were backwurd, as they had been to fome 
others, he would provoke arid force thctnr Let the fire^ 
fald he, and the crofs, the affaults of wild Jjeafts* the 
breaking of bones, Cutting of limbs, battering my 
whoie body In pieces, yea all the torments that the 
devil can invent, con»e upon me, fo I may but attain 
to be with Jesus Christ; profellinghe thought it much 
better to die for Christ, than to live and reign fole 
monarch of the world. And yet after all, the noble 
martyr looked upon himfelf to be one of the leaft of the 
faithful of the church of Antioch, and that though it 
was his utmoft ambition, yet he doubted whether he 
was worthy to fuffcr for the chrlilian religion.

IT may be probably coricliided from the great age of 
PoLTCARPus at the time of his death, that he 
^as born towards the latter end of Nero's reign, and 
it is fupjjofed, had his birrh in Smyrna, an eminent 
feily of Ionia, in the Lefler Afia. The Greeks

report^ that he wa» educated by a noble lady, calleif 
CaJliilQ, vv.lio out, oi. her piety and. chaiity, haylng^ 
txhaiiftcfl all her graHaries in nlievlng the poor, had 
them fndd<.nly filled again by Polycarpus*s prayers ;. 
of which ' one of their aiRhors relates the following 
circunifiuftccs : Calliflo beirtg warned in a dream^ 
■ent and redeemed Po-tv carpus (then but a cliild) oi 
fom« wlio fold him,, hronght him- home,v took, care o§ 
hii education, and finding him a yo\ith of pregi?ant 
purts^, as he, grew wp, matjc him ileward of htr houfe ;. 
wholjohariry. it feem*, he difpenfed with a very liberal 
l}andv iivfomiKh, thAt during her abfence, he bad? 
e:npi;ied all. her burns , and (lor^^houfes to the ufe of the 
poor t F\>r Which", being charged with his f«llow-fcr- 
Vciiity^afr; her returii^ fhc not knowing to what ufe. he 
Mad emjJoyed them, call'ed. fbr her keys, and commaad-^ 
cd hinii to refign up. his truffi; whipK was^ no fboner daae. 
But af her entiauce. (be found ail' places as full a» file fed- 
left tl^ein, wjiich bis prayers^ and interceflions to the 
Almi^rhtyhad again repleniihed. As indeed God may 
fometimes work a miracle^ rather than uharlty mall' 
fiitfcr Uwitsboinity* 

in Im; younger years, we are told he was inftra6led*, 
in the chviftian faitb^ by St. John ; and Euftbius fays,* 
he was familiarly converfant with the Apollles, and re- 
ceived the gcA^ermnent of the church of Smyrna, from 
Uhofo who had beeof eye-witneflcs and miniflers of our 

Lord ;& 
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L'o^RDj and that St. John comfftittc'd him to tlie Xvi- 
toragf and education of the young mao whon^i he took 
x\p i» his travels, who ran away and becan:ie a Captain 
of llighwaymen, and was afterwards Tt^luced and 
teclainae'd by thdt ApoHhi, There tiow kappeft- 
jcd a great c(>ntroverfy about the bhfervatiofi of 
Eafter, between the Eaftern aad Wcftern churches, 
scacb juilifying themfelvts by apollolical pra6llce aud 
iraiiuon. To prevent this from brenkih* out into 
a greater (I'ame^ Poly campus undertakes a journey 
•/fotn Smyrna to Rome, where he reclaimed many to 
•tbe church who h^d been infecled wilh errprs, efpeci^ 
ally the pernicious hereiies of MarciOn j who meeting 
h1ru one day in the rtreet accidetitaliy, a;id being of- 
iended that he diJ not falute liim, called out to him, 
PoL'WCAKPUs, own US; to whom the good man replied, 
'1 own thee to be the fiilt born of Satan. And indeed 
hie had fa*:h a mighty zeid, and abhorrcicy of pelHlent 
jrinei'ples, that whenever he heard any difconrfe of 
*hat nature, he was wont to flop hU ears, and cry out, 
-Cdod God! To what tirhcs haft thOu refet-ved me, 
' thcit I ihciliid hear fuch things'! And immediately left 
-the place. This zeal and carriagfc of his tbwaitia 
Marcion, we may fuppofe he learnt of 8t. John, of 
who he was wont to tell, that going into a bath at 
.Ephefus, and efpying Cerinthus, the arch-heretick 
«there, he prefently ftarted back, fayitig to his compa- 
wn^y Let us be go^ie, Icil the bath whertin there is 

Cerinthus, 
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Cerintlmsy the enemy of the trvith, fall o;i oi;r 
heads. 

About the feventh year of ^he leign of Marcus^ 
Antoninus, a bloody pcrfecution began 9gainft the 
^Indians : For th^ Emperor dcfigning an es^peditiot^ 
againft th^ MarcomanI, the terror of whom had fuf- ' 
(iciently awake^ed the Romans, the Priefts were funi« 
moned together, and began more folcmnly to celebrate 
their Pagan ceremonies ;^being told, no doubt, that 
^here was noi better way to j^tone and pacify the wratb 
of their Qods, than to be fevere upon the-chrilliana, 
who were looked upon a$ their open and implaca-, 
ble enemies. And now it was that Poly^ar^us, aften 
a long and diligent dijfcharge of his office, received hia 
crown ; Fv>r the perfecutitxa growing hot at Smjrrna^ 
and many have already feared thelc confefl^on, witl^ 
their blood, the general cry was, Away, with tbe^ 
impious, or the atheifts (as the ch]:illianS: were gene- 
rally accpurted), Let ?olycablpu5 be fought for. The, 
good man was not at all diflurhed at the news, but re- 
fohxd to endure the bruijit, till his friends knowing hia 

, fmgular ufefulnefs, and pur Saviour had allowed his 
difclplcs when they were perfecuted in. one city to fly. 
to another, prcvailtd vflth him to withdraw into a 

neighbouring vlllagif, where with a few companions 

be continued day and night in prayer. Three day, 

beforq his apprchenfion, falling at night into a trance, 
,,.. ..... .... ^^ 
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ke di earned tliat hU pillow was oa iire, and burnt tq 
afhcs ; vvhklj, when he awaked^ he told his fnendd 

as a prefage th:it he (hould he burnt alive for tiie caufc 

pf CllKlST. 

In the mean time, he was narrowly fearched for ; 
lipon notice wherecif, his friends perfuadcd him to retire 
to another village j| where he i^o ioooer C4nie, bat hii^ 
enemies fcized two yourhs whom they farced to a 
coufcifion, were by them conJu(5ieJ to Lis lodging iq 
the- evening, and heard he was in l*^d ia sn «p|K?r-r 
room ; and chough he might hare efcapcd into another 
houfe, yci he rtrfufed, (aying. The will of the Lodd be 
dQne : And coming do^vn^ faluted his perfccutors «'itli 
^ chtarful countenance, fo th;it they who did Dot know 
him before, wondered why {(^ grajc and fe&crablc a 
poor old man {hould he fo eagerly 2i anted after, lie 
being unconcerned, ordered a table tu Ijc fpread, and 
proviti onj; to be fet upon it, in«ntIog tiicm to eat, and 
deiiring that in the mean while he might have an hrtor 
lor prayer ; which being granted, he h^d fu(:h mighty 
afliftances of divine grace, that he or^ntiuucd praying 
near two hours together^ heartily recoauncnf^ling to. 
Coi> the ca(e of all his friend and acquaintance, 
whether great or little, honourable or ignoble, and the 
ftateof the church of Christ throughout the world ; 
^ that heard him beiug aflouiihed at it, and muck con • 

ccrned 
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concerned that fo holy and religious a rajn fliouLl he put 
^o death. 

His devotion being ended, he was fet upon an afs 
^nd condudled into the city. Upon the road they 
wei-e met by Herod and his father Nicttas, uha 
indeed were the chief occallon of his perfccution, anU 
had put the tumult into motion. Herod (as St. 
AuguHin fays) was in an of^ce at that time fome. 
what like oiir Juftices of the Peace ; they being to 
guard the provinces, to fecure the public peace withm 
their jurifditlions, to prevent and fupprefsj riots, rol^- 
beries, raplhe*, and to tranfaiit to the Emperor the 
eiwanaiuations they had taken of fueh matters. This 
man was a great enemy to Poly carp us, and taking 
him up into his chariot, he and hii father, by plau6blc 
ininnuitions, endeavoured to uodermine his coiidancy* 
aikiug him what harm their was in faying. My Lord^ 
l!ie Emperor, aad in facridcing, hy which means he 
might fave his life ? This was an ufual way of at- 
tempting the chriiliaus ; not that they made any fcru- 
pk to ackawiedg* the Emperor to be their Lord, they 
licing always ready to pay all due lubje^tion and re- 
verence to Priojces, but bccaufe they knew the Romaas 
-who flattered their Emperors with the names of deitied, 
Tjy that title ufually underftood Almighty God;' 
though as Turtullian fays, in any other notion of the 
-ffOf d they could freely call him Lord ; and yet even

Aciguftus Caefar himfclf modeftly forbad tlwit title to be 
stfcribed to him. 

PoLYCARPUS retprned no anfwef, till, being urged, 
he politivcly told them he would never comply to their 
defires; whereupon they turned their pretended kindnefs 
into fcom and reproaches, thrufting him out of the 
chariot with luch violence, that he was terribly, 
bruifcd with the fall ; whereat nothing, daunted, as if 
he had received no hurt, he chearfidly haftened to the. 
place '^i execution ; whither being come, a confufed' 
noife and tumult arofe, and it is related a voice came 
from heaven, heard by many. Saying, Poly carpus ; 
be drong, and quit thyfelf like a man* Immediately 
he was brought before the public tribunal, where a great 
Aiout v^'as made, all rejoicing that he was apprehended. 
The Proconful of Afia afked whether he was Poly- 
CARPUS ? Which being owned, he began to perfuade 
him to recant. Regard, faid he, thy great age, fwear 
hy the genius of Caefar» repent, and fay with us. Take 
away the impious^ Thefe being the ufual propofals to 
chriftians, who for refufmg to fwear by the Emperor'* 
genius were traduced as traytors and ienemies to the 
ftate J yet they openly profeifcd, that though they 
could not fwear by the fortune of the Emperor (their 
genii being accounted deities, which the chriftians 
kpew to be but daemons, and caft out at every 'turn) 
yet they fcrupled not to fwear by the Emperor's 

fafety. 
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fHfcty, A thing more f«*crcd than £.11 the genu in the 
v'i)rld. 

,,Thc holy maftyi* lookirfg upon the tiilmerous fpec- 
tutors with a fevere countenance, and looked up to 
heaven, (^ying (though quite in another fenfe than they 
intended) Take away the impious. Tile Proconfill 
ftill pei-fuadcfd him tofwear, and to blafpbem^ Christ^ 
with proraife to releafc liim, with which tcmptatiori 
they iifually alFaulted clVrilliand : But Polycarpus 
it'ith a noble fcorn replied, Threefcore and fix years 
have I ierved him, and he never did me any harm ; hov?" . 
then fhall I nO\.V !?lafphemc my King and my Saviour ? 
The Proct>nful {lill importuned him to f»vear by Csefai'n 
genius : To whom he aafwered, fince you are fo vainly 
ambitious that I fhould fwear by the Emperor's geniug 
as you call it, as if you knew not who I amj hear my 
eonfeffion, I am a chriftian ; if you have a mind to 
learn the chriftian religion, appoint me a timcj and. I 
will inilru6l you in it. The Proconful advifed him ttf 
perfuade the people : He anfvvercd. To you I rathet* 
cliuft to addrefs my difcourfe ; for we are commanded 
by the laws of ourrtligion to give to Princes, and iht 
powers ordained of God, all that due honour and re- 
ference that is not contrary to the precepts of religion* 
As for the multitude, I think them not compe-i 
tent judges, to whom I faall give an account of mf 
faith*

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Hie Proconfnl finding id3 hk perfuafio&s in vaiii, 
t>egan to threaten him ; I have Wild Beaib fit Hand 
faid be, to Which I will caft thee unlefs thou recant* Call 
Hor theniy cried the Martyr, for I am immutabfy refoWed 
mot to change the better for the worfe, accomiting it^ 
fit aftd comely only to turn from Vice to Virt«e, and 
not the contrary. Since thou makeft fo light of Wild 
Beafts (added the Proconful) I hare a Fire that wiH 
tame thee, unlefs thq^u recant. Thou threateneil me 
with Fire (fatd Polycarpus) that burns but for an 
Hour, and is prefently extinft ; but art ignorant, ala») 
Of the Fire of Eternal Damnation, and the Judgmcot 
to come, referved for the Wicked in the other WorhL 
But why dclayeft thou ? Bring forth whatever thou haft 
a mind to. The Proconfi4 w^s aftonifhed at his Con* 
ftancy, and commanded the Cryer to proclaim thdcc^ 
Polycarpus has profefTed himfelf a Chnftian ; whett* 
at the Multitude of Jews aqd Pagans cried out aloui 
' TKs is the great Do6kor of Asia, and the Teacher of 
tBe Chriilians : This is the Deftroyer of ow Gods, that 
teaches Men not to d^ Sacrifice, or worship the Deitiesf 
tndeameftly demai|dedhe might be eaten by ^e Uonsf 
whtdi he denying, they unanimoiiily required that he 
might be burnt alive>. This hdbag granted^ and <hf 
Tire prepared, in which the Jews were peculiarly a£livc, 
lie untied his Qirdle, lai4 stfide his Garments, 'and put 
4jit his Shoes. T^ OiRfieon l^nen came to nail him to 
l^e Sdfck^; W W iMircA tbqin to fofbear, afluHng

upon^jbe fled \o RoMfs, and bcooched mapy horrid Er^- 
xoni particularly, that there were two Gods, onc^

Abcnit 
the Year of our Lord i6o, the ChriftianB were fevercly 
nfed ; for though Antoninus Piw% Was a mild Princct 
and publi/hed no Edid^s againfl the Chnftians, yet they 
being g\?ncrally defamed as a wicked and barbarous Gc* 
ncration, they were perfecuted in all Places, by Virtue

JtJst-iM 
ivrit his Apology, pfcfenting it to the Emperor, to kit 
two Sons, and to the Senate, and by them to the whole 
People of RoMT, wherein with great Evidence of Rea- 
foB he defends the Chrilliahs frrtm the toitimon Objec- 
tions of their Enemies, proves the Divinity of theChrillf*- 
an Faith., and (hews ho\T unjuft and unreafonable it wai 
to proceed againft them without due -GohviAion . tind 
Form of Law ; acquaints them with the innocent Ritea 
and Ufuges of the Chriftian Church; and laftly, remmds 
tlic Emperor, that Adrian, his Predeceffor, com- 
fnanued that the Chriftians fhould not be needlefsly and 
unjuitly vexed, but their Caufc fhouUbe determined iri

v^cry hard that an innooeat .and TirtUQiu Ma? ch^tt'gc^ 
with no Crimcy fhould be adjudged to difp merely for

■lie had no fooHer faid, but he was, together, with 
the other, fcnteuccd to die. The Severity of thefe 
Proceedings, j^ wakened Justin's Care for the reft of 
hiiJ Brethren, whq immediately drew up arr Apology 
"for them, x^ith a true Relation of their Cafe, and coim^ 
plainft of the Injuftice ^nd Cruelty of fuch Pro-r 
cedurcs, to punifh Men merely fof the Name of 
'Ch'riftians, without accufihg them of any matcfid 
Criniesj and anfwcra dl'the ObjefHons ufualiy urged il* 
gaxnft'them. '

^r^ li li Ancients not having particularly fixed <he 
X Place of the Nativity of St; Iren;eus, he is ge- 
nerally fuppofcd to be born in Smyrna, or thereaboutt. 
In hib Youth he was educated in the Studies of Phtlofo* 
phj and Hunran Learning, whereby he was prepared 

to 
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to be afterwards an ufcful luftniinciit in tlie CLuiclt. 
He was Converted to Chriliiauity» £-uth St. JuiLaM^ by 
pAPiASy Biihop-of Heliopolis, wKu had liimfelf con. 
verftrd with the Apoltles and their Followers, aud was 
One .of St. John's Dtfciples : But he himfelf declares* 
that he rtceived the Scedf» of the trwe Apuftolick Doc- 
trine. from St. PoLYCA&puSy Biihop of Smyrna ; fur 
wfaoni he had fo great a. Reverence, that he took parti- 
cuIbt. Notice of whatever was remarkable in him, the 
"Uetpxirf iRrbereof he preferved to. his* dying Day. By 
whofe Hand he was CoQfcci*ated to the Miniilry of Re- 
ligion, is not known, nor upon what Occafion he came 
into France ; probably* he accompanied Polycarpus 
in his Jour qey to Rome, about the Controverfy con. 
ccmittg the Time of keeping Easter. Iren/sus we 
ar^ aflured came to Lyons, a famous City in FramcKi 
renowned among other Things, for its Temple and 
AltVi .ere^ed to the Honour of Aucustus C^sar, at 
th( common Charge of all France ; w4iere they held 
a -Yearly Solemnity from all Parts of the Country 
upon the firft of August ; and upon this Day it^-ag 
that moft of the Martyrs fuffered in the following Per- 
fccution. Thefe Fcftivals were commonly celebrated 
with great ContenHons for I^earning and Eloquence, 
aad widi Sports and Shows, and efpeciaUy with the 
bloody Conilidls of Sword-players, with barbarous. 
Ufages, and throwing Malefadlprs |o be devoured by- 
Wild Beails in the Amphitheatre ; wherein Eusebi^us.

Adverfaries, and the Severity of tUofe T'ori 
tures that were infliAed upon the Marty Wj beinflg; t>aw 
nifhcdfrom their Houfe«, and forbid' to appear in pubv 
Kc, reproached, beaten, puttied from' one Place to ami-^ 
ther, plundfir^d^ ftoned, iniprifuiied, aivl tr^ted with 
'5ifll Manner of Indigwtj\ 

Nor did' the Martyrs' write only to the AsiA!^ 
Ghurchcsj But likewifc to ElutHerius, Tkiihdp of 
RoMB, and fcut their Letter by iRBKiEOs, whbtli they* 
pierfuaded to undertake the Journey, and whqm they- 
particulariy recommended to him by very hono^rabli: 
'I'elGmony, defirii\g him tb receive^ him, not e»ly a^ 
Uieir ftrother' and' C^P^^i^^y but as a zealous^ Pi^-t 
fefferand t>eftndcf of dl^t Religion which Crtuisy 
Had ratified with hi& Blood.

Being ftti^ed by the Officers-, he was brought before 
the pubKc Tribunal, the Magiftirtocs of the City fol- 
Ibwing^ailefy and the Multitudes gMng fuch loud; 
Shouts snd Acclamations, as if our Bkffed'S'Aviouii 
fitinfelf had been leading to Execution. The Gover- 
nor demanded of liim, who the God of the Chriftians 
ivas ^ which he knowing to be a captious and enfnai'iiig' 
QiwIUon, returned for Anfwet, « Wcrr thou worthy,' 
tSioii fliould know : Tbt there is a Reverence due to the 
fHncipks of Religion, which obGges us not to caft 
ftarls befoire Swine; left- they trample them under their 
JWt.'

prudent and ikilful Pilot, fteered the Ship with wife[ 
Candu<El.and Courage; of which there was Need

Hcrefies within. The attempts of tlie one he et^dured 
with Mecknefs and Patience ;..but his Zeal s^gainft the 
other engaged him to oppofe them by Preaching aiid. 
Writing : For having given us an Account of Marcus

. laEM^us was a true LoYcr of God, ^nd pf tlie 
rSpuls of ]y[<?n, for procuring whofe ^appinefs he de- 
clined no Danger nor Diificukies, leaving his <?^a 
Coumxy to take fo tedious and troublefome a Jouniey:^ 
and juifesad. of the (mooth and polite Manners of the 
taflern Nation, to fix his Dwelling among a People 
of a wild and favage Temper, and whom l)c mull con- 
yert to Civility, before he gained them to. Religion? 
atid was fofced to learn the rugged and barbarous L?.n- 
jruage gf the Country, before he could do any good 
^ vpoa 
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upon them. All which he chearfully underwent, that 
he might be ferviceable to the gtcat Interefts of Men ; 
and afterwards fet himfelf with all Induftry to defend 
the Chriftian Religion agaitift all its Oppofersi Writing 
fevend excellent Books to that Piirpofe. And that his 
Writings might not be corrupted by fiitureAgcsi he added 
this, folemn and Religious Attcilation to one of them : 
♦ I adjure thee, whoever thou art, that (halt Traiifcribc 
this Book-, by our Lord Jesus Christ, and by his 
glorious Coming'^ wherein he fkall Judge both ihc. 
'Quick aiid the De^d> that thou compare wlkt thou 
Tranfcribeil it ; and that thou likewife Tranfcribe this 
Adjuration, and annex it to thy Copy.* And ^Irell it 
had been, if the Books of the ancient Writei^ of the 
^Church had been conveyed down to us more found and 
unpoUutod. I (h^ add no more, but only what Eu-SE* 
Bius ha^ thought worth taking Notice of; that> iA the 
Time oflREN/sus, miraculous Gifts and Powers were 
very common in the Church : For fo he -tells Us, that 
fome expelled and caft Devils out of fcversd Pcrfons 
who thereupon embraecd Chriilianity. Others had 
Vifions and Revelations, and foretold Things to come : 
Some fpoke all Manner of Lnnguages, and as Occafion 
was, difcovercd Mens Thoughts and fecret Purpofcs, 
and expounded the Myftcries and deep Things of Gob : 
Others miraculoufly healed the Sick, and by laying 
Hands upon them, rellort d their Health : And many 
raifcd the Dead, the Pcrfon fo ralfcd Jiving among them.

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The LIFE pf St. THEO PHIL CIS,. BiflxojL 
of Antioch^ who endeavoured to Convert hi» Fvkinid- 
A u TQL V c u s to tlic Chriiiian Faith, 




THOUGH we have very little Account frorn 
Antiquity concerning this venerable Perfoai, yet 
ic is manlfefl tliat he was liot the fame to whom St^ 
LvR£ Dedicates his Gofpel, tlierc being a great 
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Pittance of Time between tkem. It is not certain that 
he W518 born at Anmoch, but it is manifdl that Lia- 
Parents were Gentiles or Heathens, by whom he wat, 
educated in. the common Rite» of that Religion which 
then governed the World, They gave him all the- 
Accomplifhmcnts or a learned and liberal Education, 
and his Acutcncfs in his Studies, acciuaiuted him with 
the Writings of all the great Maftcrs of Learning mi^ 
Philofophy in the Heathen World; which bein^ ac- 
companied with a quick and pleafaut Wit (a^ appear* 
from his Difputcs with tHe Gentiles) rendered hun sr 
Man very, confiderable among than. The Ancients 
give ua very little Notice, when, or by whatMcaus lie*. 
W^s converted to Chrittianity, only from thq £)ifcouifr 
he left behind him^ we may gather, tha^t .being a Man . 
of ax^ inquidtive Temper, and Quellionlcfa of a very 
honefl Mind, he made a more free and impartial Search 
into the Nature and; State of Things, and found that 
the Religion in which he was engaged was altogether 
UiifatisfaAory : That the Stories of their Gods were 
Abfurd and Frivolousi and foine of tliem Projjiane ^nd 
Impious. That the Ceremonies of their Worfliip were 
Trifling and Ridiculous; he conii^ered the fevend Parts- • 
of the Creation, and that the excellent Providence 
which governed the World, wherein he t a lily difcerqi^d 
the plain Footftcps of a Wife and Omnipotent Bping^ 
Und that God had purpofely difpofed Things thus^ that 
bi« Graduate and Majetty miglit appear to all. He- 

^hcD 
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then fcemg to have betalccn himfcif to the Study of the 
Books tliat coritaiocd the Religion, of the Chriftiajis, 
rfpccially the Writinj^g of the Prophets, and to have 
conlidered tlu: In.portance .of the Rcvelacions, the 
Mean iHifs and Obfcurity oftben-Perfonsand Education^ 
their exaft Harmony and Agreement, and the certainty 
of their Prcdiflions, the Events bein j?^ alwajrs Anfwer- . 
able to tlieir Propliefies; and conclude?, that \^hoever 
would but ferioufly Contemplate thorn, would fooi^ come 
to the exaft Knowledge of the Truth. 

Indeed, the Belief of the RcflirreftiGn of the Body 
did fwmewhat obftmdl his full Compliance with the 
Chrilliati Doftrines as he himfelf Confefics, haviagj^ 
been brought up in the Schobls of Philofopby, where 
he bad been Taught that from a Privation of Life there 
can be no Return again to the PofTeffion of it ; neither 
probably conld he conceive hovr Mens Ibattercd Duft 
(henld be gathered up, and compofe again the fsune 
Bodies. And h is Manifefl that tliis Chriftian Princi- 
ple met -with more Oppofition ftx>ro the Wife and 
I*carncd than die otlier. When St. Paul preached to 
the Philofophers at Ath¥»?, \yhile he tojd them of 
Judgment to come, they made no Scruple of Entertaia- 
ing It, as being a Principle evident by natural Light ; 
but when he IJifcourfed to them of the future Refur- 
reAibn, they reje6led it witfi Contempt and Scorn; 
as- w read in 'Acts xvii^ 33. And when they Heard of 
' * the 
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tLc JRcfurrctftion of the Dearl, they moclved ; And 
eihcti that vcre more Sober urn] Gravf, took Time to 
'.cpnfidcr of it. Saying, wc will htar jthec ^gaio of tills 
.iNlattcr; Yea SYNtji.u.'?, a gruVe PhJJofoplKir, «Jtci* lie 
was Baptized iiito tlic Chriitian Religion, piihlicly 
declxjmi his Di-flcnt to tl^» Article of the Jlcfurrcfliwn 
a3 to the comnion Explication of it; tliough tiu^rc feemp 
t ^ be ao Rcafon, why any that own a Being of lufijiitc 
Power (hould doiit of the Tnitli thereof; it being 
equally eafy for Omnipoterice tc relU^re our fcattercd 
Dull, and con>bine them again iu the fame JMaf-i.-iu it 
was at :firil; to create them out p,f nothing. 

. But THEoPHi.Lr$.at kngth conquered this Obje^^on, 
Cncc tlie Refurrectioi) of the . Dead is fo Pontiyely de- 
darcd and aflerted iu the Ilcly Scriptures, and thus 
became a ChrilHafl, taking San Auary in tlic Chureh, 
\Ybick.((ts himftlf cxprefks II) God has Cet in the 
World like :an I-fland in Uic Mldii of the Sea,; into 
who^ fafe and convenient Harbours ihe Lovei-s of 
Truth mi^ht flip; and all thufe who tklire to be faved, 
mnd to cfcapf:,the Judgment and the Wrath to cospc; 
Jlejoicing that they bore the Name of a Chrillian, 
fi^ludii W3W fo dear to God, how much foever other-. 
wife defpifed.and fcorned by an Ignoi<rut and E\tI 

Ab«ut the Year 169, it is .rccofded he was made 

BiflM]^ 
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Billiop of Antioch; and being fixed in liis Cliarge, 
fet himfelf to promote the tniclnterell andllappinefiS of 
Men, endeavouring by all Mca^is to bring over otlierSy 
by Arguments and his good Example, to that Faith 
which he had entertniiied himfclf. -Among the reft, 
he endeavoured to Convert hiB great Friend Aotoly- 
CHUs; a Perfon of great Note, of whom he gives this 
Account: He waf? a Perfon Lea^pcd and Eloque&t, 
curious in all Arts and Sciences, and fo unwearied in 
thie Study of them, that he feemed to bury himifelf 
among Books, depriv'ing himfelf of his natural Reft, 
and fpending whole Nighti in I^ibraries, and in Con 
vcrfing with the Monuments of the Dead. But witjhi . 
an Heathen or Gentile, extreme Zealous for his Reli* 
gion, and unreafonably prejudiced againll Chriflianity^ 
which he counted the highefl: Folly and Madnefd, and 
charged it with all the common Calamities wbibh the 
Wit or MaUce of tluife Times had invented to ren- 
der it Odious^ and had often bitterly quarrelled with 
THfeopHiLus for Dcfcending and Vindicating the faitte. 

However, he was not difcouraged nor affrighted 
from Undertaking him, but treated him with aH the 
Freedom and Ingenuity that became a Friend and a 
Philofopher; telling him plainly, That the Ctufc why 
he did not Difcern and Embrace the Truth was in hitt}<' 
fclf; that his Wicked nefs and Impieties had depra^ve<i 
l^is' MincV ^^^ darkened his Underilandin J ; and that

6od- would not Difeovo* himfelf but to prepared Minds 
and fuch who hj Innocency and a Divine Life were 
bccoMe fit and difpofed to Receive and Entertain him/ 
Then he explained to him the Nature of God» and 
gave him an Account of the Creation of the World ac- 
cording to the Chriftian Do£^rine; Difprovet and De- 
ridep the ridicttleus Ddtie<8 of the Heathens, aud An- 
iwer? all thofe black Imputations which were ufually laid 
upon the Chriftiaas; and becaufe Hutolycvs had 
mainly iafifted upon the Novelty of the Chrifiian Doc- 
trine, he (hews at large, that it was more Ancient by 
smmy A|^ea than die Heathen Religion could pretend 
to; prefflng him at every turn to comply with fo excel<- 
lent a Religion; andafiiiring him, that the People who 
^po^efled the fam«, were 2a hx hocct being fuch as he 
teprefeated them, that they were Mbdeft, Sober, Tem- 
perate aivd Challe; that they baniflied Injuftice,. and 
were Enemies to all Vice and Wickedncfa; that diey 
loved Rfghteottfaefs, lived under the Law of God, and 
ackdowlodged him, loved hfm, were influenced by his 
Crace, direaed by his Sacred Word, Uaght by Wif- 
dom, rewarded by a Life Immortal, and approved by 
God himfelf. We do not find* what the Succefs of thig 
Difcourfe was; but it was obfervcd, that after this 
Conference he was a little more favourable to the Caufe, 
and not fo difpleafed as formerly with his Friend 
Theophilus, but defired a farther Account of his 
Rdigion. And certainly, if Wiidam and JE^uence,

if Strength of Rtafoiiy and a prudent managing bf the 
Controverfy were ^le to do it, he could not well 
fail of reclaiming the Man from his Error and 
Idolatry* 

Nor was he more folicitidus to gain others to the 
Faith than he was t6 preferve thofe who already had 
embraced it from being infe6ied and depraved with 
Error. For notwithftanding the Care atid Vigilance 
of the pious Men of tliofe Days ; yet {as Euse&ius 
'obfenrcs) envious Men crept in, and fowed Tares a- 
mong the fincere Apoftotick Doftiine So tha( the 
Paftors of the Church were obliged to fet thcmfeives 
to drive away thefe Wild Beafts from G heist's Sheep- 
iold, both by Warning and Exhorting the Brtthreot 
and by peHboally Difputing with the Hereticks .them* 
felvesy and Refuting their Opinions, both hf Confer* 
eace and Books. Among whom, he tell itir, that 
Theophilus wrote particularly againil MarciONi who 
afttrtcd two Deities^ and that. the Soid only, as being 
the Divine and better Part, and not the Body, was 
capable of the Happinefs of the other World, which 
was only to be bellowed upon his Followers; with many 
•Impious and F<x^^ Opinions. 

Theophilus died about the Year 190, in the third 
Year of the Rvign of the Emperor Com modus, from 
the Calmnefa and Tranquility of whofc government, 

as 
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as to any Perfecution againft the Chnftiansy we may 
probably Gucfa his Beath to have been Quiet and 
Peaceable. 



The L I FE of St. M E L I T O, Biihop of Sardis, 
who prefentcd an Apology for the Chriftians to the 
Roman Emperoc 




ST. Melito was born in Asia, and probably at 
Sardis, the Metropolis of Lydia, a great aD4 
^4Cicnt City of the Seat of the Lydian Kings. It v\fsk$ 
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one of the Seven Churches to which St. Johw wrote 
Spidles, wherein he takes Notice of fome that dur& 
not own and ftand up for God and Religion in the great 
Degeneracy that was upon it. He was a Man of ad- 
mirable Parts, Aoute, Eloquent, and Ixanxed; -efpc« 
cially in the Chriftian Do^rine, and a very excellent 
Guide of Souls, whofe Benefit he endeavoured to ad- 
vance both by Word and Writing; which that he 
might attend with lefs Care and Di(lra£lion, he chofe a 
fii^k Life» and was exemplary for Chaftity, Sobnety» 
Sdi-denial and Contempt of the WoiM; and is lliled 
by one of the Ancients an Eunuch, according to our 
Saviour's Explication^ one of thofe, who make them-* 
felves Eunuchs for the Kingdom of Heaven's iake ; 
-who for the Service of Religion, and the Hopes of • 
be^er Life, arc content to deny themfclve* the- Com- 
forts of a Married fitate, and to renounce even t]^ 
lawful Fleafures of this World. 

Abou^the Year i7o» and the tenth of the Re%n of 
M. Antomimus (his Brother Lucius Verus 4ying 
thp Year before of an Apopl?xy in his Chariot) the 
Pcrfecution grew high againft the ChriiHans, greedy 
and malicious Men. taking Occafion from the. imperial 
Edicts lately publiihed, to opdrefs and fpoil Innocent 
Chriftians by all Manner of Cruelty and Rapine. Where- 
upon St. Melxto, prefentcd an Humble Apology and 
Supplication to the Emperor on their Behalf, whereia 
^W thus Addreflb himj « If thcfc Things, Sir, are 
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idbne by yonr Order, let tbem be Thought w«ll don:^ 
hr a Righteous Prince wiU jiot at any Time. Coob- 
ttaii4 wbat is unjuii, and we ihall not Think it hard t^ 
Aiffer fuch a Death. This only we beg, I'hat yourfetf 
'Vroidd be pleafed to examine the Cafe of thefc ^accufed 
f eHbn9» and then ImpaitiaHy determine, whether they 
defimre Fimiihment and Death, or Safety and Protcch 
^on. But if that new £did and Decree, which oQ^ft 
not to have been iflued out againft the moil barbarous 
£n.emie«wae publifticd without your Knowledge and 
Conlcat, we humbly Pray, with the greateft Importat. 
^ity, that you would n©t fuffer us any longer to be ex- 
!pof<^d to this public Rapine.' 

He then put the Emperor in Mind how much tln^ 
Empire had profpered fince the Rife of Cbrillianily^ 
and that none but the worft of his PredtccfTors had en- 
tertained an implacable Spite again ft: the ChriftiaiiSp 
• This new Scdl of Philofophy (fays he) which ive 
jypofefs, flouriflied heretofore among the Barbarians, 
(by which probably he meant the Jews.)* « Afterwards 
imder the Reign of Augustus your PredeccfTor, it 
^^Mre^ itfelf oner the Provinces of your Empire, fmcc 
which the Mdjefty and Greatnefs thereof hath mighlilj 
jn^neafedy whereof you are the wifhed for licir and 
^uc^dlbr^ aijid together with your Son, fhall fo continue^ 
, Specially while you Protect that Religion whicli began 
^th Augustus, and grew up togetlicr with the Em- 

pir^i 
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pirr, and for which, and other Rites of Wor&ip, yow 
PredeceiTors had fome kind of Reverence and Regard | 
•nd that it was bom for the Public good ia Manifeft^ 
in that no confiderable Mifchief has happened ftnce tfat 
Reign of Augustus, btrt: on the oontrary, all Things 
have fallen out Glorious and SuccefsftrL None but 
Nero and Do m in an, inftigated by cruel and wicked 
Menv have attempted to Reproach and Calumniate oor 
Religion, which the injudicio»is Vulgar greedily enters 
tain without due Examination. But your Parents, oJT 
Happy Memory, difcoiintcnanced this Igftbraitee an4 
Injuftic?e, rqproving by frequent Edifts thoCe wiia made 
any new Attempts in this Matttrr; among whom^ wa^ 
your Grandfather Adriait, and your Father,^ Y^^o*, 
wrote letters to all the Cities of Grezce, that they 
ffxoutd not create any new Diflurbance about thfs Af*-. 
fair* And for yourfelf, who have the fame Opinion^ 
of us which they had» and a great desd better, 
as being more a Philofophcr, we Promife our- 
fclves that you will Grant all our Petitions and Re- 
quefts.* 

This Petition, was managed with great . Prudence 
«nd ingenious Freedom, and being attended with other 
Apologies, about the fame Time, did not a little 
Contribute to the general Quiet and Profperity of the 
Chriftianet 

8t, 
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St. Melito had a Brother named Oxesimus, who 
^meftly defirtd him to Remark (vch Paffages of the 
Old Tedament as principally tended to the Con/irma- 
.tioo of the Chriftlan Rellgiooj and to let him know how- 
many of ihoie Books were admitted into the holy 
Canon ; wherein^ both to fatisfy his Brother and liirn^ 
Itif, he took, a Journey on purpofe into the Eaft, pro- 
Kably to Jeeusalem, where, having informed himXcl^ 
he gave his Brother an Account of it at his Return. 
Thii Letter being (hort, and containing fo authentic 
an Evidence what Books of the Old Teftament were re- 
ceived by the ancient Church* was as follows^ 

* MEi.iTotohis Brother Onesimits, greeting. For- 
-afinuchf as out of your great Love to, and DeUght in 
the Holy Scriptures, you have oft defired me to collet^ 
fuch FafTages out of the Law and the Prophets as relate 
to our Saviour, and the fcvcral P^ts of our Chridiao 
Faith, and to be certainly informed of the Books of the 
Old Teftament) how many in Number, and in what 
Order they were Written. I have endeavoured to com- 
ply jiirith your Deiire in this Aiiair; for I know your 
Zeal and Care concerning the Faith, and how muchjou 
4iefiFC to be inflructcd in Matters of Religion, and cfpe- 
cially out of your Love to God, how infinitely you pre- 
fer thefe above all other Things, and are Solicitous 
about your Eternal Salvation. In Order thereunto, I 
iiavc travelled into the Eall, and bging arrived at the 
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Place where thefe Things were done and publi(he<^ 
mnd having accurately informed layfclf of the Booln 
of the Old Teftament; I have fent yoli the fol- 
lowing Account. The five Books of Mofes^ Gfenefii^ 
Exodus, Leviticus, Numbers, DcKiteronomyt Jcfuft or 
Jofhua the Son of Nun, Judges, Ruth» the two Boolite 
of Kings, two Books of ClironicleSt the Pfafafis of I>ai» 
vtd^ the Proverbs of Solomon, which ia Wifdom, Ecdti-^ 
fi;i({lics, the Songs of Solomon, Job, the Prophets, Ifaiah» 
Jeremiah, the twelve minor Prophets, in one Bookp Da- 
rnel, Ezckiel, Efdras or Ezra ; out of all which I have 
digefted into fix Books. In thi» Catalogue the Sktok of 
Eflher is left out, as it is likewife by AxHANtsiuSy mnd 
other ancient Fathers of the Ghiuxh, becaufe it was not 
in thofe Times looked upon as of fuch undotibted Air* 
thority and Credit as the reft, and the fpirituona Addi^ 
tions at the End of Jt, cauiing the whole Book to be 
queftioned^ nor is Nehemiah mentioned, being pmbelil^r 
compi-ehended Under that of Efdras. 

At lenth^ this good Man after Variety of Laboiu^ 
and Parts, beifig Weary of the Troubles of thia Woild^ 
retreated to Eternal Reft. The Time and Manner of 
his Death is unknown, pnly w^ Hi^d au Account of hie 
being buried at Sardis.

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A NTIQUITY beir^ filent as well concerning the 

-t*^ Country and Kindred of this excellent Perfoii 

•at oth«r8» It has occafioned various Conjedlures about 

lu»: Original. Some fuppofe him to be horn of Jewiih 

;Pa;«BU, of Rank and Quality. Others arc o£ OpinioA 
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he was bom in Sicily, the Inhabitants of that Ifland 
beirtg generally Grcek 8, where many ancient Jniilofo- 
phers were born and redded; and fome believe that he 
was defcended of Sicilian Parents^ and born at Alex- 
andria; in which he had his Education, being fe*- 
foned in his younger Years with all Learned and Philo- 
fophical Studies ; that being the Place where there were 
all Arts and Sciences, and Public Schodsr which were 
much advantaged by that noble Library placed there 
by Ptolomt Philadelphus, and fo much cckbntted 
by the Ancientfc . * 

Among all x^t Se^s of Philofophy^ he inclined to 
that of the Stoicks, with whofc Notions and Rules of 
Life he was moil taken; which was not ftrange, - iince 
St* JcRoM fays,, that their Opinions in . many Thinga 
approached neareil to j^he Do6lrines of Chriftianity; 
cfpecially to. the moral and pradiical Part of their Prin- 
ciples; * They afTejrting, That nothing' was goodibut. 
what was JuH and Pious ; nothing Evil but what was 
Vicious and Difhoneft; that a bad Man could pt^Hk be 
Hs^py, nor a good Man Miferable# who wa» always 
Free, Generous, and dear to Heaven ; that the Ddty 
was Perpetually concerned for Human AfFsirs ; and that 
there was a Wife and Powerful Providence, which par- 
ticularly governed the Affairs of Mankind, and was 
itaAj to aiTiil Men in all lawful and Virtuous Underta- 
kings ; that therefore this God was above all Things to 

be 
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be admired, adored, and worfhipped to, prayed to, ac- 
knowltrdged, obeyed, and praifed; and that it is the 
moft comely and reafonable Thing in the World, that 
we fhould fubmit to his Will, and chearfully Embrace 
with all our Souls, all the Determination of his Provi*- 
dence; that we ought not to Think it enough to be 
Happy alone, but that it is 'our Duty to love Mankind 
from the very Heart, and to Relieve, Help, Advife* 
and AlBil them, and Contribute what in in our Power 
to their Welfare and Safety, even throughout our whole 
Lives; without any Deligns of Applaufe, or Advantage 
to ourfelves; that nothing fhould be fo dear to a Man 
as Honefty and Virtue; apd that this is the firft Thing 
which we fhould look at, whether the Tiling we are 
going about be good or bad, and that which a good or 
wicked Man fheruld be employed abou^ ; and if Excel- 
lent and Virtuous, that no Lofs or Damage, Torment, 
or Death itfelf fhould deter him from it.* Thcfe with 
a great many more we may find in the Writings of' 
S£NECA, and other Philofophers ; and therefore it was 
no Wonder that Pantenus was in Love with fuch 
generous and manly Principles, which claim fo near a 
Kindred with the main Rules of Life prcfcribed in the 
Chriilian Faith. 

We do not find by whom he was firft inftrudled in 
^he Principles of Chriftianity, though fome Authors 
tells us, that he was Scholar tq tho(e nrho had fees the 
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ApofUe8» but wfaoerer hit Tutors were^ be BUMk fuoli 
Yaft ProficicDcict in Ltcaniiiig^ that hit finguhur £mi^ 
Btncy recommended him to be Nfafter of the Catechctick 
School at AL£XANDaiA. For there were not onlf 
Academies and Schods of Humane Ltteratore, bnt as 
Scdefiaftical School for training up Perfoot in Dinac 
Knowledge^- and the firft Prindplet of ChriflidUiity» and 
thita (jbya Evseeius) was a ytrj ancient Cuftdm froU 
the very Times of St. Miian» the firft Planter thereof 
in that Place, which was managed by Men fiimoiia fiat 
£loc[uence and the Study of Divine Things. In thk 
Pli^ce he fucceeded about the Beginning of the Reigt 
of the Emperor Commo]>vs» when Julian cot^ered u|ka 
the See of ALEzanDaiA. And wheiteat othert befoic 
bim had difcharged the Place in a more private Way^ 
be made the &hooi more open and public, freely 
Teaching all that addre&d themfehres to hinK in thtt 
Employment he continued without Intemiffion ikm 
whole Time of Julia^i^ till under his Succe(!br he waa 
diipatched upon a long and dangerous Jofmney om tha 
following Occaiionii 

A>E)CANXMiiA (as the Orat^t fays) waa one of th* 
moft populous and frequented Cities xt the World, 
whither there was a conftant Refort, not only of Neigh« 
during Nations, but of the moft remote Aid dSUnt 
Countries, Ethiopians, Arabians, Bactriah^ 
&CYTKIA1V8; PsKSUHS; luid cveft XkdimS tbemfeWea. 
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It ;]UippeiKd that fome Inbian Ambaffadorr, whether 
fciit for this particular Puipofe i« not ceitain, iotrcmtcA 
|>EM£TaiV8 thea Bi(hop<tf Alfxandria to lend font 
nrorthy and 4ekcel}ent Perfona among them to Prtack 
the Chriftian Faith in thofc Countries. And PAvra*- 
« i>g baing a Perfoa duly qualified bolb wkh Huanst 
md Divine I/eariring, Demetrius pcrfuadea him t* 
midertake the Em&aify ; and though he waa fcnlibk ht 
muft Forfala a Country, wlicre he was gen^iJIy he- 
Idfcdy and honoured of all widi a juil Efteem and Re** 
«erenoe» td venture upon a Journey, where he muft 
meet with the greateft Dangers, Hardiliips, and Oppa* 
.fiiiofiS) yet he eafily CKeix^ame all thefe Difficulties hf 
the eamefl Defire he had to propagate the Chriftla«r 
Rdigion, even to the rexnotefk Comers of the World. 
For at this Time, as Eusebivs Writes, there were 
■lairf GoTpel Preachers who in Imitation of the Holjr 
Zeal of the ApofUes, '^iUin^y travelled up abd dowa 
the World for enlarging the Bounds of Chrift's King* 
jiom, and building People up in the moH Holy Fattli. 
Some fuppofe it was not the East-Indixs that he waft 
difpstched to, but African India, bordering upon 
iETHioPiA : Thefe Indians being a Cokay or Flan- 
tatiion derived at firft from the Eaft; for as Eussaixra 
tialatesy the ^Ethiopians in the moi'e early Ages aba»* 
donifig the Couutrjr about the River iNDVSa &te doArm 
EOVPT, 
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Being amTcd is India, he was very Diligent im ' 
PhfTting the Chriftian Religion in. thefe PartSt con- 
lerfing efpecially with the Brachmans, the Sages and. 
Hiilofopberfr of. thofe Countries, whofe' Fritociples and 
Ways of Life (eemed more . inunediately to di^tofe 
iBenk ibr the Entertainment of the Chriftian Reli-*^ 
gion. .They committed their Children ..to Nuries aa 
ibon as they were Born^ and afterwards to Guardi«» 
ans according to their di^Terent Ages„ who inftru&ed 
them in Principles according to their Capacities; they 
were educate with all Kind of fevere Difcipline ; not 
permitted to Speak» Spit or Cough, while their Ma- 
kers were teaching them, and conjtinued thus till they 
were thirty-feven Years Old, They kept a very ftriA 
Diet, eating no Fleih, nor drinking any Wine or 
firoag Drink, feeding only upon wild Acorns, and 
other Fruits and Roots provided hy Nature ; quenching 
^ir Thirft at the next Spring or River, and being aa 
• abftemious in all other lawful Pleafures and Delights. 
They abhorred Images, but fincerely worfliipped and 
prayed to Almighty God, and inftead of turning to 
the Eaft or Sun-rifing, according to the. Cuftom of 
thofe Eaftcrn Nations, they devoutly lifted up their. . 
Fyes to Heaven, and when they came to their Dcvo* 
lions took a peculiar Care not to be defiled with any . 
Vice or Wickednefs, (pending great Part both of Night 
and Day in Hymns and Prayers to Grod, They reckoa* 
cd themfelves the mod vidorious and free People^ 

hardening 
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itaidcniii^ their Bodies againft Labour, and fubduing 
all irregular Paffions and Defires ia dieir Minds. . They 
defpifed Gold and .Silver, as aekher ufeful .to bxisff 
iihxk Hunger, quench their Third, heal their Wouadi^ 
nemove their Diilempers, nor ferving for any neoeflarjr 
Ends of Nature^ but only to xninifler lo Luxury and 
Vke, and occasion Trouble to the Mind. They ac- 
counted Dane of the little Accidents of this Woddto 
be either Good or Evil^ Had frequent Diibourte 
about Death, as that which would bring theiBiL 
into a much happier Condition, and reckoned the 
prefent Time only, as a State o£ Preparation for a bet- 
ttr Life. 

What Succefs he had in thofe Parts we have no Ac- 
coimt of ; though we may coHokde that his Preachliag 
to Perfons whofe Courfe of Life fo qualified themta 
receive Chriftianity, and where it had been heretofore 
•|>lantedby St. Bartholomew the Apoftle, mud be very 
«ffe^ual $ an Evidence whereof is, that he found tliere 
.St. Matthew's Gofpel written in Hebrew, left there 
jyySt. Bartholomew, and which Pant en u« brought 
hs^k with him to Alexakdria (as St. Jerow 
tells us) and there no Doubt laid up as an inef- 
itmable Treafuie. And as Pantsnus fucoeeded 
itt the Labours of St. Bartholomew, fo another af« 
lerwards fucceeded him, of whom we find the foUoY^ing 
•JS.^latioa.

JEDEStirs and FRtmE^KTiu^y tm> Youths bom at 
T[VtE, accompanied MKRo»iud the Philofopher into 
iNDfAf where being taLen by the Natifct, they were 
^refeirted to the King of the Country, w1m> being 
.pk^afed with their Perfens and Parts, he made one of 
them his Butler, the other Keeper of his Records or 
hi4 Treafurer, committing the Go^temment of hu 
Houfe to his Care. For their great Diligence snd 
fakhfolnefsy the King at hit Death gave them thek 
JLiberty* who thereupon defigned to conte back to 
their own -Country, but were prevafled with by the 
Queen 'to ftay, :«9nd manage their A&irs during Htfi 
Minority of her Son j which they were prevaQed |ip«fi 
to 6oi the Weight of the Government lying upon^pRU* 
MXNtTvs> who with the aiTiftance of fomc Chriftian 
■Merchants that traded thither, built a Chapel or Oia^ 
tory, where they met to Worfliip God according to the 
Hides of Chriftianity, and inftruct^d feveral Natiwst 
*Who joined thenifelves to their Aflemblies. When th^ 
young King came to Age, Frumentius rcfignedhi* 
Truft, and begged leave to return, which having with 
(brae difficulty obtained, they presently departed. -iBiiE- 
tiusgoing forTrRE, and Frumentius to Aleicai** 
Uria, where he gave Athanasius then 13 1 (hop of that 
Piace, an Account ©f the whole Matter and of the 
*^Hope8 of the Converfron of the Indians to the Fakh 
of Christ; in treating him and (bme otlier Miniftcct 
there Frcfi^nt^ not to ucgle6i fo promifing an Opporto^ 

xtttf 
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city for their Salvation; who upon Confultatioi^ per* 
fuaded Frumentius to accept the Office, and being 
made Bifhop, he returned to India to propagate the 
Chriftian Religion , ereded many- Churches, and it is 
laid wrought fcveral Miracles, healing botii the Soula 
and Bodies of many at the fame Time. 

PuiTsrus hang returned to ALixANDMiy went on 
with his Office of Catechifing till hit Death, which 
happened in the Reign of Caracalla, about the Year 
a 1 1. Though the exa^ Date and Manner of his Deatk 
be loft. His Memory is preferved in &ic Romax Ca" 
lender on the 6th of July.. 
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The LIFE of TERtULLIAK, Prcibytcr of 
Ca&thaqe, who died in his Bed. 




QUINTUS S. F. TERTULLIANUS >va8 born 
at Carthage, the Metropolis of AFRICA^ 
which for its Antiquity and Power, contended feme 
Ages for Superiority even' with Rome itfelf. Hia 
FaU^Lcr was a Centurion under the Proconful of Africa* 

and 
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and a GeQtHey Edacatingliis Son in the fame Religion^ 
and in all the Accomplifhmcnts which the Learning 
cither of the Greeks or Romans could furnifti bim 
with an4 feems to have intimately convcrfcd with Poets, 
liiftorians, and Orators; and had Knowledgt; likewi|e 
of Phikfo.phy, the Mathematicks, and the RoMAjf 
Laws. Some fuppofe that before he came over to tl^c 
Chriftian Religion, he was an Advocate and pleaded 
Caufes, That he was iparried is Evident, though it if 
ijncsitaia whether he entered into that State before oy \ 
s^terhis Coqverfion, However, pwrfuant to the Sever 
rity of his Principles, he lived w^th his Wife a great 
Part of his Life in a State of Continency, coiiverfing 
with her as his Sifter, and much exhorting her to perpe^ - 
tual Chaftity, and the Stridinefs of a finglc Ufe^ upoo 
-which he wrote t>vo Books to her* 

Hi« Converfiqn may be judged to have happened^ 
about the Beginning of the Reign of the Emperor Se--. 
TERUS : For being of an inquifitive Temper, he ha4 
o|)ferved what powerful Efficacy the CJiriftian Doftrine- 
had oyer the Spirits and Lives of Men ; the great Anti^ 
quity of it, and the Truth of the Predi Aions recorded 
in the Books of the Chriftians, the frequent Teftimonie^ 
that the Heathen Dipitie* themfelves gave thereof; witfe 
the extraordinary Confeffipps of their Daemons, who 
Witre compelled to abandon the Perfons they had pofc 
{eETed at the Cpmrnaad pf a Chrii^an: All which we 

may 
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may probably fuppofe to have been the principal Motiveir 
of his Converfion. 

Setbrus the Emperor being gone to n\ake War 
a^ainft the Parthians, the Governors of Provinces 
and the Magiftrates of Rome began to be very Gruel 
toward the Chriftians, whom they looked upon as 
"wkked Perfons ^nd Traitors to the Empire. Among 
whom none was more Violent than Plantianus^ a 
great Favourite of the Emperor's, whofe Daughter was 
married to Antonius the Emperor's eldeft Son, and 
whom Severvs at his going into the Eaft had made 
Prcfca of Rome, who maffacred a Multitude both of 
the Nobility and th^ Common People, among whom 
to be fure the Chriftians had the great;eft Share, and 
■was fo notorious Bloojiy* that Se^verus at his Return 
was obliged to make ah Apology for himfelf, and De- 
clare he had no Han4 in thofe Barbarities ; for as Ter- 
rvLLiAN relates, he was very Favourable to the Chri- 
ifians in the Beginning of his Reign; who having been 
cured by one Procueus, a Chriftian, of a very dan- 
gerous Diftemperf ^who anointed hirt with Oil, he kept 
Wm at Court ever after. Furthermore, when he was 
informed, that feveral Men and Women of the Sena- 
tori an Order were Chriftians, he was fo far from per- 
fccuting them upon that Account, that he gave them 
^B hpiioiirable Teftimony, and reftrained ^hc Governors 
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4ind People whom he found engaged in fo hot aad feveic 
a Pcrfccution againll thcxn* 

The barbarous and cruel Ufage the Chriftians gen% 
rally met with, Qccalioned Tejltullian to write aa 
Apology in Vindication of them, which he dedicat,e^ 
to the Magiftrates pf the Roman E npire, and efpecially 
to the Senate of Rome; wherein witli admirable Learn- 
ing, Evidence and Strength of Reafon he pleads their. 
Cattfe,' compliiint of the Impiety and Injudice of their 
Enemies, and particularly the Vanity and Falfhood 4rf 
the Crimes commonly charged upon them* AfTertiug, 
their Meeknefs and Innoccncy, their Temperance and 
Sobriety, their Piety to God, and Obedience to thcir^ 
Prince, the Reafonablenefs of their Principles, and th© 
Holinefs of their Lives beyond all juft Exception. That 
they never intended to make any Infurredlions or Re- 
bellions, either again ft the Empiie or the Emperor of 
Rome ; fince the Manner of the Chriftians was to prajr 
for the profperous Eftate of their Govcnimcnts, And 
whereas they were falfly accufed to be Enemies to Man- 
kind; how can that be true, fays he, when it is the 
proper Office and Pr^ftlce of Chriftians to Pray for afl 
Men, to love their Enemies, never requiting Evil for 
Evil: whereas afl Men elfe do Profcfs only to loi« . 
their Friends, and fcarcely them, ^nd as touchiajj 
that horrible Slander of Murdering Infants,- how csuik 
tbat poflibly be Tnie, lince the Cuftom of the Chrifti* 
^qs 18 to abft'ain from all Blood and Things Uranglcd | 
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fo tliat It 19 not Lawful for them when they feed at 
their Tables to meddle with the Blood of any Bcafts, 
And as for filthy and unlawful Copulations iv^ their 
AfTembliesy no Men in the World are rporc fre? tbaa 
they froin any foch Impieties, who ha»c always hecii 
the greateft Obfervers of Chaftity ; and ihofe that can, 
do chufe to Live in perpetual Virginity all their JLivc^j 
and others that cannot, contradl lawful Matrimony for 
aToiding Fornication and Whoredom. Neither can it. 
he proved that the Chrillians Worfhip the Sun, vhiv'in 
fclfe Surmife, faith he, arifeth only from tliis, hf^caafe 
we Ufc to pray toward the Eaft, Much Icfs are there. 
any of tlicra fo Mad as to WoHhip an Afs^e Head, the 
Occafion of which Scandal came hxajt the Jews Wor- 
ihipping the Jaw-bone of an Afs," from the Story ii£ 
SAi*fpsoN, which therefore was fulfdy and wrpngfuKy 
charged upon the Chri (liana. 

Hg likcwife clears the Chriftians from all the -other. 
Lies a,nd Slanders raifed by the Heathens agaiirft them 
and proves with the greatell Evidence, that they were 
not petfecutcd for any Crimes or Deferts of jtlicirs, but 
merely out of Hatred to their Name and Profeflioo. 
He pemonftrates alfo, that by all the grieyGUs Perfecu» 
tions which the Chrlftians had fulFered, yet their Num- 
ber was not at all dimlnifhed, but rather much incncafcd 
thereby. The more, faith he, we are are Mown <]o\y/i 
by you, the Jtifter we Spring up again. TI|c Blopd of 

the 
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tbjc CfanSians, prov^ the Seed of the (n>i«^li; for 
<R^at Mafi belioldiag the painfial TormcnU, and ikc 
pcrfe^i Patience of the Cknftiaas under them, ^Ul not 
•Search and finquire into the Caiife thereof? And whca 
be hath found it, will not aiTeut and agree tliertto? 
Aftd wheu he agrees to it, will not be willing> and 
ddfiroua to Suffer for jthc fame? So that this ProfclHoa 
can aever be extirpated, fince the more it is fuppiefCbd, 
it lacreafes ftill the more« For every Man f^fcing and 
woibdenng at the Sufferings of innocent Chriftauas; i$ 
moved to enquire into the Principles whereby they efidui« 
fo undauntedly fuch Inhuman Tortures ; and finding It 
is -only for ibe fake of tJielr Religion^ is convinced that 
there is fomething very Ej&celknl; in it that fo woiwler- 
fully Supports their Spirits, and thereupon he Embraces 
fo Adjnirable a Faith and Dodtriue* 

This Apology doubtlefs contributed toward coolinf 
the prefent Heat and Rage of JPcrfccutioa, efpeciJly 
at Severus's Return. And indeed, by the whole iie« 
cacs of this Difcourfe it ^oes not appear that the £m« 
peror Jbad given any particular Countenance to tlieJfc 
^verities, Terti/llian on the contrary flyliog ham, 
« The moll conftant l^ritice,* After this, Scapvi-a, 
the Preiliknt *ad Proconfiil of Africa, treating the 
Chriftlans with the like Barbarity that Plautianvs 
kad done at Rome, he in an carnell aiid pathetlcal 
fiifcparfe rqprefeBtf to him tU Piety arid Simplicity of 
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tlie Chriiliansy and their hearty Wifhes and Prayers for 
the Profptrity of the Empire, and gives particular In* 
ftancea of fonie late Divine Judgments which had fallen 
lipon it, and might feem to have been infli6led In Re- 
venge of the Innocent Blood that had been Ihed: Rc- 
xuinding him of the Indulgence and Clemency of for- 
mer Princes and Prefidents; yea, of the prefent !Em- 
jperot himfclf, who had (hewed fo much Kindnefs to 
the Chrlftians. Whereby it is Evident, that this Book 
Was Written before Severus broke out into open Vio- 
lence againft them. 

The Chriftians now enjoyed a little Eafe, but the 
Pcrfecution was foon revived with greater Violence in 
the Year 202. For Se virus taking a Journey through 
Palestine, forbad any under the greatcft Penalties to 
become Jews, and the like Orders were agaidfl the 
Chriflians under Pretence of fuppreffing illegal Col«» 
leges or unlawful Societies; comihanding the Perfons 
who frequented them to be profecuted by* the Prefeft 
of the City Hereupon, the Pebple who had a mortill 
Averfion to the Chriflians, being armed with the Im-- 
pcrial Orders, prefently fell upon the Execution of 
them; fo that the Churches in all Places were filled 
with Martyrdoms and the Blood of the Saints. Ter- 
TULLiAN took hold of this Opportunity to ftrenghtcn 
the Minds of many v/ho were'~ (haken and difturVed;. 
uith the prefent Peifecutioa ; and writ to the Martyr*'' 

ia 
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in Prifon to comfort them uader their SuiieitngSy vn^ 
cxhoit them to Conftancy and Perfeverance to the End \ 
publi/hing at the fame Time his Difbourfe of Faticncct 
inrhercin he^olegantly defcribes the Excellency and Ad-' 
vantage of that Virtue, and cnforce3 it from the Exam- 
ple of oitr BlefTed Lord and Saviour, fpeaking therein 
more fevourably of retiring ia Time of Perfacutioa thaa 
he did afterwards.' 

Before SEirEtios hft Home to prc^ecute hU Expedi- 
tion into Britain, many magnificent Sports and 
Shews were folemnizcd, and Gifts were bellowed amon^ 
f^e People, and a "donative or bounty Money given by 
^e Emperor to the Soldiers, every one that received it, 
being obliged to come up to the Tribune with a Laurel 
Crown on his Head. Among the reft there was one 
Soldier, a Ckriftian, who brought his Crown along with 
him in his hand ; and being afked why he did not wear 
it on his Head like the reft^ anfwered^ That he was a 
Ghriftian, and that it did not become a Chriftian to wear 
Ins, Crown in this Life. Hereupon a Council of War 
was called, the Man was accufed before the General» 
ftripped of his Military Habiliments, beaten till he was 
all over Bloody, and caft inta Prifon, there expelling 
Martyrdom, and a better Donative and Reward from 
Christ. Tile reft of his Fellow Soldiers that were 
Chrjftians, took Offence at this Scruple, alkdging, that. 
it was not needful to betray their Liberty* Qmet, and

Hiifiloiuri; afid provoke tbetr Enemi^B td faH upon tltairi 
thnx Xhkb Religion did not foVbid fucfa dii lAiioceiit 
Comp)mnc€y but ntther comtband^ tn prHdeatly to de« 
clkie 1 D^iif|;er» aind thilt this was Mft an aile£M Sf »• 
^Ulari!^^^ aa if he had been the only Chrtftiati. 'Tsi:« 
*ri7LMAN} ^\^ Was mtghty ftriet and zealOus> ap]^rovod' 
of this Faa, and VTit a Book called, The MiliUry 
Crown, in Defence thereof, aflerting it to be an A.€t 
dT herotcfi Zeal^ and ChriiBaiv Magnamidity> and an- 
fwering- atf Objedtions to the contrary. 

St. JuRoaft fay»> he Kved to 63 Teiri of Age, but 
We have no Account ttrhether he died a natural or « 
iiioleni Bc^th. He feenFis indeed to have had a paffioa* 
ate Defire to lay down his Life for the Truth ; though 
had he been a Mstrtyt, it i« pirobal/lie fome tnentkm 
trould have been made of it iri the Writings of iM/t 
Church % fo that it feems mote likely that thstt he died 
peaceably in his Bed, though he lived in a Time of 
violent Pcrfecution in the Yejir 202. He was a Man df 
a fmart and acute Wit ; hi« Learning was ^dmirable^ 
tirhereih thongh many excelled, he had no Superiorly 
and few equal in the Ag^ he lived in. Hifr Maimer wtt 
to prajr thrice a Day, at the third* flxth, and ninth 
Hours. Writing of the foiir lalb Things, Death, 
Judgment, Heaven and Hell, he faith, I fometiteefc 
fcoffed' at tUefie Things whtti I was aa Heathen ; I now 

perceive 
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pezsftlve tbat ive ^ne not .boriv bnt mftie GhxitiaRs, 
He wa$ Con^Eeitcd by xeadiog the Scriptorcs^ aofl tiie 
Woffka of other Learned and Hol7<Mei|. He bH^t 
faniul the ScHptures (allot MajdLy and Tnsthia jread^ 
iiig them, .fmdthat vhatfoeveris.dofue £ar o^r SAhatson 
■ia foretold in them; and a&er liis Converfion was cod* 
veriant in ileading them l>ay and Night ; and got 
gre^ Pkrt of them by Heart, iiome c£ his ufiftal 
. £«qri9gr yrete i; li ^ou be«ft bacJ^w«rd In ThoHgtits 
of Repentance, be iprwatds 5ft Thoughts of ^EWl, 
th^ biuiung flames whereof only theTetfrs of a PeBilefi^ 
$ye cai^ extiiiguifh. If the Devils without Gh Rise's 
-iLieave, had no Power over the Gaderens -Swine, m^V^h 
lefs have they Power over God's owa Sheep. We 
fhonld not try Mens Faith by their Persons, but their 
Pcrfons by their Fiith* 1% h in vain to come to the 
God of Peace without Peace, or to pray for the Re^ 
miflion of our Qwn Sins, without Forgiving others. 
We muft continue to -make an Atonement with God at 
his Altar, l)efore we have made Atonement with our 
Brother iiii our Hearts. 

I (hall conclude with the Cliara6ter which a learned 
Father gives of him, Tbrtullian, fays he, is juftly 
to be efteemed the Prince among tlve Writers of the 
XjAtin Church. For who more Learned ? Who more 
Converfant in Divine and Human Studies ? Who by a 
.Jlrange Largenefs and Capacity of Mind, ha^h drawn 
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all Fhilofophy, afid its feveral ScAf, the Autkors and 
Abettors of Herefies, witlT all their Rites and Priaci- 
pleS) and the whole Circumference of Hiflory and all 
Kind of Study, within the Coznpafs. of his own Breaift. 
; A Man of fuch quick and weighty Parts thajt tluar was 
icarce any Th^ng whiph he fet hiniielf agai;iil^ which, he 
did not ^th^ Peirce thvough with the SharpneTis of 
Lift Wity or batter down: with (he Strength and Sdidi- 
ty of his Argyments* Who. can fufficiently comment 
kis. Piiicottrfea {g fortifed wi^. Troops of Rcafons, that 
vhoiQ they cannot Perfuadc,, they are ready to force to 
9n Affent? Who hath ahnoft aa many Sentences aa^ 
Words, and not more Periods than Y^A^ries oyer thpj^ 
ifdipm, he hath to deal with. 
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The LIFE of ORIGEN, Catcchift of ^hZKhWuiM. 
with !ii§ Lamentation for hisi lalL 




ORIGIN was born at AlKxakbria, the MttropoK 
. ^ lis 9f Egypt, about ^he Yeai: of our Lord iM 
ils Father was named Leon ides, a v^ood Maji, und a 
Martyr for the Faith, who tiained him up from Us 
][nf»acy in the Chriitian Religion, and cy^er polite 
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Xxaroing; but cipecially in the Sacred Scripture** re- 
quiring of him a diaHy Tafk, and caufed him to learn ^ 
and reptat fbme P^rt of them ; but not (atisfied with 
the bare Reading, he though a Child, began to enquire 
itttothe profound Senfeof them; often iQipor^unii^g his 
Father with Queftion^ about the Meaning of them : for 
which his Father checked him to his Face» admoi\i{hiag 
him not to feardi beyond the tjapacity ^i Hfk'^^wc!^ 
a^ to be cofU^pt with tli^ pUin obviQUs Sepie; y^V 
imrardly rejoiced in his Mind» a9.4 boirtiijr bMI God 
tli&t.he had made him Father of fuch a Chi]4s -fiea he 
n«By Times an(cwt^fed the Brt^fl of bi«. Soa as.]^ lay 
affpep and ](i^<;d it* as the Tepiple \iEiiereia the ^oly 
Gbofl had taken up his. R^fidenoex a^d as.th^ ^i^iaxy 
of i^i early Piety^

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Wbtu he was about fevf nt«Cfi Years dd^ hh Fathw 
(wHiQ wais a ChriHian as wcU ^s his Grami&the«» asd 
grcirt GtandftUier) btiftg canriied to Priforij h6 had 
iodi a fervent Dedre to fuffer MartyrdtMn with iuifif 
that bt Wtfuld have throvfll himfclf into the PerfccUlort: 
Hands» had not his Mother in the TSTigltt taken awa^h 
Lis QI^h» to his very Siiirt; fo that being more a^ 
Ihtfmcd to be feen naked, tiian to fafiet* Death, he was 
eoftftrjtrded to iby at Him\^; a mighty Inftance of 
youthful Courage, and a moft hearty AfFe^ion for the 
True Religion* Yet when he could do no morCt 
Mb9/l9g what a M Influence the deplor^le State 
wherein his feather wb6 like to l^aVe his Wife and 
Orildren, Vnight have upon him, he by Letters paf-» 
fiorijttelr exhorted hirh to perfevefe ili Martytdoiti^ ad;, 
ding this Claufe, < Take heed, Sir, tliat for otir faket» 
you dorilot change yeiir llelblution/ 

jf^ct the Death of Ins Father (who was beheaded) 
and the Confideration of his Eftate >to the Emperor, ht 
with his |k>or Mother and iix l^rethren was reduced td 
fnch extreitoe Povt?rty, that he was obliged to fuftaio 
hrmftlf and them by Teaching a Grammar School, till 
at-Lengtli being weary of that Proftffion, he wholly be- 
took himfcif to the Study of Divinity and the Scnj^r 
tuns; he was alfo a great Pfoficient in the H'saacw- 
and other learned Languages; but the ProndcBCe of 
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Gor>, wJio p^cultarl3r takes Care of tlic Widows and 
Opiums of thofe that Aiifer for his Name and Gofpel, 
tjund out a Way for their Relief. A rich and hoaour* 
able Mati-on of Axeicandria pitying his miferable Cale, 
KfeeraUy contributed t6 his Ncceifitics, as (he did to 
-#thcr5,, and among them maintained one Paui,, of 
Ant IOC IT, n Ringleader of all the Hercticfcs in Alex « 
AN»Ri/i, who fo plaufibly demeaned himfelf, that fhe 
entertained him as her dear Friend, • and adopted him for 
her Son* 

OftiGiiN' being by this Means nectHitated to frequent 
^18 Company, )-tt would not comply with tl\is Favoi^*. 
rite, thongh he had hia Livelihood purely from her. 
Bounty, thereby giving a manifeft Proof of his firm 
Adherence to the True Faitlu. For when a great Mul- , 
tud^j not only of Hereticks, but of the Orthpdox» 
frequented the lledlurcs of this Paul, he being reck- 
oned an eloquent and profound Preacher, yet Origen 
would never be perfuaded to join in Prayer with him, , 
detefting his Heretical Dodlrincs. Whether the Lady 
upon tlii* Occafion withdrew her Charity, or that he 
Thought it more A greeable to the Chriftian Rule to 
live by Lis own Labour, we do not find. But having, 
perfected his Studies for Foreign Learning, no Foun- 
dation whereof he had laid under the DIfciplinc of hia 
Father, he opened a School for the Profefllon of thcj 
Uarocd Arts, where befides the good he did to others^ 

ke' 
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lie raifed a confiderable Maintenance for hknfelf ; and 
though then but eighteen Years old, yet the moft 
jgrave thilofophcrs and greatcft Mafters o£ Herefy, re^ 
jTorted to his I^edlures, many of whom were converted 
and became Martyrs for the Chrijlian Faith. 

, By thjfi Time he grew fo Famous, that motwith- 
ftanding his Youth he was Thougfet fit to be Mailer of 
the C?Ltechetick S^^hool of Alexahdria, that Place 
i>eing Void by the Pcrfecution that fell upon the Chri- 
ftians; and great Numbers of Scholars daily crowded 
In upon himj fo that finding his different Employment* 
-did not well agree together, he left off teaching the 
Arts and Sciencesi and applied himfclf entirely to In- 
ftruft his Difciples in the Doftrines of Chrlftianity, 
whereby he gained over a great Number of Gentile 
Philofophers to the Faith, who embraced the fame witl^ 
fo Hearty and Sincere a Mind, that they readily fealed 
it with their Blood. 

Among others of Note was Plutarch, Whom Ori- 
OEW accompanying to his Martyrdom, virjlslike to have 
been killed by the People for being the Author of hii 
Converfion: HERACLioEs, Heron, and Serenus, after 
having endured grievous Tortures were beheaded ; and 
^aether Ser£nvs, with a young Woman <^alled He- 
JtAiSy one of his Scholars, were burnt for their Reli- 
^gaom. Thttfe Origen encouraged not to Faint under 
iirir Sufferings, who being baptized by Fire, as he 
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himfelf -expriifles it, left this World, and in thofc Flames 
mounted up to Heaven. 

Neither was his Care and Charity lefs for thofe that 
were imprifpned in deep Dungeons, encouraging them 
when they came before the Judges. And when the 
Perfecution was renewed with fuch Vioknce, that cvety 
one confulted his own Safety, and kept Clofe, fo that 
when the Martyrs were led to Execution, there wa» 
none to Comlbrt or Adminifler to them; this Office 
OaiGEN boUly took upon him, attending the, Martyra 
to tlie very Place of their SufFerings, embracing and 
faluting them as they were led along, putting himfelf 
often in Danger thereby; fo that once the enraged 
Heathens afGiultedhim with a Shower of Stones, which 
bad certaiTti^i^^iren his Death, as well as at feveral other 
Tknes, had he not been preferved by the Divine Power 
and Providence. 

At laff, they refolved to find hiin out, great Multi- 
tudes bektting his Houfc, and becaufe he had vaft 
Numbers of Scholars, they brought a Guard of Soldiers 
along \vith them, who hunted him from one Herefy to 
another, fo that he could find no Place of Safety. Epi- 
PHAN I us reports, that he was haled up and down the 
City, reviled, reproached, and treated with infdient 
Scorn and Fury. One they having fhaved his Plead^ 
after the Manner ^f the Egyptian Priefts, they fct 

him 
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him' upon tlie Steps of the Temple of Serapts, one 
of the Heathen Gods, pommandiAg him to give 
Branches of Pa>lm-T>ees,, as the Priefts ufed to do to 
them that went up to perform thek- Hea0ieni(h Cere* 
monies; be taking the Branches, with an undaunted 
Mind]^ cried out. aloud, < Con>e hither, and t^ke the 
Branch, not of an Idol-Temple, but of Christ, which 
Piece of 'Courage, no doubt, increafed their Rage 
againft him* 

Having" applied himfelf wholly to the Study of Di- 
vinity, and his Neceflities being afterwards Urgent, he 
by the Advice of his ^Friends, (M all his Authors of 
Humanity, which he had Diligently perufed, and now 
li|y by him, to one upon Condition that he (hould 
allow him two-pence a Day for his Maintenance, where* 
with he. contented himfelf; and to prevent all Occa- 
iions of Youthfiil Concupifence, he Spent rnoft of tlie. 
Day ai]4 Night in Reading and Meditating upon the 
Holy Scriptures, and other devout Exercifes ; flceping 
only a fev^ Hours, and that 90t in Bed,, but upon the 
Qround. tie faded often, and expojonded the Saying 
of eur Saviour literally here, as he did afterward upoa 
another Occafion ; fo that he would not wear two 
Coats, nor Shoes, but went bare- footed. He inured 
himfclf ta Cold, Nakedfiefs, and Abftincnce from Wine, 
even to the Amazement of his familiar Friends, and- to 
-the Qfiencci of many who would more willingly have 
I. . relieved

ttMtYtd his Necei&tiesy fince thereby he contra£Ud 
{uch Weaknefs of Body as brought him almoil to tW 
Gra^e. Y^t this StridV Courfe of Life inclined muqr^ 
not of the common People only, out of the Wife, Leani« 
ed, and Rich to V^come zealous Profefibrs of his Doc- 
trine, many of wh6fli of thofe Times of Pe^ecuti<H^ ' 
fttffered Death for the farte, 
• 
About this Time he made that famous Attempt upon 
himfelf, fo much commended by fome, and condemnea 
by others, his making himfelf an Eunuch, as £i>iFtlA- 
Kius relates, vfhich fome of the Anciehts C(»nceived t^ 
have been done by Medicinal Applications, whereby be 
was made Impotent; but St. Jerom fayB expreafly, k 
was done by a Knife. However it was, he did it partly' 
out of a perverfe Int^pretation of oiir Saviour's Mtftfil»- 
ing, when he fays, * There be fcmie that make thttrt* 
felves Eunuchs for the Kingdom of heaven's fake,* ait4 
partly, to remove ^l Sufpicion of Warttonncfs and In-^* 
continency, he having many Matrons and Virgitts, as 
well as Men reforting to hini; befidiesj that he hitnfelf 
was thereby fecured ii^GTci any Temptations to imniodell^ 
aiid irregular Embraces* 

Tliis FaA, Hhough he endeavoured to conceal It ftwtk 
{ome of his iPrieittdS, yet did it quickly birak out, Att^ 
Demetrius the Bifhop of Alexandria, wIkj foriderly 
iQved and preferred him, but now envied ism^ upbntfd^ 

'^ ' cd 
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cd him with th>s rafh inconfidemte Ad, for whkh ht 
jvdged htm unfit for the MiLiilenal Office. But what*" 
ever Origen might de in the VigoHr of his Youth and 
iicaly yet in his latter Days he was of another^ Mind, 
condemning fach Kind of Attempts, and foberly enough 
£)$ounding that PalTage of our Savionr, \^hich ht 
(efore had fo fatally MifuhdeHlood. 

III the Reign of the Emperor DizCttrs, be fitfefed 
*ntel Rackings, and many other Tortures for the Dcc- 
frfic of Christ, with terrible Threats of Death and 
btifaingi with which he was nothing affVightcd; hut 
MfbUed to owA his Caufe to the laft Moment of hW 
lafe* And hearing that fome Chriftians were haled 
to ati Idol-Temple, that they might be conapelled to 
ikcrifice to the Heathen Gods, he out of his ^eai, 
l»4l thither to encourage them to Conllancy in their 
|*h)fefiion, and difliiade them from complying with 
Aeir Enemies; which was the Opportunity that his 
Advtrfaries had long expefted, and therefore letting go 
the other, laid hold uport him ; putting it to his Choice 
(fitith Epiphanius) whether he would offer Incenfe to 
tiie Idol, or have his Body defiled by a deformed filtliy 
Slack -a- moor, which they had provided on Purpofe. 
Origin beiiig itt a great Stnut, at length chofe rather 
t6 offer Incenfe, thj»n to have his Body polluted by fo 
Btihy a Creature ; they prefently put Incenfe ihto his 
tMbblflTg Hand^, and vfbSA he demurred upon it, they 

took 
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took his Hands and threw it iuto the Fire ; whereupon 
they prefently cry out« ' Origen hath (acrificcd, Ori« 
GIN hath facrificcd.' 

After which he was Excommunicatcil by the Church, 
and Ly being filled with Shame and Sorrow, he left 
Alexandria, and vent into Judaa. Bciog come to 
Jerusalem, where his Name was very well kno>^ni for 
hid l#esirned E3Cpofitions upon the Holy Scriptures^ 
and his Gift of Utterance ; he was importuned by the 
Miniilers to Preach a Sermon to the People in the 
Church, whicli after much Importunity he was per-. 
fuadcd to do, and thereupon flood u|>, and opening the 
i^ihle, the firfl Place he caft bis Eye upon,^ ^vas int 
PsAi.. 50. 16. Uuto the Wicked, faith God, why 
doft tliou Preach my Laws, and tak^ my Covennut 
into thy Mouth. Which Word as foon as lie had read,^ 
he clofcd the Book, fate down, and (hed a Flood of 
Teats, the whole Congregation Weeping like wife, 
with him> and was unable to fny ai^y lyore. After 
which he wandered about with great Grief and Tor- 
ment of Mind, and at l«?i)gth penned the fojlpwiug La- 
mentation.

Origen after this rctumed'from Jerusalem to Cjb- 
5 AREA, where (as before he had done at Alexandria) 
he fet up a School both for divine and human Learning^ 
and his great Name procured him Scholars firom all 
Parts. About the Year 2 3J, M.AxiMiNtrs theTuRA-' 
ciAN fucceedcd in the Roman Empire, a Brit i(h and 
Cruel Prince, who hated whatfoever rented to the Pre- 
deccffor Alexander Severusj and becaufe tlic Chri- 
ftians had found fome favourite Entertainment 'in hift 
Family, be began firft with them; efpeciaHy the Bi« 
/hops, as the chief Pillars and Promoters ofChiriftia- 
nity, whom he caufed to l>e put to Death.' Tn this 
evil Time, Origen writ his Book concerning Martyr- 
dom, for the Confolation of the perfecuted Chriftians^ 

Nor 
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Kor did h« himfelf Efcape without bis Share; for Eir- 
SfBivs tells lis, that the Devil muttered up all his 
FoFCCs againft hlxn, and affaulted him with all his Arts 
and Eogines, finglixig him out above all others 6f that 
Time, to make him the Obje£J: of his utmoll Rage and 
Fiirj'. Ke was caft into the Bottom of a loathfom^ 
and uncomfortable Dungeon, loaded with Irons, a 
Chain mbout his Neck, his Feet fet in the Stocks, 
with bis Legs ftretched four Holes diltant from eacH 
ether, for many Days together He was threatened 
with Fire, and tortured with all the Torments that a 
mercilefs Enemy could infii^l ; which mufl needs be 
ycry grievous to a Perfon «f his Age, whofe Body was 
broken with ^o many Cares and Labours, Yet he pa^ 
ticntly endured all thefc Barbarities, and was ready to 
itibmit to the laft fatal Stroke; but his Cruel Judge t(\ 
prolong his Mifcfy, commanded the Executioners to 
Torment him, but not to kill him. 

But Human Councils when moft adivc and violent, 
are often ovcr-ruhd by him that is Higher than the 
Highcft; for his Enemies, who had exercifed thefe 
Cruelties upon him, defigning him for a more folcmn 
Martyrdom, were difappointed by the Almighty, to 
whom belong the IfTues from Death ; who prevented 
their Malice, and made Way for his Efcape, which in 
all Probability was occafioned by the Death of the Em- 
peror, who was cut off when he had reigned only 3©

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Months. Being delivd-cd out of Pn(bni he unprovedi 
hxs Time to pioiis Purpofes^ comforting the Weak and 
Difconfdlatey and writing Letters for that End to the 
ChriRian^ dtfperfed iRto feTeral Parts o{ l&e £jti|iu«. 
He died about the 69th Yedr ol his Age ij^cicefiSAf at 
I'yREy in tlie Year 254^ Where his Body foudd a j^Iace 
of Reft, and where in d gresit Church dedicated to- the 
Memory of oiir Saviour's Sepulchre, beUdd -the: htgli 
Altar lus Remains were laid bp, as the Tcfld^oii of the 
lad Age informs us.

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iTicLlFEof St. BABYLA'S, Bifliop of Antioch, 
f^ho with three Youths was 'Beheaded^ 
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THERE is a general Silence in Churdi Ajitiquilf 
.concerning the Country, Parentis, Education, 
and Way of Life of tlxis holy Martyr, an J whether he 
was bom and educated a Gentile, or a Chnflig.n; 
though no doubt he had a gencrocs and liberal Ediica- 
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lion, living in Places where he had Opportunity to lae 
* inflruftedj and in, Timf§ \yfiefvcin none but Men of 
known Parts and Eminency were advanced to the Go- 
. vernment of the Church, both to feed and preferve the 
Flock of God, and to defend the true Faith againft all 
OppofcFS? in 339, Baaylas futceeded ZBBEDjkus, 
Bifhop of Antioch, Gorsianus L being Emperor of 
Rome. St. Chrysostom fays, he was a flout and 
prudf Rt Blot tn the midft of the. Storms and Wasti that 
beat upon ^e Church ; mjceting at the firft with much 
Troiffelc from tht Roman Governors, the old Enemies 
of Ghfiftianity. liut .fooQ after a fierce Stona *'a$ 
raifed by Capo&Es King of PEksiA^ who liaving. orer-^ 
run all Syr^a, had befieged and takjcn AntiocA; and 
the N^ws of his rapid Con 4tieili being carried to RoitfE^ 
flartled the Emperor and Senate. He grieyoiifly op- 
pofe^ tiue Feeble of Amtiocm, and no doubt the Chri- 
ilian^i h94 ft deep SKare of it from fo loiolent and Mer.^ 
cilefs ao Enemy^ who was never favourable to them. 
But Jhc Almighty foo» delivered them froija hit Ty- 
ranny; for Gordianvs raifjing a potent Army, marofa- ' 
ed ii^to the EAST,^aiKl clearing the Countries as iie 
went along, came to Antjoch, where he to'::aIly de- 
feated the Persians, and recovered Antioch and the 
conquered Cities, taking likcvife fome confiderable 
Places belonging to S a pores, whom he obliged to re- 
tire with Precipitation into his cit^n Domkuons. Of 

which 
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irhich he gave aft Account in a Letter to the Seifiate, 
who decreed a Triiunph lipop his R^tOrn to RoliE. 

Tranquflity being thus rcftored W the Church off 
AKtfocH, Babtlas was very Diligent in Inftmding 
arid Governing his Flocfc, and prepartfig them to un- 
dergo the grcatcft AffliAxon for the Profcffion of their 
Religion, as if he had fcnrcfteii the violent P^rfcciAiofr, 
ivfafch foop after fell ujion thcni. For the GhrifBahi 
having enjoyed hiuch 'Quietflefi during the Reigti of 
the. Emjp'eror Phi lip pus that fuccecdcd GoRDtj^'USf 
who Was generally, though vrithont grdtfttd, fuppofed 
to he a Chriftian himfelf. Yet a difmal Temped arofe 
in fhe Time of Decios, who was Ui^cxJ)eftedly advan- 
ded»*aild in a Mahfter forced upon the Empire, one 
who might have p^fiTcd for none of tKe worft of £*- 
p^fors, if his outrageous Vidlencfc again ft the Chriftiaria- 
Ka<! hot left an indelible Blot upon his Fah\e; which 
fonie Writers imagine, proceeded from his Hatred to 
liiS PVedeceffor Philippus, whom he reckoned to b4? a 
Gfhriiliah. Though others which more probably fupp«ie, 
That it was occalioned by the great Succefe whtc jf Ghri- 
ft^nity met with about this Time, having fprcad itfelf 
overall Parts of the Empire, both Cities, To^;ns aii^ 
Viiiages ; So that the Heathen Temples were abdndoit- 
cd, thdr Altars bvertlirbvi^ri, and their Sacrilices difcon- ' : 
Unued, the Churches being in the mean Tim^ frequent* 
ed by Multitudes of Converts. 
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Dbcivs, was furprifed at this mighty iDcreafe of 
Chriflianityy and the Declenfion of Paganifm; that 
the Religion of the Empfre was difl-egarded, and th^ 
WoHhip of the Gods negkded, oppofed, and under- 
mined by aA upibirt Se£l of Chriftians, which multi- 
plied d^ily ! He therefotib refolded to ofe all the Me- 
thods of ^ge and Cruelty for extiipati^g thcm| 
^nd redocii^ the ^'eojJe to the Religion of their Aa- 
ceftorsy whereupon he ifiued out £di6b to the Goyem<; 
^s of the Provinces to proceed ^ith all Seventy again{( 
^he Chrillians w^h all Ma^nner of Tortures, unlefs! the]i: 
l¥ould yrorihip the Gods ; fo that the P.crfectrtion wa^i 
Carried on wi^h ^ Kind of Violence, whereby many . 
of the mo(l eminent Bifhops of the Church were put 
to Death; s^nd at length it came to Bai^tla's Door ; 
for the Emperor coming to Syria,, and fo to Antioch^ 
to profecute the Pe&sian War, he either out of Curi. 
ofity, or to tak^ Qccafion to fall upon them, firould 
needs go into the Chriftian Congregation, when the 
public Affembly was met together. But Baby las 
flanding in the Church Porch, oppofed him with an 
undaunted Courage . and Rcfolution, telling lum. That 
as much as lay in his Power, he would never endure 
t}iat 2^ Wolf (hould break into Chi^ist's Sheepfold 
Tlie Emperor urged him tio farther, either being un- 
^vjUing to exafperate the Fury (^ t^c People, or <!c- 
iigning to revenge it fome other Way, St. Chrysotom 
defends this Aft of Babylas with a great deal of Wit 

a&d 
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and Eloquence, equaling it \vi;h the Spirit and Frccdoia 
pf Elias and John the Baptist, telling us. That 
when the En^peror made this attempt, he had newly 
dipped his Hands in innocent Blood, having barbarou ly, 
find againft the ^"aith of h ji mod folemn Oath, and th<; 
JLaws ef Nations, put to Death a h'ttle Son of a crr-j 
tain King, ^^hom his Father had given in Hoiia^^e tq 
fccure a Piiacc hptweei^ thein. 

Decius tlM)ugh for the prcfent he difli»rabled hia 
Anger aqd went away, yet inwardly refcnted the Af* 
froqt, and being returned to Iiis Palace> ftnt for Bahv-_ 
I^As, with whom he (Iiarply expoftulatcd fpr his Bold- 
'nefs and Infolcncy, comps^pded him to Sacrilke to the 
Gods, afluring hixn, that. this was the only Way to 
^Ccape Piinifhment, «nd to purchafe him Honour. an 4. 
lUnown. Th^ Martyr defpifed his Offers, and defied 
^is l^hrcatp, .telling him, That as a Pallor, hq .was 
obliged to do what niight be moft beneficwl to his 
Flock, and that he refolved never to apoflatize from the 
iService of the True Gop, and tq Sacriiice to Cevlb, 
who ufurped the Name and Honour pf Deities, The 
l^mperor finding him inflexible* ordered him to b^ 
loaded with Chains and fent to Prifon, where he en- 
sured many Hardfhips and Sufferings ; yet be rejoieecl 
in his Bonds, and v^ns more trpubled at the ^llitirY that 
attended thofe who fent him thitaer, than at .the fharp - 
^jpfs of thofe Tojinents which he was like to fuffer ; 

liaving 
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having learned to blcfs thofc that curfed him, to praiy 
for tliem that defpitcfiilly ufed and pcrftcutcd luni> and 
to overcome Evil With Good. ' 

He had then the fatal Sentence puffed upon him, and 
being bound, was led oiit of Prifon to ^o to bis Mirtyr- 
4k>xfi, and as he paffed, he began Ijid SfOH^^ 6£ Trlutnph, 
Return unto thy Reft, O my Scrtil \ for the Lotd hiifh 
dealt bountifttlly with thee. Together \Vith him were 
\t^ threfc Youths that were Brotlicrs^ \vbonx hd tlad 
cai-efully iniirufl;ed in the ^aith^ arid had trained Up" 
for fo fcvere a Trfal. The Empief ol- had Aideavbui^ed 
to ptevail up6ii their Conftancy with all Itiild of 
Hardfliips and CrUeltleft ; but perceiving th^^i iM'. ' 
nibvably tefolved not to Sacrifi^:;?, he eothmarided^ 
thcfii all foar to b6 beheaded, BiLtrLAs placed th^ 
ChlldreiT firft, left the Sped^cfc df his bloody Fate 
(hould DifcQUfage therii. A« th? Officer Was taking 
off their Heads, lie cHcd aloud, < Behold I, afid the* 
Chadren which th^ Lord hatii givt!fi rtie/ AFtei Vlrhich,. 
be laid <lowh his own Neck upon the Bloc^, hiving 
firft given Order to his Friends tliat his FelEer&'ftiould 
be buried "with him in the fame Gr^ve; Vhich wa^~ • 
done accordingly. ■ And St. CHkYs6sf6M aAures lia, 
the ChainB rent?ihci to his Time. AS'^hcrc liia Dpdy 
was firft buried we do riot find ; but wHercfver it was, 
it refied there till it had a more ift^^ificefit ifit^f- 
ment in the Rcigii of CoKstA^tlSE tHE (Jreat ;

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<a^\ich occafioned one. of tUe moft remarkable Occttr- 
rcnces tkat Church Hlttory has conveyed to us. 

There was a Place called Daphne in the Suburb$ 
of Antioch, 'which feemed contrived by Nature oa 
purpofe for Pleafure, being a delicate Grove thick fet 
with Trees, Fruits, and Flpwcrs, and watered with 
fountains and pleafa.nt Rivulets. In this Place was a 
ftiagnificent Temple, faid to be Built by Sklexjcujj 
tlie Father of Antiochus, and by him dedicated to 
Apollo Daphn^eus, who had a coftly and ancient 
Image within the Temple Where Oracles were given 
fbith; which caufed it to be very Famous. In this 
Condition it renaained, till Gallus, Julian's elder 
Brother being lately created Cscsar by his Coufin 
C0N8TANTINUS, was fent to refide at Antiqch, to 
fircure the Frontiers of th« Empire againft the Incur- 
fionsofthe Enemy. He having great Veneration for - 
tiie Memory of the Chriilian Martyrs, refolved to purge 
this Place from Paganifh Superftition; which he judged 
C0UI4 not be better done, than by Building a Church 
over againft Apollo's Temple. Which was no fooncr 
finiflied, but he caufed the Coffin of Bab ylas to be 
removed thither. But the Devil it feems diiliking hh 
Neighbourhood, was ftruck Dumb, and uttered no more 
Oracles, fo that Babylas's Body was again removed. 
For Julian fucceeding Constant in us in the Empire, 
came to Antioch, in order to hi« Expedition' into 

Persia, 
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PEitsiAy and prefently went uj) to Apollo's Tempte 
to coufuk the Oracle about the Event of the War, and 
other Affairs of the Empire, offering the choiceft Sa- 
crifices, and making very rich and coltly Prefents. But 
all his Pi-ayersy Sacrifices, and Oblations iignified no- 
thing, the DiBMON intimating, that the Dead kept 
Lim from Speaking, and that till the Corps buried 
liard by was taken away, he could return no Anfvjren 
Julian perceived his Meaning, and though many Bo*- 
diea had been buried there, he fufpeded it was the^ 
Remains of Babylas that were aimed at, and there* 
fore commanded the Chriflians to remove them from 
thence. Who thereupon met together in great Num- 
bers, of all Ages, and both fexes, and placing the 
Coffin in an open Chariot, brought it into the City in 
Trimmph, Tinging Pfalms all the Way, and at the End 
of every Period adding this (harp Verficle, • Confounded 
be all they that worfhip carved Images** 

This Story, though it may feem to Favour Superfti- 
tion, in giving too much Honour to the Relics of the 
Saints, yel the Truth thereof is affirmed by Socrates, 
RozEMEN, and Theodoret, who all lived about that 
Time; and alfo by Chrysostom, who was bom at 
Antioch, and \vas many Years Prefbyter of that 
Church, and Scholar to Libanius the Sophifler at this 
Y^ryTime; and an E^'-e-witnefs of it, who not only 
preached the Thing, but writ a Relation of it, appeal- 
ing

Btft evil lylen grow Worfe and Worfe;. for Jolian's 
Rage foon after began to vent itAif, and being Vest 
to fee tlte Chnftians beflow fo much Honour on tike 
'Martyr^i and being cfpeciaHy 8tQng with the Hymns 
they fung, he agairift the Advice of his Counc3y gmve 
Order the next Day to Sallust the PraefcA to pcrft- 
cute the Chrifthns, and accordingly many of them 
wei:e thrown into Prifon. Amon]^ otfaen, one Thso- 
'dos;us^ a You^hj was feized « the Streets, and hid 
upqn the llacic:/ his Fleihtom off w?th P^chert, bciag 
likewife fcour^d and beaten, aud when no Torturet 
could prevaikqpQa hrs Conftancjs or fo much as mwt 
Via Patience, he was aC length difcharged. Rurrx-

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«U8 ftftervardfi aiked THEODORUSy'^ If he felt aa> 
Pain ?' who repliejy * He was at firft a tittle SenfiblC;

fltid tiefreftcd hkh m4%K 4dU Waiti^, and jkpfotM 
llii» S^ifk wi^ IXWoe CmC>li«WW; fc tha4 )i)U!

But the Ahnighty feemed difpleaifed with the {Pro- 
ceedings of Julian ; tor foon after the Temple of 
Apo^lo at Daphne took Fire, which in a few Hours 
burnt the famous Image of that God, and reduced the 
Temple, all but the Walls and Pillars, into Aihes. 
The Chriftians afcribe this to Divine Vengeance ; but 
the Heathens to the Malice of the Chriftians. And 
though their own Prints ttid Warders of the Temple 
were racked to make them fay fo, yet they could never 
be brought to afi&rm any more, than that it was fired 
by a Light from Heaven. 

This Conflagration is mentioned not only by Chri- 
(Haa Writers, but by Ammianus Marcellinus, and 
by Julian himfetf, but efpecially by Libanius the 
Orator, who in an Oration made on purpofe to. the 
People, elegantly Bewails its unhappy Fate; whofe 
Difcourfe St. Chrysostom takes to Tafk, and makes 
yitty and eloquent Remarks on it. The Body of 

Babylas 
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HiiKTtAS tOas afterwards bipied within the City of 
iuKTioa^i in a Church dedicated to his f^ame and 
Memotys and ii^ After-agcf ia {aid to hacve bcei;[ tranf« 
ktfd (bjrfome CliriftM Pnxuies, probaUy during their 
Wah in the Holy Land) to Cremona in Ita^t. 
He fofiercd Martyrdom in the Reign of Decius the 
]lQMAt« Emperori about the Year of Chrift 250. 
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The lift; of St, CYPRIAN, JUthop of 
Car'Thage, who i^as beheaded. 




THASCIua CJECILIUS CYPRIANUS wy^ 
bom at Carthage, io Africai and » faid tp 
ht deibended ot a rich aiid noble Family*, and ^hat be 
bimfelf was a Senator. He was educated in. the liberal 
^rt8| though principally addidcd to the Study of Ora* 

tory 
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t<Ry and Eloquence, wherein he made fuch Improve* 
ment that he publicly tatigiit Rhethcmck at CiiKTirAes 
with great Applaofcy and where he lived in great 
lyplendor and Plenty, never going abroad but he was 
thrQQgf4 widk Clientff and Followen. He continued a 
Gentfle or Heathen till he grew into Tears, and was 
then converted to Chriftianity by the Arguments and 
Tmfrtiiartfiit'ftf O^ciMVt^ ft 7neft]|rtffr of CUlrmrtGE, 
whom k« fvcr Iwcd sv a Fmsd aad fennv^eei as a 
Fadtfr i atd tht ^ther .at ht» Dcaik nttde him kii $xc* 
cufior,^ ^9d CtmAUttfd hi^ }Vtfr aad Chiljccn la his 
w|«fo G^.aM;Titt«vliS^> aiMl (e tavtuii iii^f the 
Eadcarms^t tttsi^m' thoiDi that Cyprian iflHolkoiir 
oT hiaa temh «pt i&r Titk o£.

Hit Entrance apon his 
Charge mt cafaa andpeaceabley but k was not k»^ be- 
fore a Stovm overtook hioi* and be was publicly pre- 
Scribed by ^ Name of CiCCiLivs CvpaiAM, Basmop 
«l> THB CitRisTiAWf, and every Bffaa was comataaded 
net to hide or conceal hia Grood. And not fatiafied 
thereuntil they frc<]^Qtly called ooi, that he mj^ht be 
throvn to tbe Lions. So that being warned by a 
Divine Adnonitioci and Command from Gqd, be witk- 
drewbiilifcli^ bapiag thai by his Abfence thpr Fwy 
and MaUc4 viwM abate Pariqg hia Reoels, tbougb 
■Ucnt ki -Sad)% be was x»Yfeat m Spirit by piooa 
Co6ac3s» grave Admonitions bxiqueat Reproofsj car* 
iiKlt£sb(artatiQn^ and el^ecially bybeacty Pn^eia to 
HteftMi foi the Wetfate and IVotpeiiXy of tbe Cbust:h. 
He had a gveat Fore-knQw2e4ge of futune Even£8« and 
a Uoody Perftfcution bring raifed againft the Chnrck of 
CitaisiT in AFEKAt he ia one of his Epiftles declares 
dkrttni QktSc thcrcaf ^t folUws: 

« We 
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< Wc mud needs acknowledge and conle&/ £ait& 
Lc» * that this violent Perfecution and Calamity wliieh 
liath deftroyed mofl of our Churches, atid doth daily 
coufume thein» arifeth chiefly from our own Impiety^ 
■whilll we v^Ml Bot in the Ways o£ Goi», nor obferve 
the Precepts which he hath left unto us ftir our In- 
flrn^lion. Our JLoRD Christ performed the Will of 
his Father mj all Points, but we do not obferve the 
Will of our Loiip ; our Minds and Studies being' wholly 
intent upon the Riches and Vanities of this World* Wc 
are full of Pride, Emulation, and DifitntioQ^ and void 
«>f that Simplicity and Innoeency which becnomeft the 
Difciples of the BleiTed Jesus. We renounce the 
World of Words only, but not in Deed*!, . every Man 
plealiog himfelf, without any regard how he difpleafca 
others. . For this Caufe we are juftly fcourged ; for 
what Stripes do we not defer vc, when even- thofe Con* 
fedbrs themfelves who formerly endured the Trial of 
their Faith, and ought to be an Example In well doing, 
are fo carnal and carelefs m their Converfation ? For 
their Sakes therefore, who with boa ding Words, Glory 
in their former Confeflifjn and Sufferings are thefe Cala- 
mities come iipon us; whert^y we ihaJI not eaiily 
obtain an eternal Crown, unlefe Goo in hts Mercy be 
more Gracious to us. Thefe Things we juftly fuffer 
for our Iniquities anjl Defert«, of whicrh the Almighty 
hath forewarned us, where he faith. If they (hall forr 
fake my Law, and not Walk in my Judgments: If 

they 
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tliey (hall profane my Ordlnancef^ and will not obey 
tny Pl'ecept«> I will viilt their taiquity ^ith the ^od» 
and their Trai^(gteiEloas with Striipes^ thefe Rods and 
Stripes trc juflly feel> who neither pkafe God widi our 
doings; nor Repent of die Evil oF ouf WaySk "V^ctct 
fore let us humble iburfelves^ ^d be^ his Favo|[|r ^on^ 
the Bottom of oar ^eart^ and witlji Qur whole jSoulf 
let US (fcntreat him to (hew ti§ Mercy, who hath pro-

CyfUiAN having thus defcribcd the Caufcs of the 
FerfecutioQ, he mentions a Viiioiji, wherein it ^i^ras (l^ew* 
cd him what flipuld happen. The Vifion was tl^is: He 
law an aged Father and a Young IVfan fitting at hi$ 
Right Hand with a forrpwful Countenance, and Jxi^ 
Hand on his Breait On the other Side fa^ f Perfop: 
^th 3f Net in ^is Hai^d, ?iyherewith he threatened to 
catch the People that flood by, and zs CypjiiAti was 
|4^prvefiing at it, he heard a Voice faying, » The Yopp^ 
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]^n whom thou feeft fit on the Right Hittid xs &d 
and peniivey becaufe his Precepta are ebferVed; but h^ 
on the Left Hand ditnceth and is Merry, becaufe Oc« 
cafion 18 given him to c^tain Power from the ahcknt 
Eather to afflia Men.' 

This Viiion was feen fome Years before the Perfecu^ 
tion happened, and predl^ed that, the Sins of the Chri* 
^ians were the Caufe why Satan was allowed fuch 
Power, an J with his Net of Deftrudion deftroyed fo 
suuiy Chriftian Men. < In this Vifion,' faith he^ Gop 
put. of his tender Gpodnefs and. Mercy hath vouchfafed 
to reveal thefe Things to the lead: of his finful and un- 
ivorthy Servants, telliiig me, that I (hould be-Quict 
aad of good Comfort, for Peace will come, although 
It be delayed awhile for the Sake of fome who yet 
remiiin to be. proved and tried^ He had likewife anop> 
ther Viiion, wherein he was admonifhed to Ufe a fpare 
Diet, left his Mind fhould be withdnawn from Hea« 
Yehly Meditations, and drawn with Wordly Allure- 
ments, and be thereby tlie lefs difpofed to Prayer and 
Spiritual Exercifes. 

A^d. becaufe the Chriflianff were charged by the 
Heathens as the AbeUors of all Public Calanuties, he 
tells tfeem, * Th^t Jesus Christ had long before 
fMfiO|ih*ficd, that' toward thic End of the World there 
(hould be Famine, War, and P<jftilcnce, which, was 

rather 
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nitKer to be imputed to their impioos Idolatry and 
Contempt of the True God, than to the Chriftiaii^ ; 
which Evils are increafed by the Wickednefs of Men. 
For Famine is occaiioned more by tlie Avarice of Msv^ 
than by the Drought of the Air t Sut the partiGi)|ar 
and fpecial Caufe thereof prpceed^ from the (bedding 
.{ip much innocent Chrifttan Blood. And whereas thf 
Chriftians are condemned for not Wmrfhipping tJMtf 
Idols^ it is becaufe they are fuUy alTured that they 
are no True Go49> bot Images of widse4 and kwd 
JUng6» who could neither fave tberaielves from Death, 
nor fuch as worihipped and tsttiled in thenf from ^ter« 
gal Puni&ment, « 

In the mean while the Perfecution under the Em 
peror De^ivs raged with unedntrouied Fury ia the 
African Provincesi and eljpeciafly at CARTifAOBj^ 
•OBoerning which Cvpriak every where gives largisf 
vnd ftd AocouBts, relatihg, that they were fcourged 
l«d beaten, racked and roafted, and their fle(b pulled 
•ff with burning Pmchers, were bebeadtf d, thrufi thit>agfi 
witlv Swords, more laftruments of Tprturt b^ing ap- 
plied tp one Map at once than there were Liinbs and 
Memblrrs in his Body. They were robbed, plundbre^: 
dwro#n to Wild Beafls;^ and burnt at the Stake. And 
mavy who de£red id be difpMched were pitiipi&lylMpt 
upon the Rack, that their Pain» might bie lin^eAn^g^ 
aMfbry might di( bf Pedcc-xAlbal. Alt whicli £d^ 

but

whereby they tired put their Tormentoi^ and (inllcd

Pivine Power, and defending themfelves with the Shiek|| 
df Faith. 

About this Tinve happened that dreadful t^giiA 
^hieh fo much affii6led the Roman Empire^ wherein 
CARtKAGE had a deep Sha^e, yaft Multitudiea were 
fwept awa^y every Day, and the MeiTenger, of Death 
<palled at every Dbor \ the Streets were fiU^d with dead 
Garcaf(^Sy which f<?eDa^ to implore tht Charity of the 
Living tilbury ^em^ as that which thencLfelves'l^ht 
iiecdi B\U ali^ I eyety one treinbkd a^d. fliifted for. 
Ukemfehrie's^ aeferUnjg and flying, irahi their ^i^£L 
Frieuds^ and neareft ICdattons. In^ t^is oakmitcmfl^ 
iSieafbn» St* CVERiAk caMs the. Chriftians tog^her, 
^.eJcHofts t]le]B^t6 Mercy aiid CKirlty, as that whicli 
^ Holy Sctiptur^ tells Uis is highly plcafing toOpdi.

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^nd the qi^ly Way to p^icify and tupq away hi$ Vfr^th

Tiie Chrift!an$ being perfuaded by fuch moving Ai** 
guments> J^refcntly gave their Neighbours and others i<i 
Plftreffl their utmoil Affiftance, acdording to every 
pne's Rank and Quality, thpfe who .'were Rich con-? 
tributii^ to their Nece{5tiesi and others Whp by Rea^ 
fon of their Poverty gould bcftow nothing, perfonally 
laboured id the Cpmmon Calan^ity, Jndeed, every 
pne was ambitious to ei^^ge under the Condud (^ fo 
good a Bifhop; and by this large and abundant 
Charity^" gr^stt Advantage redounded not only to Ihoftt 
who weie of the ^ou(l^Qld of l^^ith^ but univerfally 
to all^ 

iVt which Tinie St, CvprIA^ penned his excellent 
piicourfe concerning Morality, wherein h^ fo eloquent- 
ly teachei Ha C^riftian to Triumph over the Fears of 
pe»th^ iil&d hpw little Reafon there is cjicefiiYely to 
tf,9^^ for their Friends and Relations that are taken 

from 
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from U8. This terrible Pcftilence, with the Way 
therewith the Empire was generally over-run, die 
Heathens charged upon the Chriftian Religioii| as iS 
their Gods were enraged thereat. But Cyprian in a 
J>ifoonrre to Demetrian the Proconful, vindicates 
Chrifltanity from this Scandal, and demonflra^cs that 
jthcir barbarous and unrcafonable Fury againd the Chri- 
fiiansy had provoked the Creator of all Men againft 
them, as a juft Puni(hment of their Folly and Madacfst 
in pcrfecuting the Profcflion of a Religion which was fp 
near to Heaven. 

In the Year 257. Aspasius Pantenus the Procon* 
ful of ArRtcA, fent for Cvprian before him, and told 
him» That he had lately received Orders from the £m^ 
peroT!^ who at that Time were Ga lien us and Va^e;* 
KIANUS> commanding all thofe that were o(a Foreijp! 
Religion to wor(hlp th^ Gods according to the Romm 
Ceremonies : Cyprian anfwered, I am a ChrifUai| and 
a Bifhop, I acknowledge no other Gods but cwily th^ 
true God, that made Heayen and tlarth, ao.d aU 
Things therein* Thi? is he whom we Chriftians fervei 
to whom we pray Day and Night, for oi^rfelves, and fof 
all Men, and for the Profperity and Happineft of the 
Emperors, And is this then thy Refvlutioiit f»*i ^V 
Proconful? That Refolution, replied the Martyr, 
irhich 19 fbuhded in God, can never be altered. He 
then told him, That be waa to fiearch. for Prefbytori^a^ 

wett 
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wcU as Bifhopfy requiring him to difcover them ; Cr^ 
r^iAN rq>lied, AccoFding to your own Laws» wc an& 
sot obliged to be Informers. The Pxx>coDful added^ 
That he was commanded to prohibit all private AiEera- 
bHeSv and to punifh with Death all thofc that frequents, 
cd them : The good Man told. him> He might do what 
he thought fit ; and the Proconful finding him immov*

with ^ Cunveoiencics by the Cluiflians rcfiding there* 
abouti.) 

The firft Day of his coming hither, he an an Hea- 
▼cnly Vifion was forewarned of his apiHoachlug Mar- 
tyrdon^y whereof he gives this Account, * Tlieic ap- 
p^aredto him a$ he was going to reft, a young Man of 
a very large Stature, that fccmed to lead him to the 
Tzibunal, and prefc^K him to the Conful then fitting 
li^pn the. Bench, /\i'ho looking upon bim, began- ta 
irrite fomething in a Book, which the young Mas 
looking over his Shoulder read, but not daring t9 
fpcaky ititimated by Signs what it was ; for exteodii^ 
hi.i H^4. ^t lengtb, he made a crofs Stroke over it 
with the other, by which Cyp&ian gueffed that he 
(hpuld^ be Bcheadedp Whereupon he was hnportunatc 
with the Proconful for one Day's reprieve to fettle hi* 
ASairSf and. by tUe picafant Couptenance of the 

Judges, 
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Judges^ and the Sigds made by the young Mail elk 
what the Conful was noting in his Book, feemed to he 
granted. And this happened accordingly , both as xa 
Manner and Tinle of. hia Martyrdom that verjr Day- 
Twelve- month, wherein he had his Viflon^ j^roTiog t^ 
be the Period of hi^ Life« 

During his Confinement iri this Flac^^ he utrrote feo; 
Ttral Letters to the Martyrs in Prifon, encouraging them 
to continue faithful to the Death, that fo they might 
obtain a Crown of Glory* Here he had Notice that 
the Perfecution became more violent* the Emperor 
Valerian, having fent Order to the Senate, that 
all Chriftian Bi(hops» Prefbyters and Deacons fhonld 
be put to Death without Delay ; the Senators* and all 
People of Rank and Quality fltould be deprived of their 
Honours and Preferments, forfeit their Eftates, and if 
they perfifted in their Religion, (hoiild be put to Death» 
*nd the Matrons to have their Goodg ConBfcated* and 
bebantHied. Xystus and Qua rtus had already fuf-f 
fered Martyrdom, in the Burying-place where their 
AlTcmblies were held ; and the Governors of the City 
put to Death all they could meet with, Tfiefe un- 
comfortable Tidiigs gave Cyprian occafion to prepare 
for his own Death, which he waited and wifhed for 
every Day ; and when fome great Men of his Acquaint- 
ance perfuaded him to vi ithdraw to a Place of Safety 
which they would provide for him, he refufed it;

ing for him to carry him to Uric A, he by t}\e A^vjcc

W6rc apprehended to hf courageous ip Defence of.thp 
Truth, and freely confcfs themfelves V> be C^rjiftiang, 
.which he did not doubt biif God woidd enabjie thenji 
to do. 

*tht jjew Proconful GA.Lfejiiu.s Maximus b<^ng tjf* 
.turned to Carthage, Cyprian, who refolvcd to con- 
ceal himfclf no longer, cam^ honje, and jtook up hh 
JRLefidence in his ow.n Garden ; the Officers bad no 
fooner Notice thereof, byt they pr^featly came jind 
&ized him, and putting him into a Chariot carried Wm 
to the Proconful, who commanded him to be 'kept :tjli 
toext Day in one of the Officers Houfes; the Pepple 
Rearing of hi,s R^eturn ?ind Apprthenfion^ came in gie^t 
Number?, fibout the Houfe, where they continued all 
Nigtti : The ne^t Morning he was led to the Procpp- 
ful's Palace, who looking upo^ him faid, < Art tjiovi

Cappadocia, fituate upoa th^ River Lycusi Hia, 
Father was a Zealot for the Gentile Religion, Mrkerein 
he carefully educated hiiHi and in otber Heatjiea

teen Years old^ the Young Man then txytk the gre^lSer 
Liberty to inquire into Things, and perceive the Ya-

Vhich foon Inclined htm towards ChridisTnity, thotf^ 
his Mother took cafe to comflete his Breedingt Px

Departing from Alexandria, he came tp C^sAa^Ei^ 
in Palestine, where Origen had opened a* School^ 
Hinder whom he was Taught Logic, Phyiic, and other 
Sciences; but above all, his Mailer endeavoured t<> 
fettle him in the firm Belief and Perfua£od of Chrir 
fUanity, wherein he had before fome 'infight, and t;Q 
ground him in the Knowledge pf the Holy Scriptures^ 
as the bed Syftem of true Wifdom and PJiilofophy. 
Five Years he conUnued Or i gen's Difciple, and wa» 
then recalled into his own Country; and at taking his 
L.eave he made ai> Qratipn before his Mailer in a nu- 
merous Auditory, wherein, as he gives Origen )iit juft 
Commendation, fo he particularly bleiTcs QoD for the 
happy Advantages of his InflrudionS| and whofe Prq^ 
videhce had conduced him to &> good a Mailer. At 
his Return, all Mens Eyes were upon lum, expe6lin# 
to reap fome Fruits of all his Studies in public Meet- 
ings ; and the Wife and Qreat Men of the City impor* 
tuned him t« refide among them, and by l;is excellent 
Precepts and Rules to reform aqd direft the Manners 
of Man. But he being modefl^ and diffident of his owbl 
Abilities, and fearing left by a great Concourfe and 
Applaufe he might be puiFed up with Pride and Vain. 
glory, refiiled all their AddrefTes, and withdrew him- 
^4f into the Wildcrnefs, where he refigned up himfctf 
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to Solitude and Contemplation, converfing with Gop 
aud his own Mind> and admiring the adn^irable Workf 
of .the .Great Creator of the World. 

The City of N.eocasar^a was large apd popidous^ 
but wretchedly ovcrgrpwn with liolatry and Superfti- 
tion, fo that it fecined the Place where Satau'tJ Se^ w^ji 
«^d where Chriflianity had fcarce been heard of^ to the 
great Giief of all good Men, who were very defiroits 
that the true Faith (hould be planted among thpi^ 
Ahd Fhxlimas, Biiliop of Ama8EA» a neighbouring 
City lA tliat Province, a Man of a Prophetick Slpi|i.t» 
liaving an Account of Gregory, as .one whofe Farts 
und Piety rendered him a Pcrfon fit to be a Guidis.pf 
Souls, notwithflandtng his want of Years, r^folyed af 
X>offible to engage him in that good Work ; of which 
Oregory having Intimation, he ictired from ojve 
Defart and Solitary Sheker to another , fo that the B£- 
-fhopby sdl his Art and Induftry could not find him out, 
who uCd his utmoll Care to conceal himfelf. At length 
he addreffed himfelf to Heaven in eamcil and fervent 
PFaycr, befceching the Almighty to incline his Hegrt 
to accept of this Provi^>ce, which might be fp fl»uch f^r 
the Glory of Goiv, and the Advantage of tlu: Squls of 
Mjou So that Gregory was. at length willing to i:pm* 
ply, and was conftituted Biftiop of that IJace ; which 
•fccing .whoUy fubjedi to the Worftip of Demons and 
"Dtabolicfil .Rites, thsx^ not Ijeing iibove fevent^en 
D 4 Chriftiafts 
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Chriftians ift thofe PartSi he mufl be obliged to found a 
Church before he could govern it. However he applied 
himfelf induftriouiiy to the Charge committed to him^ 
wherein he was extreamly advantaged to a Power of 
worlcing Miracles (fo much talked of among the An. 
cients ) that was beftowed upon him ; of which we have 
this Account : 

As he was returning Home from the Wildcrnefa, be- 
ing benighted, and overtaken with a Stona^he with his 
Company turned afidi to (helter thcmfelves in an Hea- 
then Temple, famous for Oracles and Divinations, 
where they fpent the Night in Prayers to God. The 
Gentile Prieft came early in the Morning to offer up 
his ufual Devotions to the Demons of that Place ; who 
it feems had informed him that they mufi. hereafter a- 
bandon it, by reafon of him that lodged there ; fo that 
the Invocations and Sacrifices which lie made were all 
ineffetEiual ; whereupon he was inraged againfl St. 
Gregory, and threatened to complain of him to the 
Magiftrates and Emperor : But when he faw himdiirc- 
gard all his Menaces, and that he had a Power of com<- 
manding Demons in and out at Pleafure, his Fury was 
turned into Admiration, and he entreated the Bifhop, 
as a further Evidence of the Divine Authority which 
attended him, to -bring the Demons back ag^n for once 
into the Temple* To fatiafy whona, he is faid to have 
writ thefe Words in a Scrip of Paper, Gregory to Satan, 

filter ; 
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Enter ; which being laid on the Altar, and the iifual . 
Oblation mad^, the Demons appeared again m ihcj 
were wont j whereby the Priefl was plainly cohyintced 
that St. Gregory afted by an Authority (uperior to' 
all Infernal Powers ; and being convinced by him of the 
Truth of the Chriftian Dodlrine^ he refolvcd to accom- 
pany him, forfaking his Houfe, ^'riends; and Relations* 
and refigning himfelf up to the InflrutS^ioqs of his pl- 
vjne Wifdon^ and Philofophy. 

The People of Neoc^sarea haying an Accgunt of 
the ftrange sind miraculous A£iions of St. GREGORr, 
^ent out of the City in great M.uUit\ides to mee^ him ; 
y/ho being unconcerned c^t theif Applaufe, p^.fred dl- 
rcdUy through the midft of the Crowds, without cafling 
his Eye upon one fide or the other, and being invited 
%y MusoNfus^ a Perfon of great Eileem and Power in 
the City, who intreated him to Honour his Hpufe with 
his Prefence, he took up his Lodging there. And 
that very Day he fell to Preaching witn fuch Succefg 
that before Night he had converted a little phurch to 
the true Faith, in that Idolatrous and Prophane ]Place 
neherein his Lot was fallen. Early the next Morning 
the Doors were crouded with Perfons of all Qualities 
and A|rcs, whofe Infirmities and Diilempers he cured, 
working two Cures upon them at once, healing both 
Soul and Body; and banifhing Daemons out of thofe 
that were pofTeft. Men greedily embracing that^ 

R^lig^n, 
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Religion, of whofc Divinity and Power, tliey tiiem- 
fclves were Eye-witnefTcs, and heard nothing report- 
ed, but what was verified by the Teftinioriy of ttieir 
Senfes. 

' Hiving thus gathered a ftiimerous Cdngrcgation, he* 
then tciok Care to ef eA a Church, where th^y might 
aflcmbk for the public "Ekercife of their Devbtioris, 
which by the charitable CohtribiitioriB of fotne, arfd the 
iDdufbious Labour of others, was begun and finifhed 
in a little Time. And it feems to have been founded 
upon a firmer Bafis than other Buildings were, for 
liotwithilanding the violent Storm of Dioclesian's 
Time, who commanded all the Chnftian Churches to 
be demolifhcd, and the Earthquake which happened in 
that Country, aiid ruined moft of the Houfes thefea. 
tiouts, this Chuich alone remained entire, and not si 
Stone of it was fhakcn to the Ground. 

. Another memorable Paflage is reported by G^fiGdiiY 
NiS3EN, which prepared the Way for the CbnTrfcrfiort 
of the People in this Place. There was a public Fcftf*. 
Val folemnized to the Honour of one of the Grods of 
that Couqtry ; whereto the Inhabitants of Neoc^sa- 
i^EA, and the neighbouring Parts, rcfdrted in great 
Iffumbers, fo that the Theatre was foon full, and the 
Qrowd and Noife fo great and confufed, that the ufiial 
CeremcAiies andi Shows could not be performed. Here- 

i^poa 
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Upoti the People univerfally eried out td tkc Dcntdw, 
Jiipiter, we befecch thee make us r6om Sb Greg or iT 
b^irig informed of this, feiit thein Word, That thcif 
Prayer would be gVaiited, and that niofe ftodm would 
6c quickly made them than they Jefired. Immedi- 
afely & terrible Pbgue broke out artiong them, which 
turned their Mufic into Weeping, and filled all Places 
with dying Groans ; People being fick and dead In a 
few Moments. The Temples to which they fled in hopes 
of Cure, were filled with dead Carcafes ; the Fotintaina 
and Ditches, whither the infedled came to q[uench theif 
Thirft, were ftoppcd up with, the Multitudes that fell 
into them. The People underllandihg that thisCala* 
mrty proceeded from their foolifh calling upon the De- 
vil, they intreated him to interctde with his God, , who 
they believed to be a more pawerful Being, in their 
Behalf. He confented thereto, the f eftilence abatedt 
and the People generally deftrt^d their IdolatfDUs Wor- 
fhip, and took Saiiftuary in Chriftianity, as tb^ ftcureft 
Refuge in Time of Danger. 

The Reputation of his Wifdom, and his mighty 
Miracles, occafioned the People to have much Vehcra- 
tioD for him ; fo that they judged whatever he ikid or 
did, to proceed from a Ditine Power. Yea, even iti 
civil Caufes, his Sentence imii accounted more juft and 
bnpartial than any other Dedfion whatfdever. It hap-^ 
peQcd two Brotheirg Wete at LaW about a Lake, both 

chaltenging 
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cbillenging it to belong to tlie Inheritance which 
their Father left them $ the Detenaination thereof 
was left to him^ ^Hq endeavoured peaceably to accom- 
modate the difference between theiOy but in vain ; for 
the young Men grew angry, and appoi^ited a Day to 
try their Title by Anns^ fummoqing their Tenants; 
to appear in th^ir Behalf : To prevent w^ich, the cha- 
ritable Bifhop vrent the Evening before to the Placet 
where he continued all Night in Praycifs to Heaven, ta 
prevent the impending Mifchief ; and the next 
Day the Lake was turned into dry Ground, and thereby 
the Contenfion between them ceafed ; the Remains of 
this Lake being vifiblc nxany Ag?s after. 

Grfgory Nissen alfo reports, That this Holy Mai\ 
miraculoufly reflrained the Violence of the Licus^ 
vhicl^ running violently down the Mountains of A^*" 
M£)<iA oyerflpwed the Champaign Country, to the irre-; 
parable Damage of the Inhabitants, and oft-times to 
the lofs of their Lives ; who thereupon applied them- 
felvcs to St. Gregory, befeeching him to ufc hia 
Ihtercft with the Almighty, >yho alone rules the ragipg 
of the Sea, that a Stop might be put to it. Hegoea, 
along with him to th^ Place, and addreffvjs his Supplica- 
tions to them whp haa fet a^^ Bou.nd to the Waters, that 
they may not p?f5 overj nor. tun* again to cover 
the Earth : And thrufting his Staff down into the. 
jl^ag^ng Str^aoa \ and it is related, that ever after the 

River 
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River kept within the Banks, and his Staff grew up 
into a large fpreading Tree, and was ihewed to Tnu 
vellers, together with an Account of it in thi^' Author** 
Days. 

He alfo adds a third: That St. Gregory in his re- 
lUTDfromCuMANA, whither lie had. been invited and 
importuned both by the Magiftr^^c? to come^ and 
conftitoUda fit Pcrfon to .l)e[I}i(hop, qf that City, he 
vras eCpibd by two Jews, who knpwapg his charitable 
Texppcr, either out of Coveloufucfs or deiigning to 
abufe him, agreed to put a Trick upon liim ; to whichi 
End one of them lays himjelf down on the Groundp 
pretending he was dead ; the other fcems to deplore tiK 
mifcrable Fate of his Companion, atid beg« of tl\c good 
Bifliop that pafltd by to give him fomcthing towards his 
Tuneral, who taking ofi his Coat he had oti, he threir 
k'Upon him and went away. He was no fooiver out of 
liis Sight, but this Dectiver cante laughing to his Fel- 
^w, and bid him rife, that they might make them- 
CeWes merry with the Cheat they had put upon tlie Rdl- 
' ^ous Man ; he called, pulled, and kicked him, but ali 
10 vain, thfs comical Humour concluding in a Tragedyt 
the Man being dead indeed $ it beiag fuppofed that he 
expired at that very Moment the Garment was tlirown 
tipon him, which now really ferved for what the Bifhop 
intended it, as a Covering to his BuriaL 

Thefe 
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Tlirfc Miracles arc reported by Perfona of iifideublt^ 
Crtfdit Bad Integrity, efpocisdly St. Basil, . aod Iiit 
Brother Gregory, botii wife, and good Men, iwtio livjod 
witlixD lefs than an hundred Years after our Gregory.; 
auid which is more coufiderable, their aged Grandmother 
Macrin A, who taught them in their Youth, and took 
Care of their Education, was in her younger Years 
Sdiokr and Auditor df him, and no doubt they k- 
ccived the mod;' material -Paflages of his Life and Mira- 
dcsfrom her, who" was an Eye-witnefs .of them, and 
jicrftdlly remembered them ; of which rfiey gave a 
plain and naked Relation, without any Flourifhes of 
Rhetorick, led Men ^f incrcdnlous Minds fliould dtA>e- 
lieve them, and count ail Fables which are above their 
Apprchenfi ons. 

In the faithful and fuccefsful Management of his Of- 
fice he continued quietly, till about the Year 250, wkca 
tlic Emperor Decius raifcd a moil violent PeHecutioii 
againil the Chriftians ; upon no other Motiye prPep- 
irocation, but becaufe he faw Chri^ianity pr^v^ fo 
much, and Peganifm decline : Whereupon new ,^?£e- 
thoda of Cruelty, and Indruments of Torment were 
continually invcirted by the Heathen Governors and 
Magiftrates ; the very Apprehcnfion v^ereof h drejid- 
fiil and amazing to Human Nature. Swords and Ax^s. 
wild Beafts, Serpents, Fire, Iron Chiir^ made red -hot, 
tnd innumerable other Tortures are daily found out to 

puQxfh 
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piini(h and put to Death innocent Chriilians ; yea, £:> 
linnattiral were Mankind grown to each other, that 
every one was afraid of his nearcft Relation; the Father 
noH confulting the Safety of the Child; nor the Child 
Regarding hid Duty to hit Parents : The Gentile Son 
lietrayihghis Chriftian Father, and the Infidel Father 
accuilng his Son for embracing Chriftianity ; and a 
Brothet accounting it Piety to violate the Laws of Na* 
ture in the Caufe of- Religion, and to condemn his own 
Brother becaufc he was a Chriftian. No Regard being 
paid to Age^ Sex, Virtue or Merit, but as in a 
City ftoimed by a proud and potent Conqueror, 
every Thing was expofed without Mercy to the 
l^gc and Rudcnefs of a Barbarous and Inhmnail 
£nemy% 

St. Gregory being fenfible of the calamitous Stat6 
of the prcfeiit Time, and how few of his new Con- 
Verts would bear up againft this furious Storm, he 
advifed them timely to withdi aw, telling them it was 
bietter to fly and fave thtir Souls, than to hazard their 
falling from the Faith ; and gave them Example by re- 
treating himfielf out of Danger into a Defart Moun- 
tain, accompanied only with the Gentile Prieft whom 
he had converted. And it was but Time he fliould re- 
tire, the Enemy chiefly aiming at him as the Head of 
the Party ; and being informed where he lay concealed^ 
they came in vafl Numbers to find him out ; fome be- 
E c letting 
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fifitting the MouBtaiii at the Foot» aad others goiag 
up, fearched every Place tUl they came very acarhim { 
^Thereupon they both prcfently fell to Prayer^ with a 
firm Confidence of DiTine Protection. The Perfecu^ 
tort fearched every Buflt, Shrnby and Comer, but found 
ttOthiAg; and when the Infonncr described the very 
Place vphcre they lay % they affirmed they faw nothing 
but a Couple of Trees a little Diftant from each other. 
The Company being gone, the Inlbrmer ftaidbehindy 
and went dtreCUy to the Place, where finding them at 
their Devotions, and concluding their ECicape to be the 
immediate Effip^of a Divine Prefervaetion (God having 
blinded their Eyes that they (hould not fee them) he 
fcH down at the Bifliop^s Feet, gave up himfelf to be a 
Chridian, and a Companion of his Solitudes and Dan^ 
gers. 

A little before his Death* being fenTible that hii Dif* 
folntion drew nigh, he fejit up and down the City ao4 
Neighbourhood to make a ftrift Enquiry whether there 
trere any that had not embraced the Chriftian Faith; and 
being told there were but feventeea in all, he fighed^ 
and lifted up his Eyes to Heaivtn, appealing to Groo 
how much it troubled him, that any fiiould be yet 
without the Knowledge of the True Religion ; but 4ie 
likewife bkfled the Alnughty, that whereas at his firft 
coming hither, he fViund but feventeen Chriftians, be 
fhould now leave but feventeen Idolaters. After whicb^- 

having 
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having heartily prayed for the Converfion of Infidels^ 
and the Confjfmation and E^citioti of thafe tiwt 
were turned to God, he calmly and peaceably re- 
figned up his Soul into the Hands of his Heavenly 
Creator in the tnidft of his Friends and Difciples^ 
by whon[i he was honourably buried in the Church, 
which he himfelf had ere£^ed at Neocasarsa. He 
IS fuppofed to have departed this Life in the Reign 
of df(& Ettpexw Dt^cifeiiAJR:^ ^bout tlte Ywr wt^orxx 
LoiD 265. 
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The LIFE of St. DENNIS, Bifhop of 
Alisxandria, w!io was banifhed into a Wildcnie(s in 
Lybia. 




ST. Dennis was in all probability born at Alexakt 
DRiA, wlKrc his Father feenxs to be a Perfon of. 
confiderable Quality, and to have lived in fome Splcn- 
4o^ : He was bred in the Gentile Religion, and con*

vextei to tlie Triitli by ^ Vifion and Voice tliat fpokc' 
tohiniy as h^ hin^Wf relates ; apd by diligent readii^, 
what Book^ ca?ne into his Handg, and an impartial 
Examination of the Things <?ontained in them. After - 
bis youthful Sti^dies, he put himfelf un^er the Con^ 
dndt of die renowned Oi^igen, wjio was then Mailer 
of a famous School at Alexandria, '^vbtre he became 
a Proficient in Philgfophy aDdChriftiaxi L^dlures, wlutb 
were ^here Taught, In the Year 232, Pemetrius, 
]Bifliop of Alexandria being dead, Hiraclas, one 
of OriP{:n's Schol u's, and his SviccefTor to t|ie Cate- 
chetick Sfbool, fucceeded in bis rcc^m, upon whofe 
removal Dennis, then Prefljyter of the Church, was 
advanced to his Place 5 wherein he a^cd v^^th fuc|i ge- 
neral Applaufe and Satisfaftion, that upo.n the Death 
cf Her AC LAS, who was Eilhop fifteen or lixteen Year^ 
none was Thought fo fit to be ag^in bis SuccefTor as 
DenniSi and he \sras a9cordi(igly pi^dc Biftipp. Th^ 
f rfl; Years of hi^ Charge wc^re calm and peaceable, til} 
Decius fuccecding in the Empire, fell to perfecutlnn^ 
^c Chriftians with tlie utmoll Violence, whereof the 
phi^rch of Ale-^andria ha^ a heavy Portioi^. 

Indeed, the Perfecu^ion begm\ a Yea^ before, wlulc 
the Emperor Philip was alive, upon this Occafion : A 
pertain Gentile Priell or Poet, flirred up the People <)f 
Alexandria, who were naturally Zealous for their 
guperftitign) to revenge the parrel of tjieir Qods. 

* WhcrcuppiJ 
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Wher5ajx>fi the Multitud* with uncoxitroulcd Fury 

fell upon the Chriftians, accounting the Barbarities 

toward them to be the only Iiiftance of Piety to their 

'Deities ; and fcizing upon atr aged Man named Me- 

TRAs, they would have obliged him to blafphscme jEn 

%vt Christ; which he reftifing, they beat him with 

Clubs, pricked him in the Face aod Eyes mth fharp 

Reeds, and afterwards leading him into the Subuibs, 

ftjoned him tt>. Death- The next Day they laid Handd. 

updo a Woman called Quihta, and carried her to the 

Heathen Temple, who refufing i6 woHhip the Idol, 

they dragged her upon the fiiarp Stontfe through the . 

Stitrcts of the City by the f'ect, dafhed htfr agadftft the 

Pavementy fcowged hqr with Whips, and at lengd^ 

mutdercd her. 

AroLtLONiA^ aR ancitnt ViTgin, being aj^iiTehjeade^K 
fiie had all her Teeth daftied put, and was thti^atened 
to be burttt aKvc, who dellritig her cruel Pferfeca;6r» 10^ 
allow her a lilllq Refpite, Ihc of' her own accord leaped 
cfcearftilly itkto the Flames ami was burned. The Ro-. 
MiftH Chinrch cclcbratca the Death cf thia ^fertyr ti^h 
the higheft Veneration ; extolling her for the Nobility, 
of her Birth, the emineiit Virtues and Piety of her Life, 
her Humility, Challity, fervent Jtevotions, frcqucni 
yaftittgs, &.C. 

•[Though we fiiid not the feaft mention of any bf 

thjcxa 
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them 10 any ancient Writer : They fay, that a Voice 
from Heaven tc^d her, that (he was the Spouse of 
Christ, aod that God had ^^ranted her what (he sdked; 
they make her to be th« Reliever of all that are troubled 
with the Teeth gr Head-ach ; and io fevcral Prayeti 
4)f their Church, they befeech God, that by her Inter- 
ccffion, they may be cured of tbofe Pains. Nay^ thcf 
Add]?efs their Prayers to her, That (be would intercede 
with the Almighty on their Behalf and by her Paflioa 
obtain for them the Remiffion of all their Sins, which 
by the Ttcth and Mouth they had committed, by Glnt- 
tony and Evil-fpeaking: And a great Number of Mi- 
racles are reported of her, but efpecially, that of the 
vad Multiplication of her Teeth ; for befides great 
Numbers thai are prefcrved as Relicks in Foreign 
Churches, we are told, that our King Edwaiip being 
&fflL^ed with the Tpoth-ach, commanded all Saint 
Apollonia's Teeth in the Kingdom fhould be fbught 
out, and fcut him ; which being done, there were fo 
ttiany brought in, that fev.eral, great Tuns could net 
hold them; fb that it feems (he had ample amends made 
,for thofc few Teeth which fhe loil at the Time- of her 
2rfartyrdom. 

The Air-EXANDMAN Perfccution increafed daily, the 
Chriilians Ho.ufes being broken open and phmdcrjed, 
their Adverfaries burning what they coiild not 'Cfarpy 
ftway ; and a Chriiitan c;ould not ftir abroad Night nor 

Bay, 
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Diiy, but tlifv prcfcntly cried out. Away with hiih to 
tbc Fli^. And though while they quarrelled amon^ 
thfmfelvcs, the Chrifllafts had a little Breathing-time . 
3-ct when Decius had defeated and killed his Mafter 
Philip, and ufurped the Empire, his bloody Edifts 
arrived at Allxandria, whleh enlivened the Heathen^ 
Rage and Cruelty j Perfont of all Ajes, Qualities and 
Profcilions being tortured and executed, with all Man^ 
ncr of Seventy ; and Multitudes flying into the Moun* 
tain's and Woods, were famifhed with Hunger and 
TLir.1, fiarved wlih Cold, weakened with Dlfeafes^ 
furfrized by Thieves, and torn in Pieces with wild 
Beafls ; and many fell into the Hands of the Arabs 
and Saracens, and were thereby reduced lo a ftatc df 
Slavery worfe than Death itftlf. In this tenible Time 
of Trial, m-my revolted fiom the Faith, whilft otbcrs 
maintained it with an invincible Courage; and inimy^ 
that were Enemies embraced the fame; of which we 
read the following Inftancc : A Perfon who was Judged 
to be a Cliriflian, and ready to renounce his Religion, 
being brought before the Tribunal, two of the Guards 
that waited at the Door, fcoffcd at him, and derided 
Lim with the utmoft Scorn and Malice; but foon aftdr 
came into the Court, and boldly dcclaied themfelves to 
be Chriftians, and ready to undergo all Torments for 
their Profeflion ; at which the Judges were flrangely 
furprized, and trembled. And Sentence being paOM 
upon them, they went out of the Court, rejoicing in the

Paring thefe Tragical Times, it pleafed God to 
prefers Dehnib from Death, as a perfon emiaeadir 
ufeful ia the Church, though he likewiie bore a Pai^ 
jla the qo^ninon Calam|ty<; for Sajbinus, the 'Pr^ieStf 
havtag re<peiyed the 5«iperor'a Grders, he inftaqtly 
^jj^atcjbed Fi^umentarius, a Military Serjeant, tp 
apiuncheiid him» who fearched all Places where hf 
thought^ he might coAceal himfelf, but never came 1^ 
tiA 4nrtt>iioufey coocludiog^e ^o6ld not dare to ftitif 
at Motxkt i and yet here )ie contiiftidd feveral Days ex* 
peeing the ccaiing:of the Ofiicers. At length bcnog 
ynuned xd Gob, h« left tus H^uie, attended with hi» 
Servants sudd fome of the Bfnethr^ ; but not long aftef 
f(4iiifft6the'Haiid8of the Soldiers, and having'r^ceivci 
^b SSnteBcCy was cbndut^ed to a-Uttle Town not fat 
froA Alexandria, tb<r4 probably to be beheaded wit6 
loft Hoife and Clamour. 

In the mean Titnc^ Timotheus one of his FViend% 
knowing nothing of his "being apprehended, came to 
the Hoiife where he had l^en, and feeing z, Guard of 
^Uters ilanding ^t the Door, haftened away with much 
Amais^mcTTt. A Coiihtry-man meeting him, and ep* 
^ttiringr vv'^y he made fuch halle; he gave lum an im* 
jfe F f pcrfca 
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perfeft Account of the Matter. This Man was going 
to a Marriage -flipper, where they ufual^y fat up all 
Night; and being come hither," acquainted- the Cotn- 
pany with what he had Heard ; who being heated with 
Wine and Merry, they all ran out of Doors, and with 
great Shouting came to the Place where St. Dk^jiii 
was. The Guard hearing fiich a'Noife- and Cbnftilion 
at that Time of Night, left thcJ^ Prifoneri and ran 
away, whom the Rabble coming irf, found in* Bed : 
He fuppofmg them to be Thieves, was reachwg MW 
Cloaths that lay by him to give them, btit "rti^^ditf* 
manded him to rife prefently, and go' along wkk them; 
upon which} he underftaniltng what they catAe about, 
befought them to leave him, and depart^ or^at leail to 
behead him; but they -compelled him toi^fife, and 
when he had thrown hiihfelif tipbn the '"Grdond^ they 
began to drag him out by the Hands 'aid-Feet^ but 
foon after left him, aiid turned to their Ikunken 
Sports. After wh^ch Caius 'and Faustus, PETSit 
and Paul, Prefbyters,* and his Fellow-Priibners took 
iilm up, and l(;jiving the Town, fet him updi "an 
Afs, ^iid conveyed him into a defolate Wildernefa in 
Lybi.a. 

After St. Dennis hadpafled over the fliort Reign of 
Galli's, Decius his SuccelTor not taking warning -by 
his Prfdecefibr's Errors, ftujubled at the fame Stone ; 
and when he found all Things quiet and peaceable, 

feU 
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fell to perfccuting of the Chriftians, whofe Prayers to 
the Almighty fecured the JPeace and Profperity of the 
Empire ; yet this was but a preparatory Storm iu 
comparifon of that raifed by Valerian, who was at 
firft kinder to the Chriftians than any of the former 
Emperors, fo that his Family was full of pious and 
good Men : Bitt being feduced and deluded by an 
Arch Magician of Egypt, he was prevailed upon to 
perfecute them, when this Conjuror reprefented as 
Perfons who by wicked Charms hindered the Empe- 
ror's Profperity, only becaufe they had Power over 
his Daemons and Evil -Spirits, whom they ufually ba- 
niihed only with the fpeaking of a Word ; and per- 
fuaded him to maintain Sacrifice and Divinations by t)bie 
Blood and Entrails of Men and Beafts, with other Hca-- 
then Ceremonies, as the ready Way to make him happy: 
Whereupon Edifts were publifhed every where againll 
the Chriftians, and they cxpofed to the Rage of the 
Multitude. 

St. Dennis being returned from his Solitudes to 
Alexandria, he accompanied with fome of the Cler- 
gy, addreffed themfelves to jEmilian, the Governor, 
who did not abfolutely forbid, but endeavoured to per- 
fuade them to leave off" that Way of Woifhip ; prc- 
fuming others would quickly follow their Example. 
But they anfwered, It was better to obey God than 
Man, affuring him, they would worftiip none but the 

True 
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True GoD» and would nercr r^nouno^ tbeir Cbnfii^ 
Frofcflioo. 

The Governor told tbeip. That the Romak Eaip^- 
ton were wiHiug to <h^w thepi Kindftcfs ^d Favour* 
provided they would adore the Qods that wcr? ]Pr9,t,e<c- 
tors of the Empire^ and he hoped they would be morq 
grateful than to refufe it. The Biihop repll^cds ihax 
every one worfliipped tbofe whom they thought to be 
Godsy but tlicy adored and fervcfi only one God, who 
48 the Creator of the Worlds and who ^ve th#t Gp-^ 
vernment to the Ex^perors ; to whqm they oSfXpi up 
I>aily Prayers for tbe Happincfs of thp Ejnpire* Tbc 
Governor infilled. That if he were a. God» none hin- 
dered them ffom Worfhipping him, together with theaa. 
who were truly Gods, they not being to Worfhip Qwq 
God, but Gods. Dsi^Nis aAfwered^ We cannot Wor^ 
ftiip any other. I fee-, replied ^mh.xan, that you ar-s 
a Company of fooliih and ingrateful People^ and np| 
feniible of the Favour of our Lords the Emperors ; 
"lyherefore you fliall ftay no logger in the Cityj but be 
fcnt to CsPHio in the Parts of )L.yeia ; for thither, 9^- 
cording to the Emperor's Commands^ 1 refblve to ba-^ 
nifh you 5 nor fhall any of yojur Se A have, leave to keep. 
QY frequent your li/^eetings, which if any dare to atiteinpt| 
It fhall be at his Peril ; and h^ (hall be pun^ibed (vuta^ 
by to \n% Crimes : Begoue therefore to' the Placi: 
allotted you.

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This Sentence .#.a« put \rx%Q Ej^ccution with iucfe 
Expedition, that Demni^^ though Eck> ha4 XK>;t oaf: 
Day allowed to recover himfelf, and provide for Ua 
Jotiroej. He (eemed a little concerned when he v/^ss 
ifilbrnoedy that the Placf of his Baoffhme&t iv^s dic&i* 
tateof the Society of. good Men, and perpetually ex^ 
pofe4 to the Ravages of Thieve* and R^hbere; Vuf: 
vms fomewhat comforted, when he was told, that it 
iBpas near a great and populous City j though th^ Place H> 
vhich be was aiBgncd, was a rud^ and barren Tri^l: of 
Land in the Defarts of Lybu* H« was foon fbllojff- 
cd tx.) this miferable Regioi^ by great Numbers of Chn- 
ftiansfrooi Alexandria, and other Parts of Egvptv, 
When he firil arrived, he was aflaulted by the barba- 
rous Inhabitants with Showers of Stones> but in a 
ftort Time he civilized their bc&ial Manners, Con- 
verting them from Idolatry to the ChiiAian Faith* 
JVeaching up and 4own thpfe wild and difconfolatfc 
parts^ and turning the Wilderaefs into a Church. 
Neither could all the Threats of the Governor hinder 
tke Cbriftians from Affcmbling at Ai.exandria> though 
^eir beloved Biihop was taken from them, and tbougK 
be proceeded with the utmofl Rigour agaioit all that 
ifcre brought before him, killing gr^at Numbers, tor- 
H^tnling others upon the Rack, loading others with 
Cbaip^s and tJirowing them into liltiiy Dungeons. Ua- 
der a}l which Affli^ions God fupported their Spirits^ 
^4 ^ei^nt^t^ Qtbiecs to fvpply theoi with Ni^ceffarita 

V'liilc 
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wliflc they were in Pnfoil, and to Tcntuic their Lives 
to inter the Bodiies of the Martyrs. 

Valerian the Emperor being taken Prifoner by the 
King of Persia in the Year 259, Galibnus his Son 
iuled; who having obferved, that .while his Father 
fiiToUrftd the Chriftians, he was very fuccefsfiil ; but 
when he began to perfecute them the Divine Ven- 
geance purfued \\\m^ he Thought it more prudent to 
fuffer them to Exercife their Religion fecurely, which 
he did by the followiug Edict, 

* Galienus, Emperor, &c. To Dennis, and the 
Reft of the Biflidps. We have given Order, that 
our Indulgence (hall be extended throughout the 
World ; and that all Religious Places ftiall be freed 
from Force and Violence. Wherefore ye alfo may 
freely enjoy the Benefit of our Edi6l, fo that no Man 
ihairdare to vex or moleft you, &c. 

The like Orders he fent to the other BIfhops, giving 
them the free leave of their Coemiteria, where they 
buried their Dead, and held often Religious Aflcmblies. 
The good Bifhop was hardly fettled at Home, when 
another Accident forced him to retire; for -ZEmilia- 
Nus the Praefed, partly by his own Ambition, and 
partly by an unhappy Accident, took upon him rite 
JEmpire, the Roman Army in Egypt joining with him 

bo,U 
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both put of diflike to.GALiENUs, and AfFedion ta 
JEmiiAVf who was a briik a£tivie,Man. Galienus 
having Intelligence hereof, ordered .Thepdotus, liis 
General,- to mai-ch with an Army into thofe Parts, who 
beiieged the .City of Alexandria, and reduced it to 
great EJpctfemityi.; there, being l^l^cwife tw^ Factions in 
the. Town, and one declaring fo^. Galienus, andtfe 
other for ^milian, fo that there was no Commerce 
between them ; and Dennis having. Occafion to tranr- 
a6l with his Friends by Letters, tells us. It was fafbr 
for 'a Man to travel from Eafl taWefl:, than to pafs 
from one Fait of Alexandria to another, fp barbaroift 
andunhumari were the Outlrages com flatted .there. 

At length, Qalienus's Party, prevailed to let in 
Th toDOTUsand his Army, who- feized the T)-rant 
^MiLiAN, aijd being* fent to the Emperor, he caufed 
him to bi flrangled in Prifon. 

• The: Region of this lower World isilormy anuteiii- 
pefluQUs, and one Wave perpetually prcfles upon the 
neck of another- After this Perfccution was abated* 
a civil War, *a»d cruel Famine fucceeded ; and no 
fooner were they over, but a terrible Plague 'enfucd, 
iwhich over-run City and Country, and carried olF 
what the Fury^ of the late Wars had left, there 
not having been known. in any Age ({aith the Hif- 
twian). fo great a Deftru^ion of Mankind, Thw 

Peftilence 
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Pcftllence had continued fome Years in divers Partt 
4)f tlie Empine^ and now invaded Alcxakdria, nioH^. 
iwg down both Chriftians and Gentiles Without ck* 
ceptioii, all Places being filled with dying-groans^ 
and mourniDg for the Dead» for thofc that were 
Bpoii thcit T^iuieral-bcds ; it bririg fomewhat" like the 
great Eg'yptian Plagne^ whcii tJiere was a great Cry'; 
for here was not an Houfe wli^re there was not bnlj- 
one but many dead. 

In thifi lamenttible Time the Chriftiantf out of tbeif 
fuper-abundant Charity^ vifited and adminiftered- td 
thtir Brcthrcri" irho wcrt; infcfted, vnlRnglyi ta^ng 
tlieir Pains and Diftempers upon them, and them. 
felvts ocpiring witH them. The Gentiles on the cun- 
trary, put off all Serife of . H^imanity, and when any

avoid. About this Time feveral Herefics wete^broach- 
cd in the Church ; upon which, a Syn6d wasf called 
at Antioch, to which St. Dennis was invited; bnt 
his Age and Inlirmities rendered him incapable of 
taking fo great a Journey ; foon after which' he died, 
in the eleventh Year of the Emperor Oa lien us, and 
of Ckhcst 265. when he had b^n feventeen Yeart

The young Empf ror bcjng dc^ccived Ky tlid AUur^^ 
intntrf of his Mother, grew quickly to embnaoc iict 
Herefies^ and at^^ength Gdrnmunioated - hi& Mind to 
Ambrose, fuppofing, that if he could bring him o^cr 
to his Opimon, he fftould caiily everconpte the roft of 
the Bifhope. But A^^brose reminded him of the Piety 
and Sincerity Cff his Father, cxliorting'. hkn to defteiid 
the true Cliriftian ^aith which he h^d rcocitisd fmai 
him, with the fame pare as he weuM defend his Em-^ 
fnre y (hewhig hm^ l^at the Doftrine of the Ar{av{( 
was AxYtddj contrary to the Do^lrine of Gbsaist^ and 
ftia Holy ApofUcs, and that the Opinion of the Or- 
thod«;« Clergy \vas moft agreeable thereto, Bm^ the 
young Prince was fo iiifetiiated with the Eit^ir of hh. 
Mother, that defpifing good Coanfcl, and being mflamcd[ 
with Wrath, he fiirrounded tlie Ghi^rch where Auibrq^e 
was, with a great Number of Spldiert, ttiakiitg there- 
■fvith to terrify him. But when he fav the. Valiant 
Chkmpion of CHiisT was no "Ways affrighted, hfi fijB 
into a Rage, and commanded him to come out of tha 
Temple: To whom Ambr€>3* anfwercd, That T will 
never willingly do ; pckt:er will I hetray the SIvsepfofei 
of my Sheep to the W-olv^s, Ror deliv^er up the Tern- 
jik of Goo td Blafjhemers ;• but if you.pleafe to, take 
away my Life, here is my Brcaft, pierce it either with 

your 
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ydur SWofd or your Spear, ^ndiich yoti pleafe ; for I aar 
wiUiflg to tihbrace fuch a Death* Thit refoliite Aa* 
f^^cl", mede'thle Emperor withdr2t7. 

Some Time bcA)re this, THEooositrs the Great 
Rejgnbg ia the £aft, there happened a great InfiiF*- 
4^iOB in the City of Thessalonica, which the Ma^ 
-j^rafes mdeavoured to appeafe, they were not oiHy 
^tflbftifed^nd -rtproacHed, but ftoned to Beat^ by Hut 
liirid«3 Multitude. Theouosiub having aii Accoual 
•^ itf >A'ft8'eKtreato!y incenfed -againft the Citizens, and 
•fait an AxTAy, who (lew fevtn T^iouiand of th;eia, 
■ffife Innocent fuffering wjth the Guilty, without ever 
^examining the Fai^, or proceeding judicially agaiaft 
them. 

After this Theoijosi us marched into the Weft, a- 
:j|faihft the "Tyrant MA:JciMy8, and having obtained a 
*^€at- ViA<Jry, he went to Mihn ; as he was about to 
^^qatertlibe Church, AMfiRoss met him at the Door, -aod 
■ Bkm fiddr^fted bim : 

.. < 'Tis. probable, O Emperor, that you are notCen- 
j^le of the heinoufnefs of the Murders that were com- 
oiitted by your Command ; neither when your Wratk 
was appeafed did you by Refieflion w eigh the gieatnels 
. Wf your Crime. For k may be the grandecr of your 
Imperial Dignity would not fufFer you to acknowledge

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your Sins, anJ your Honour blinded yoiir Rcafon : 
JBut you opgbt to conlidcr tlic Weaknefa aud Frailty of 
IIuTnirl Nature, aiid. to cafl down your Eye* upqn 
your Motlicir Ear Ji, From whence you had your Origfi* 
nal, and to vvlsich you ihuft return : Ncitbier fhould the 
Splehd6r bf your Purple Robciif |:nrn away your 
ThoUglit* from conlideriiig the Frailty .of the Bod^y 
which is.fhrouJed in them. Remember that you Rule 
over thofe who arc of the fame Nature with you» and 
*re therefore your FeDow Servants : For , God the 
Crt^ator of the Unlverfe is King, and Lord over all 
Mankind \ how then can you lift u^ your Eyes to his 
Temple who is I-brd of all f With what F^ect can ycni 
tread hli Conits ? Ho^v dare you lift up thofc Hand* 
that are de tiled with Blood and Murder ; or with thofe 
ilaads receive the Holy Sacrament of tl^e Body of 
CHRist ; 6t put hi» Blood to yoUr Mouth, which bein^r 
inflamed with Angerv unjuilly compAcanded the (heddia^ 
of fo much innocent BIobdL Depart tlierefofCy and 4o 
ikot aggravate your former Traafgreifiou by, adding a 
hew one thereto. But fuhmit to that Bond of £xcoA« 
kniiulcation that thte I-^rd of all doth from Heaven im* 
pofe upon you *; uhich upon your fihccre Repentance 
lliath fufficient Power to cure the Difeafes of y6ur Soul^ 
and rcllore the fame to Health. 

The pious Emperor having been religiouHy Educated, 
and bein^; fearible of the Authority of God's Mini-

ftei-i, and wBat was proper for King* to do in fuA 
Cafes, retu'rhejd to his Palace ^lih Sighs and Teabk 
Atout eight Months after, the Feftival of CdRisT^ 
Nativity happened, during which Timi the Em^dSJlb 
cootinued in his Palace full of Remdrfe and Sonroi^l 
Which RuFFiNiJs the Mafter of his Houfliold \akih^* 
Notice of, defired to know the Caufe of his tjrief, ht 
being hie great Favourite. The Empersr Vith ricncW^ 
Lamentation, anfwered ; Surely thou doft mbck xne> 
ilvFFiNus, or elfe art ignorant of the great AJBii^^ioSk 
and Mifery that I am under. Have not I caufe to bfe* 
wail my Calamity, when I cohfider that the Church oT 
Gob is open to my Servant, yea, to Beggarfe> who have 
free Leave to enter and pour out theit Supplicatiobft to 
'Almighty Gol>; and that not only that 'Place, hUt 
Heaven itfelf is (hut agamU me : For that Saying bf 
6ur Savioijr is ftill in iny Mind, Whofe Sih« you bind 
©a £ahh, are bound in Heaven. Rufpinus repKcij 
If It pleafe yoiir Majefty, I will run to the Biihop, inA 
carneftly and importiinately in'treat him to free you frouiL 
this Bond. But I doubt, faid the Emperor, yoU ^tU 
hot be able to prevail with him \ for 1 kftow the Sen^ 
thence of Ambrose is To jufb and upright, that he Will 
ibot violate tiie Law of God for fear of the Imperial 
^ower. When Ruipfikub could not be fatisfied^ 
Ibut engaged that ht would prevail with Am- 
ikosB, the Emperor bid him go before, and that 
Hk he 
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he himfelfy hoping he might fucceed, would foiled 
him. 

As foon as Ambrose faw Ruffinus, he thus at- 
tacked him, * Thou fecmeft, Ruffinus, to imitate 
the Impudence of Dogs ; for though by thy Perfuafion 
that Bloody Maflacre wa» committed ; yet thou halt 
fo ftceled thy Face, as not to be afhamed or grkvedl 
that in thy Madnefs thou haft committed fuch Outrages 
againft the Image of God. Ruffinus endeavoured by 
all plaufibk Excufes to pacify him, acquainting him 
that the Emperor would be prefently there. Ambrose 
being inflamed with an Holy Zeal, replied, * I proteft^ 
Ruffinus I will forbid him Entrance into the Church; 
and if ht turn his Power into Tyraany, I am willing to 
be (lain by bim.' Upon this Threat, Ruffinus dif-^ 
patched a Meflenger to the Emperor to defire him t» 
continue in his Palace; who meeting Theocosius in the 
Market Place, acquainted him with His Errand, Yet I 
will gOy fald the Emperor, that I may undergo the jult 
Reproofs which arc due to me. When he came to the 
Church Door, the Bifhop met him, whom he deiired 
to Abfolve him from the Excommunication. Ambros e 
plainly told him, that his coming thither was Tyranni- 
cal, and that he was an Enemy to God, and had tram- 
pled his Laws under his Feet. The Emperor anfwered^ 
I do not infringe thofe I^aws with an obllinate Mind^ 
fiKither do I defire forcibly to enter into the Church ; 

but 
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but do entreat thee to Abfolve me, afld to difcover 
to me the C'emency of him who is Lord of all 
Thi/ig8 ; neither oughteft thou to ihut thefe Doors 
againft me, which he opens to all that truly repent of 
their Sins. • . 

* What Repentance, fays Ambrose, do you fhe^ 
After committing fo grievous a Sin ? What Medicines 
l^ave you applieii to your Confcience for fealing fuch 
^loody Wounds ? It is thy Partjj replied the Emperor, 
to prepare the ^e^cine, and to apply \ ^"4 when tjie 
Wound is cpred, to remp^ve the fame^ and it is my Part 
to follow thy Dire£lion^. Becaufe, faid Ambrose, yqu 
gave Way to Anger, ^nd did not temper it with Reafon 
and Conlidcratioij, but paflfed Sentence with an inflamed 
Mind,^ I deCre you to make a Law, that all Sjjntenc^s 
pronounced in Anger fhall be. void ;. and that in all 
Cafca wliich concern Death or Confifcati^pn of Gojpds, 
thirty Days ihall intervene between the Sentence and 
Execution ; that if thjere be juft Caufe> the Sentence 
may be revoked : iV>ll4 at the End of thirty Days, tl^e 
Sentence ihall be prefeijited to you, that fp laying aii<}e 
all Anger and Prejudice, you may weigh the Caufe with' 
Judgment and CaJmnefs, and cither confirm it, or make 
it void. The Emperor judged this to be fuch prudei^t 
Advice, that he embraced it, and prefently commanded 
an Edi A to be drawn up to that EffeA, which he figncd 
^itUbisown Hand; which being done, St. Ambrose

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^bfolved Unit and the Emperor entering joyfully mo 
4ie Church, iell proi^TSte to the Ground, pronounciag 
f^at^Vcrfc of the Pfalin, My. Soul cleaveth to the Duft, 
Quicken ^U me tccording to thy Word : And then 
with many Tears and Teftimpnics of Sorrow and finccre . 
Repentance, he aifked Pardon of the Almighty, and 
"i«ra8 after^vif^rda n^ade^ fartafcer df the Sacrament of the 
]^ord'a Supper. 

Ujon a Time, a Witch £?nt an Evil Spirit to deftrey. 
Ambrose, but they returned and told her, That God 
hedged him in^ as he did his Senraat Job'. Another 
Xinie, one canje to his Bed Side with a Sword drawn, 
dqfigning to havq iilled him ; but he coul^not. ftir his 
JIand, tiU upon hia, Hepentatice ind a/kin'g him JPor- 
givenefs for, this wicked Attempt, he was by the Prayer. 
qf St. A MBROSE, reftorcd tb -the Ufe of {i again. WKeri 
Ei;GENiy&, was Emperor, Flanianus the Pwef^lft. 
dqfired Ijcave of him to build the Altar of yidlory at 
Milan ^. which- St. Abb rose hearing of, he n^tired 
ftom thence to BoNONiA ; But a while after, Eugimi- 
^stand Flavian us going to Wir againft Theodosios, 
% returned again ta Mi Lan, a Stable for Horfes : Btit\ 
^e Divine. Providence pre^eiited thenij for EuGF.Kt^s 
tB;aai(lain by his own Soldiers, and TriEopoRus got the

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^t, Ambrose w^4 very AbHeinioiiSj, frequent la 
Watching and Prayer, diligent ia \Vritipg, pcyer 
pining bat on the Lord's-33ay. lie waj very Coura- 
geous in Defence of the Truth ; and merciful to the 
Poor and Captives : Hc would weep when he heai>i of 
the Death of any pious Pallor, When he was upon hit 
Death-bed, he appointed Simplicianus, f good OU 
&Ian to fuccee^ hinij> and continued Inftant in Prayer 
to.^he laft Moiiient, Hc departed this Life th^ Third 
Year of the Emperor Theodosivs, in the Year of 
C PRIST 327. He ufcd to fay, When Gold is offered 
thee, tjiou doft not reply, I. will come again To-morrow 
and receive it^ bi^t art glad of prefent PolTcilion : But 
.the Salvation be freely offered for our Sods, yet few 
Men haften, but moft delay^to partake of it. Again, 
It is little to be regarded how much thou giveft, but 
with what Mind. It is not Liberality when thou takeft 
from one by Opprefpon, and beftcweft it upon another* 
Again, A clear Confcieaqe ought not to be concerned 
at any Slanders and Reproaches that are cad upon 
liim ; nor to Think that they have more Power to 

• condemn than his own Confcience hath to Juftify him. 
Again, To die for the, true Faith, is the burial of aU 
Vices iand Faults, and the final Mortilication of all 
our Members, whereby the filthy Streams of Sia 
arc dried up in an Inftant. It is a voluntary Sacri- 
ficing of the whole Man, Soul and Body to the ) lOrd ; 
the greateft and higheii Sei-vicc wc can do him upon

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Earth. I have no more to remark coAcerning thi& 
excellent Perfon, than to ^dd, the Charafter given of 
him by a Pen that could not err, he was a good xnanj, 
full of Faith, and of the Holy Ghoft. 
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ThcLIFE of St. CHRYSOSTOM, Bifhop of 
Constantinople. With God^s Judgment upon the 
. Bifliop of Chalcedon his Adverfary. 
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JOHN CHRYSOSTOM was born in Antioch, a 
•City of C/elosyria; he was defcended of the No- 
ble Race of Senators. He d*;iigned at firll to apply 
himfelf t« the Study and Pradice of the Politics, but 

when 
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when \it perceived what ah unrighteous J-ife they ledi 
he declined that trouBlcfome and dangerous Gourfe, and 
betook hihifelf to a more retired Conditiob ; aiid chang- 
^ ing hid Habit and Converfation, addidled himfelf 
wholly to the Study of the iSacred iScnptiur«8> and how 
he might be moft ufcful to the Church of God ; pet- 
fuading Theodorus and Maximus, hii Fellow Stu- 
dents in the School of LiBANiui^-to rehouncie that 
EmiJoyitie.ntwkich was wholly fet upoa GiauA ai&<i. filthy 
LucrCi and to follow his Example, and be ccnitouted 
with. a little. He was a» Aflbciate of S^/Ba81l» and 
was made CaUchiil and Readcx: of the ChuFcb of Aw- 
TiocH, by the BiChop of Jer99Albm> ajid s^ftctwiirdd 
Frefbyter of that Church by fev/iGRiuiJ, vAv^ was 
Blfhop tbereof. 

H< was tcry Temperate and Aiifterfe m kis X4fei 
ki^ mther Severe than Courteous in his DeportAiibht; 
he difregarded the Thiags of this World, and by Rea« 
fon of Hts plain arid fittcer^ Mcaaing was often deceived. 
. He was very Copious in his I^ifccHirfcy and piinfijil and 
diligent in his Miniftry, end^vc^fihg to rcfon» the 
Lives and Maimers of his Auditors, ajid. ha^: ^ (U^pel- 
ient Faculty in peraiadlng, above afl^ the Men of that 
Age. He was frequent arid earn eft inireproving of 
Bin, and privately Dealt with fuch as were^andaloui 
with fo much Fervour, as. if he hxmfelf> as w^ as the 
Almighty, had been wronged ahd dishonoured b.y 

them. 
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tfaeni. Htteby he beciimc acceptable am^ng the cain-' 
moil Peopk, but wds maligned by the Great and Rich^C 
who ufually take more Liberty in breaking the Laws of 
God. However th« Fame of hid Learningr fpread over 
all the Roman Empire ; fo that the Bifhoprick of 
GoNSTANTiNo^LT being void, he vvas Thought moll 
\^orthy to fucceed therein, being unanimoufly eleflei* 
both by the Clergy and People, the Emperor Theo-' 
dtisius himfctf likewifc approving their Choice^ and 
fending MefTengers to bring him thither. 

In the mean Time, the Emperor convbcatcd a Sy- 
nod, that thereby his Ordination to the Bifhoprick 
tiiight be confirmed. Asterius, tlic Pracfeft of the ' 
East, having received the Emperor's Letters, fent tb^' 
Antioch to Chrysostom, as if he meant to confer' 
with him, and upon his coming, took him up into hi» 
Co^ch, and carrying him to Fiuga, delivered him to? 
the Emperor's MefTengers; ufing this Privacy to pre- 
vent any Sedition among the Antiochians, who he 
knew would nevtr have fufftred hifn but by Force ta 
have been taken from them". When he came to Con^ 
sTANtiNOPLE, he was ordaihcd j^nd fcalcd in that Dio- 
cefs, and then made it his firfi Bufinefs to infpe^ inid 
the Lives and Con vcrfations of his Clergy, corredinff 
and reproving fome, and calling others that were Re- 
fractory and Scandalous, out of the Churclu By hit 
Government and Minillry he, by Gop's Bk-ffng, con- 
II I i verted 
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vorted many Pagans to Clirillianity, and reduced feveral 
Hereticks from their Errors ; and at length he grew fo 
popular, and fuch Multitudes reforted to hear hk Ser* 
mons, that they were ready to fUfle one another. 

About this Time St. Chuysostom was informed^ 
that the Churches in. Asia were generally governed by 
liavorthy Brfhpps, who either for Affedion of Bribes 
preferred unfit Perfons to theMiniflrys whereupon he 
went to ErHEsusy and after he had thoroughly examin«> 
ed the Matter, he depofed thirteen Bifhops, confti- 
tutifig Perfons bf m^re Honefty and Ability in -their 
Rooms. This Proceeding occafioned the deprived 
Prelates and their Adherents to ralfe many Slanders 
againil him, accuiing him as a Violater of the Laws of 
their Coimtry, and fticred up Eutrofius, an Eunuch 
belonging to the Emperor, and his great Favourite, 
and efteemed as his Father, who was alfb one of the 
Confuls of the City, againft him. This Eut&opius 
l^rocureda Law to be enadcd, That Malefadors taking 
Sanduary in the Church, fhould be drawn from thenctr, 
And punifhed according to their Demerits; fooa after 
be bimfelf was accufed for forae Abufc to the Emprefs, 
wbercupon. he fled to the Church and lay under the 
Communion Table. Chrysostom being to Preach 
next Day, took OcCafion to reprove the Pride and In- 
(blcnce of great Men, and to infift upon the Vanity 
and Uncertainty of ail wordly Pomp and Glory. And 
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9 wh3c after Eutropxvs was draggtd ont of tbe Chnreh 
purfuant to hia own Law, and beheaded. 

The Arians about this Time being by tbe Emperof 
removed out of all the ChurcKe,* of CoKSTANTfwerLE, 
held their Meeting in the Suburbs in the Night, where 
they compofed cerltai^ flymns and Songs in Favonr of 
their own Hereffes, and reftefling upon the Oithodos, 
which they Sung hi the Morning about the Streets^ ; 
Chrtsostom fufpeftfnp- fbme of his. Peiop^e mig;bt be 
deluded by thefe Pra£l*w*:8, exhorted them ta pradicc 
the like in theh* own Vindication, whereupon the 
Heretkks being enraged, they fell upon the Ortho- 
dox, fo that fome on both fides were flain f which lb 
tncenfedthe Emperor, that he forbid all the AflcmbUet 
of the Arians; Chrysostom ftill gaining more trpon 
the Afiedtions of the Peoj^le both by his Adions and 
bis Pr^chin^, 

Yet many of the Potent and Wealthy Clergy hated 
him V for his impaitial Reproving of them,, as well ^$ 
others, wboiri he fometimes expofed by Name, efpe- 
cial!y f«cb as. abufed th^r Riches to Pride, Luxury, 
and Incontinency, whom he laboured by- aH Means to 
reduce to a Virtuous LiR?. Some of them reproached 
him as a paffionate, implacable, and unfociablc Perfon, 
never inviting any Man to his Table, nor going to any 
Fea^ when he was invited; endeavouring th(pr^by to 
• alienate 



, alienate the Affe^ions of the Pec^l^ f(opi him; though 
the true Reafqn of h^s not being preCent at any pu.Uic 
Entertainment, was becaufe of his great Temperance 

• and hard Studies, wheseby he contracted Ki^cums, the 

. H^ach-achy and other X>iflempert. 

TJierc now arofe a great Contention amongCt ^he 
^onks of £GYi>Ty fpme of the more Ignorant and Il- 
literate, afferting. That God had a Body like a Man, 
.Theofhilus, l^ifliop of Alexandria, was of this 
jQpinion, and difcountenancing thofe that oppofcd i^, 
,they went to Constantinople to coinplain of binoi to 
the Emperor and to Chrysostom. John receiyed 
them courteoufly, and admitted them to the Prayct* 
pf the Church, but not to the Sacrament till th^nr 
Caufe was heard before the Emperor ; but it being 
reported, that he had admitted them, THEoj^Hibus 
was extremely offended, and contrived how to put Ijiip 
out of his Bifhoprick ; and engaging Epiphaniug, 
]^{hdp-of Salamins, in Ctpras, (^a Man famous for 
|iis Life apd Learning) by flattering Letters tp join 
vith him, they prevailed with the Emperor to Summpn 
|i great Council of Bifliops to meet at Const^ntinq- - 
?LE, ^piPHANius approaching near the City, Chry- 
ISOStom and all his Clergy went with all refpeft tQ 
peet hini : but he foon perceived that the Calumi^ie^

(^ooRciIy they againi candemned Origin's Books, and 
Summoned John tp appear before thcm» and anfwer 
what was charged againft him ; who refufod to go till 
he might firft k^ow bis Accufess, and the Crimies ob- 
je^cd agaiuft him before a free CotmcQ, faying, * X 
am not fo much a Fool as to appear before fuch Biihop% 
as are Aiy profeffcd Enemfe^ and to allpw them to bc- 
my Judges,; Mofl of the Bifiiops were ipcenfed at^ hin. 
Anfwer, only DiMETRitTs and fome. few other that 
favoured Chrtsostom, departed out of- the CotinciL 
Whereupon the reft caufed John to be called fonr 
Times, and becaufc he did not appear, but ^pealed 
to a general Council, they depofed him; the Tidii^ 
whereof being brought to Con»tanti.?jople, the whole 
pity was in an Uproar, and tjicy guai3ded.his.Houfe 
^11 Night, left be fliould be carried out of the Gityi 
crying out, that he fliouId hav^ been heard* before a 
fvll and free Synod. But the Emperor orjjering him 
to be fent into Banishment, the third Day after his

DcpofitioB) he fecretlj forrendcrcd kimfelf into hk 
Adveriaries Handsy and was conveyed away; this be- 
iflg known^ occafioned a Mutiny^ and many thai be*'" 
fcre hated htm^ now pitied hia Condition, affirxniag^ 
that be was Falfdy accufed, and Treacheioufly dealt 
mith, and escclainicd againit the Emperor, aad the 
CottQcil, but mofi of all againfi TuEOfiiiLus, whom

Hereupon the Emperor caufed CHarsosToif to be 
lent for again with all Speed by an Eunuch belonging 
to the Emprefsy who found him at P&enemtum^ a 
Jilart Town over again^ Nicomxdia, and brought hint 
beck toward Const am ti«n<iple« However he refolycd 
not to filter the City till his Imiocency wag ckared* 
add he was acquitted by the Sentence of the Judges^ 
. and thereupon Hayed in the Suburb caUed Mariana i 
whei^upon the People £dl to Reproaching the Magi^ 
Urates, and necefQtated him to retumtiome. At hin 
coming into the City great Multitudes met him, a^i 
brought him to the Chiu^h with great Refped« re- 
4ueiling him to continue thetr Biihop, and to be In-^ 
ftaat in Pjrayer for the Peace and profperous Edatcjof 
dM-Chl^ch of Gpd* 

.. After this a $ilTer Statute of the Esnprefs Eudoxia^ 
W9$ erected upoa a MarUc Pillar near the Church

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caflidWisDoAf, dnd Playj arid Sbews werfe ceUbVutcd 
the firfite Time;' which Chryso3tom judgfed to be'. 
very fcdndalous and diflionourable to the Chriftian Re- 
ligidni and according to his lifual Audadty aiid Li-, 
b^rty of Speeth, he fharply reproved the Authors and 
AbiJttWft of fuch Vanities: The Emprefs fuppofing 
that this was done in Contempt of her, fhe caufed 
a'tK)ther Council to b^ called together againil him; of 
which John being informed he in his next Sermon uftd 
this Exprcflion, < Herodius rageth afrefh, Stoma* 
CHETH anewy danceth a^in, ah'd feeketh the Head of 
JoifTK in a Plafiter/ Thii riiore outraged the Em|)rcf8' 
againft Hhri. AW the Birfiops being met together iff 
Council, they cabled the late Profecutions of Chry- 
s'o^tOtt tb accnfe him again, he only defirihg that 
thef if" Accufatidns might be irfrpaftially examined. lii* 
the' frt^fan Time the Emperor fent him Word j that hy 
would not comnAunicate with him till he had cUared- 
bimfelf fi-bni what was laid tb hU Chargt. But the 
Accufers,' being fthick wnth Shame, could prove nb- 
t&ui^ agatirft him^ So that the liiftiop^s p'refeht dc* 
dared,' that they ought riot to eiciamihe aiiy: other' 
Ofeflte, but o^nly" whether aft«?r his Dep6fitioft«'he liad 
KGftaflfrttiedliwrBifhbprick ag-ain without the Admiffioh 
of a C ounfel, to which he anfwered, that he ha'd'the. 
confent of fifty Bi(hops who communicated with him ; 
L^t'-yfUltiv s, Bifhiop of Akcyaaj irr Galatia rtplrcd,

.^ourfes. He was beloved and reverenced by all g<»od 
Mcq ; fo that one Time when he was like to be filenced| 
^e people cried out, * We had better w«^nt the Light 
of the Sun, than the ^rea<;hing of Chrtsostom. So^ 
HiRONius ^ftific§, that he nev^ uttered a Lie, never 
^urfed any one, npr yttere,d ^y frivoV) us Speech, no^ 
Vould Admit of any vaiij^ Spofts and faftimes. Hi^ 
i^tyle was neither too Lofty 'nor too Rlean, but fitte4 
Xp the Capacity of hi$ l^earers; ^olinef8 axifi Learning^ 
fiiined in al} his Works, H^ ftudied not to pUafe the 
Siars but to affetSi tjhe Hearts of bis Auditors, whox^^ 
lie,, ufj^d to tell^ that they, wexc> not, only, to hear,^ but 
to Exercife themfclves in pra£iiling Piety, ind^fcarch* 
ipg the Scriptures to avoid Idlenefs. He contemned 
Hiche^ and abhorred V<CQ» aj^d uf^d n^any pleaf^g 
Similitudes* 

.Theodo|ie.t calls, hinji, Tthe ejninentcft Light i^, 
the whole World.* By Authority from the Emperor^ 
he procured aH the Idols and their "Temples in Ph/e- 
wice, to be thrown down and demo1i(hed, and re-. 
Cprmed all tji? Cburchps fn As'ia, ftirring up the fcvcra\ 

Mi^ifters 
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Minifters to the Pra^icc o^ Godlinefs. He fent diveri 
Pftftors and Deacons into Scytkia, which was over* 
run by the Arian Herefy, reducing' many thereby |q 
the Orthodox Faith; and difpatched feme Minifters to 
the Scythian Nomade^, by the River Isther, to 
bring them the glad Tidings of the Gofpel» who feenseA 
to third after the Knowledge of Christ. And where- 
as one GAiB}USf a great Man in Scythia^ of a proud 
daring Spirit, importuned the Emperor to have a 
Church fc^r himfelf ai[id Follawerff, being Arians^ and 
the Emperor telling. Chrysostom that he durft not 
deny himy he defired to fpeak with him^ and in the 
Emperor's Prefencc fo daunted the haughty Tyrant 
with his (lout and refolute Speeches, that he made him 
decline his Requeft, and return without it. Yea, he 
aftenK'arda fq prevailed with Gainas, that upon hii^ 
invading the Empire, he broi^ht him not only to noaike 
Peace with the Emperor AltcADiuSj^ but to fet tbt 
Prifoners free. 

He ufcd to fay, That as a ^cat Siwvw of- Rain 
cxtinguifhcth the Force of Fire; fo Meditation on 
God's Word puts out the Tire of Luft in the Soul. 
Again, As a Boat over-loaded Sinks, fo much Wealth 
drowns Men in Perdition, Again, A Bulwark of 
Adamant is not more Impregnable than the Love of 
?rkhren. Again, As a Rock, though Winds an^*^ 
Waves bea.t ajgainft it, is immovable, fo Faith ground- 
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ed on tlie Rock Christ, holds out in all Temptations 
sad Spiritual Combats. Laftly, Tlic Devils firfl: Af- 
fault is yiolent; rciift that, and his fccond will bo 
weaker. And that being overcome, Satan proves a 
Coward. St. CHRYsost6M died in the Year of 
Christ 400. 
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TITUS FI.AVIUS CLEMENS wa«, probably, 
born at Athens. For when Epiphanius tells 
us, that feme affirmed him to be an ALEXAWDRiAKy 
others an Athknman, he might well he both ; the one 
ban^ the Place of hiB Nativity, a» the other was of

Arts and Learning But he daid not here, his infa- 
iiable Third after Knowledge made him Traverfe almofl: 
mil Bartsof the World, andconverfc with the Learned 
of «ll Nations^ that he might furni/h himfelf ^flth thd 
Knowledge of whatever was ufeful and excellent » efpe- 
cially a thorough Ac^tuaintanc^ with the Myfteties of 
the ChHRian Dodl^rte. He telk us ^f thofe lirelf 
ftnd powerful Difcoarfes, which he had the Happinelii 
to heat- frohi blefled and truly worthy, and memorable 
Perfons, who prefcrving that (incete-aiid excellent Doc- 
trine, which like .Children from the Hand* of their 
Parents, tlkcy had immediately received from Pstfri 
Jam£s, JoHky and Pavl, the Holy Apo(Ue% were by 
God's Bleffiilg c<nne dowil to hii Time, fowing thofe 
ancient and Apoftolic Seeds of Trvthi A dPaiTages 
which i doubt not £ua£Biu» intended* wheii. he fay^i 
that Clb MENS fpcaking cofoceroiog hinifdf in the ^rft 
Book of his Stromata, affirms himfelf to have been 
df the next SucceSoU f the Apofiiesi

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Of thcrfc ycnerablr Men to whof« Tuition tie com- 
mitted himfclf, he himfclf has given us fome, though 
fibfcurc Account. The firll was loMicus, a iCoblu- 
fivRiAN, whoni he heard in Greecr^ and vrhom Ba. 
aoNius CoDJedures to have been Caius, orDioNY- 
tius, Biihcip of Corinth; a fecond an EcrrTiANy 
under whoTe Difcipline he was, in ^ that Part. of Italy 
called Magna GRiF.ciA, and fince Calabiliaj hcuce 
he travrllcd into the £aft> where the firft of his Maften 
was( an Assyrian, fuppofcd by fome to have been 
DajlO£saf£s, and by others Tatian, the Scholar of 
|rsTiN Martyr; tlie next originally a Jew, of a 
very ancient Stock, whom he heard in Pal£stiiik, 
uhom Baronius will have to have been THBoruitusy 
Bifhop of C^sAR£A, (though for his Hebrew Dcfcent 
there be no Evidence among tlie Ancients) otiiers 
more probably Thkodotus^ whence the excerpta out 
of hii» Hypotypofes ilill exUnt, are ftiled, < The 
£pitomcof THfcoooTus his Oriental Do^me/ that is^ 
the DoArine which, he learnt from THEoi>OTt7s inlhe 
Eafl. Tbe laft of die Mailers whom he met witb^ 
was one whom he inquiiitiveiy fought out, and fount 
in JEgypt, and in whole Inilitution he fully acquiefced 
and Sought no further.

Though it cannot be cknied, but t}ial of any Sed^ he 
came adureH: to the Stoics, as appears from bis Dil^ 
c<^ar&fig by Pasadoxes, ap$ \m ^Seded Novelty of 
Wopdas iwo Things peculiar ^ the Men of that Way« 
as a very learned aad ingenious Person has et&fvod^ 
Aad Idoiibt Kiotbuthe was more peculiarly difpofied 
itzMTiodsthis Sed by die Ldbo&ionfi of his Mailer Pav* 
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TAKVs, fo great and profefi(;d an Adnurer of Umt Stm.- 
cal PhilofopLy. 

Pant/cnus btnng Dead, be focceedcd bim in tbc 
Catcchetic Scbool at ALEXANDaxA, tbough queftioai- 
lefs be Taugbt in it long before tbat, and probably^ 
during Pant-«nus'8 Abfence in India, fupplying b^ 
place till bis Return, and fucceedxng in it after bU 
Deatb, for tbat be was Pantjbnus's Succc/Tor, tbe 
Ancients are all agreed. Here be Taugbt witb great 
Induflry and Fidelity, and witb no lef» Succefs, fome 
of tbe moll eminent Men of thofe Times, Oaigen, 
Alexander, Biibop of HiERVSALtM, aad otbcrt 
being bred under bim. And now (as be bimfelf Con* 
feifes) be foUnd biis PbDofopby and Gentik Learning 
very ufcful to bim, fot as tbe Hu(bandman Hrft Waters 
tbe SoD, and then cads in tbe Seed, fo tbe Notions b& 
derived out of tbe Writings of tbe Gentiles,, ferycd^ 
firil to water and foften the grofs and tcrreilrial Parts 
of the Soul, tbat tbe fpintnal Sctd mi^t -be tbtf. 
better cait in, and take Arital Root in tbe -Minds of 
Men. 

Befides the Office of a Catecbift, be was made Pref- 
byterof tbe Church of Alexandria^ and that at leaft' 
about the beginning of Severus's Reign.; for under 
that Capacity £u8&Bius takes Notice of bim. Aboffl^ 
which Time prompted by bis own Zeal, and obliged

TH E proper, and (if I may Co teim it) orijinj^ 
Nauie of this Apoftle (for witli tPiat Title St. 
jL^^yt, aed after him the Ancients conftantly honour 
1^) uas Jos£s» by s fofter Tcnainatloa £imiltar with 

the 
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the Greeks for Joseph, and fo the King^s, and fcveral 
other Manufcript Copies read it. It was the Name 
given hixn at his Circumcinon, in Honour no doubt of 
Joseph, one of the greateil Patriarchs of their Nation, 
to which after his embracing Chriflianity, the Apoftles 
added that of Barnabas; Joses, who by the Apoftles 
was finiamed Barnabas, ciiher implying him a Son of 
Prophesie, eminent for his prophetic Gifts and En- 
dowments, or denoting him (what was a peculiar Part 
of tlie Prophets Office) a So,n of Confolation, for his 
admirable Dexterity in eafing troubled Minds, and 
leading, them on by tlie moH. mild and gentle Methods 
of Perfuafion : Though I rather conceive him fo ftiled 
for his geneiotia Charity in refrefhing the Bowels pf the 
Saints; efpccially fincc the Name feems to have been 
impofed upon him upon that Occaiion. He was born 
in Cyprus, a noted Ifland in the MEOiTERRANitAN 
Sea, lying between Cilicia, Syria, and Egypt; a 
large and fertile Country, the Theatre anciently of nQ 
lefs than nine feveral Kingdoms, fo fruitful and richly 
furniflied with all Tilings that can minillcr either to the 
Neceffity or Plcafure of Man's Life, that it was of old 
called Malaria, or The Happy ; and the Hifloriaa 
reports, that Portius Cato having conquered this 
Ifland, brought hence, greater Trcafures into the Ex* 
chequer at Rome, tlian had been done in any other 
Triumph. But in nothing was it more happy, or upon 
any Account more memorable i^ the Records of the 
1% Mm Churid) 
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Church, than tl^at it was the Birtl^-pjace of oUf 
Apoftle, whofe Anccftors in the trouMefome Times of 
Antiochus, EpiPHANts, OX in the Conqiieft of Jcr- 
©jCA by PoMPEY a^d the RoMi^N Ann)', had ^e^ over 
hither (as a Place bcift fecurcd from Violejicc and.Iova- 
fion) and fettled here. 

He was defcendcd of the Tribe of Levi, and the 
Line of the Priefthood, which rendered his Converficm 
to Chriftianity the more remarkable, all f Btercfts ccfn'- 
currlng to Leaven him wnth mighty Prejudices againft 
the Chrlflian Faith* But the Grace of God dcKght* 
yrany Times to exert itfelf againft the ftrong?:ft Oppo- 
fition, and loves to conquer, where there is the Ic^ft 
probability to overcome. His Parents Tvert rich and 
pious, and finding him a beautiful ^nd hopeful Youth, 
deriving his Intelligence concerning him, as he tells as, 
from Clemens of Alkxandria, and other .ancient 
Writers,, they fent or brought. him to Jerusalem, tt> 
be trained up in the Knowledge of the Law, and to 
that End committed him to the Tutorage of Gamaliel, 
the great Doctor of the Law, and moft famous Matter 
at that Time in Israel, at whofe Feet he was brougHt 
. up together ivith St. Paul ; which if fo, might lay an 
early Foundation of thc^t intimate Familiarity that wa& 
afterwards between them. Here he improved ifi 
Learning and Piety, frequenting the Temple, tind de- 
Veutly cxercIGhg himfelf in Fading and Prayer. ' "We 

are. 
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arc^furthcr told, that bein^ a frequent Spe<Stator of our 
jSavioua's Miracles, and among the reft of his curing 
the Paralitic at the I'ool ofBExnESDA, Ke was foon 
cpnvinctfd of his Divliuty, and perfuadcd to deliver up 
himfelf to his Difcipline ax>d Infijtutious : And as the 
Nature of true goodnefs is ever i:ommunicati\e, he 
prefently went and acquainted his Sifter Mary with the 
Notice of the Messiah, who hailened to come to him, 
and iiriportuhed hum to come Home to her Houfe, where 
our Lord afterwards (as the Chuich continued to do 
after hisDeceafe\ was wont to.aiTemble with hisDrfci- 
ple»^. and that her Son ^Cark was that youn^rMan who 
bore tlie Pit«bipr- pf Water, whom pur Lord com- 
manded the two DifcipFea to follow Home, and there 
prepare for the Celebration of the PafFover. 

But however that was, he doubtlefs continued with 
our Lord to the lad, and. after his Afcenfipn flood fair 
to-bir chofcn ont of the Twelve, if it be true (what is 
^jenerally takea for granted, though I think without 
tilby Rjeaibt], pHRrsosToi^ I am fure enters his Diffeot) 
tliEt he is thie fs^ne with Jos£j^h called Barsa&as, who 
was ^ut Can^<^te with Matthias for the Apoftolatc 
in t^he.Rooija of JodAS. However tliat he was. one of 
tbe Sei^tity^ Clemens Alexa^idrinus es^prtfsly af* 
£rp% M oth^r^ do: alter Uim>.

' A»d, when the Neccffitecs qi the Churdi daily in- 

cftafinj 
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Creafing, required more than ordinary Supplies, lie \iC- 
cordin^ to the free and noble Spirit of thofc TimcSf 
having Lands of good Value," fold them and laid the 
Maney at the Apoftles Feet. If it be enquired how a 
Levitc came by Laws and Poffeflions, when the Mofaie 
Law allowed them np particular Portions, but what 
were mi^de by public Provifion, it nc^d^ no other An- 
fvyer than to fuppofe that this Eftate was his patrimonial 
Inheritance in Cyprus, where the Jewifh Conftitutiona 
did not take place : And furely an Eftate it was of very 
confiderable Value, and the parting with ft a' greater 
Charity than ordinary, othcrwlfe the facred Hiftbrt'an 
would not have made fuch a particular Remark' con- 
cerning it. 

The Church being difperfed up and down after St, 
Stephen's Martyrdom, we have no certain Account 
what became of him, in all probability he ftiid with 
the Apoftles at Jerufalem, where we find him not long 
after St. Paul *s Converfion* Fpr that fierce and a^liTC 
Zealot being mh-aculoufly taken off in the Height of 
Ms Rage and Fury, and putting on now the 'innocent 
and inoffcnUve Temper of a Lamb, came after fome 
Time to Jehifalcm, andaddrefled himfelr to the Church. 
But they not fatisficd in the Reality of his Chaiige, 
and fearing it might be nothing but a fiibtle Artificifc to 
bet ay them, univerfally ihunned his Company ; ajid 
what Wond(jr \f ^hc harmlcfs Sheep fled at the Sight of 
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tlie Wolf that had made fiich Havock df the Flock • 
till Barnabas prefuming probably upon his formci'' 
Acquamtanc)?, entered into a more faiAlKar^ Conveiftj 
with him» introduced him to the Apoftles, and de- 
clared to them the Manner of his Converiion, and what 
ijgnal Evidences he had giyen of it atDanyafcus in^ 
his bold aiid refolute Difputations with the Jews. 

There is that fcattereth, and yet increafeth : The 
Difperfion of the Church by Saul's Perfecution proved 
the Means of a mote plentiful Harveft, the Chriffian 
Religion being hereby on all Hands conveyed both to^ 
Jews and Gentiles. Among the rcil "ferae C}'].:r»ari' 
and Cyrencan Converts went to Antioch, where they 
preached the Gofpel with mighty Succefs ; great Num- 
bers both of Jews and Pyofelytes (wherewith that City 
did abound) heartily embracing the Chrifliao Fai^ 
The News whereof coming to the ApoflleB at Jerufa- 
jt'on, they ftntdown Barnabas to take an Account of 
it, and to fettle this new pbntation. Being come fie' 
ifcjoiced to fee that Chriftianlty had made fo fair a PiO- 
- prcfsinihat great City, earneftly preffing them cordi* 
ally and conllantly to perfevere in that excellent Rdi* 
glon which they had entertained 5 himfelf like a pious 
and a good Man undergoing any^ Labours and Dlfficnl-r 
»t!e8 ; which God 'wzs pleafed to crown with anfwjn*ablc 
^uccefsy the Addition of Multitudes of new CpaycrtJ 
tp the FaitJr/' B^t the Work was too great Id be nia: 
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luiged by a finglc Hand ; to furnifh himfelf thereforo 
with fuitabk Aflillance, he went to TA^syp^to enyiuc 
for St. Paul lately come thither. Him he bring* 
back with him to An tioch, where botli of thera con- 
tinued iiidudrioiifly miniftering to the Incrcafc and Eftii'* . 
blifhment of. the Church for a whole Year together i 
and then tlicrc it was that the Difcipfes of the Holy 
Jesub had the honourable Name of Chriflians firft fo- 
l^mnly lixcd upon tliem. 

It happened about thia Tiine, or not long after^.tha^ 
a feycre Famine (fort'told by Ac ab us aChriftian Pro- 
phet that carae do)vn to Antioch) preflcd upon tha 
Provinces of the Roman Empire, and efpecialJy JuDi-saj 
whereby the Chriflians, whofe Eftates were cxhaufted 
by their continual Contributions for the Maintenance of 
the Poor^ were reduced to the grcateft Extremitieftr 
'JIk Church of Antioch corapaflionatiug their miw ■ 
Arable Cafe, agreed upon a liberal and chr. » able Sup- 
ply for their Rtlief, which they intruded wiih Bar-, 
NAB-AS, and Paul, whom they feat along with it to', 
tjie Governors of the Churches, that they might dHpofis 
it as-NecelHty did require. This cliarltable Eimboify 
the Greek Rituak no doubt refpefl, when wa-^t Of- 
fice at the Promotion of the Magnus OecoAomiia, or 
High Steward of the Church (who£c Pkcc it was to 
ipanage and fifpofe dlie Clmcch Rever^nes) they makr- 
puFticular mention of dw Holy ajad va^ ^WCHSf Caji* 
• • ^ naba$ 
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NAB AS the Apoftle, and generous Martyr. Haviiig 
difcharged their Truft, they returned back from Je- 
rusalem to Antioch, bringing along with tbein 
John firnamed Marx, the Son of Mary, Sifter to 
Barnabas, whofe Houfe was the Sani^uary, wliepe 
the Church found both Shelter for their Pci&iRS, 
and Conveniency for the Sokmnitiss of their 
WorHiip. 

The Church of Antioch being now fufficiently |>n^ 
Tided mth Spiritual Guii^s, o^ir two AppiUes mlgHt 
be the better fpared for tl^e Cwjvcrliqn of tlie Qcnitile 
Worlds As they were therefiore engaged, in the iDutifR 
of Fading and Prayer, an<} other public Exercifcs of 
tht'ir Religion, the Spirit of God by fome prophetic 
AfSatus or Revelation, made to fame of the Projdiets 
there prefent, comnianded that Barn aba » and Savjl 
(hould be ffet apart to that peculiar Miniftry, to wbi<j^ 
God had defi-gned them. Accordingly having faft- 
ed and prayed, Iwnds were foleiftnly laid upon them, 
to denote their particular Defignation to that Serncc 
Iiiipollt40n,of Flands had been a Ceremony of anci^xtt 
Date* Even among the Gentilee they werjc. wont, to 
^fign pcrfbns to public Fundli-ons and QfHcea by lifting 
up, or (tretching out the Hand, whereby they: g^:^ 
their Votes aiid Suffrages for their Employine«t8<i But 
lierein thpugh they did ftretch forth, they- did n<>tvlft^ 
«h tHeiF-Haadt; which w^s the prap^r C^nHnpny iji 
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Ufe, and of far greater llandlnor in the Jewish Churcli. 
Wh^n Moscif made Choice of the feventy Eldcr»to be 
lus Cu-adjutors in the Gbvernraent, it was (fays ihc 
Jew^) by laying his Haiids upon them : and when he 
condttuted Joshua to be his Succcffor, he laid his 
Hands on him, and gave him the Charge before zdl the 
Con^t^atton. This cudom they coudantly kept in 
appointing both Civil and Ecclcfiaftical Officers^ and 
tliat net only while rhclr Temple and Polity flood, but 
long after the Fall of their Church and State. From 
tlic Jews it was togeth^.*r with fome other Rites tranf- 
lerred into the Chrillian Church, in ordaining Guidei 
and Minifters of Religion, and has been fo ufed through 
all Ages and Pericjds to this Day. 

Barnabas and Paul having thus received a Divine 
CommifTion for the Apoftlcfliip of the Gentiles, ^nd 
taking Mark along with them as their Minillcr and 
Attendant, immediately entered upon, the Province^ 
And firll tliey betook themfclves t(^. Selucia, a 
^Neighbouring City feated upon the Influx of the River 
Orontbp, into the Mediterranean Sea: hence they 
fct Sail f:>r Cyprus, Barnabas's native Country, and 
arrived at Salamis, a City heretofore of great Account, 
the Huiiis whereof are two Miles diftant from the pre* 
£ent Famagufta, where they undaudtcdly preached ia 
the Jewish Synagogues. From SalamU they traycjled 
lip the Iflaud to Paphos, a City remarl^able of pSi} j^^^i;

Some zealous Converts 
coming down from Jerusalem to Antioch, ftart^d 
this Notion; which they nflerted ^4th all pofliblc Zeal 
knd Stiffaefs, that ualefs together wkh the Chtiflfan 
Keligion, they joined the Obfervancc of the Mosaic 
Rites, there could be no Herpes of SaWatioo fL>r them. 
Paul 9iod Barnabas oppofed tbcmfelvcs againft tlris 
Heterodox Opinion with all Vigour and Smartncft, 
but not able to bci\t it dowii» were difpatched by the 
Church to advSfe M^iA the Apoftles and Bretlircn at 
Jkrvsalem about this Matter* Whither they were 
no fooncr come,, but they 'were kindly anjd couiteouflV 
entertained, and tl)e Right Hand of f eltowfhip given 
them by the tliree great Apoftles, Peter, James, and 
John, and an Agreement ma<le between them, that 
wherever they came, they fliould betake theni* 
fclves to the Jews, while Paul and BarnabVis 
betook themfelves to the Gentiles. And here proba- 
bly it ^I'as that Mar r ctcpn^iled' hfrnfelf to his Uncl^ 
Barnabas, which qxk tells us, he did with Tears' and 
great Importunity, eameftly begging him to fi^rgrve

TciUmony of hit Joy, hououring the Epiicopal See of 
Sal A MIS wjth this Prerogative that it (hoald be Inde- 
jicndent upoti any Forciga Jurifdi^ion« a Prill ileg^ 
ratified by Justinias the Emperor, whofc Wife 
T H Ko DORA was a C V p K lOT. The Enpcror alfo greatly 
rnrich<d the Biihop at his Return, commanding him 
to buiH a Church to St. Barnabas over the Place of 
iiis Interment, which was accordiafigly cre^cd with 
more than ordinary Statelinefs and Magnificence. 'Tij 
added in the Story, that thefe Remains w*rc liifcotercil

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by the Notice of St. BAkNAdAs liimftLlf^ who thrctf 
fcveral Tinic« appeared to ^tHEMiun. I have no 
more to remiirk conccriiihg this 'excelfifnt Perujn, than 
to add the Chara^er gjven of him "by a Pen that could 
wit crr» .he was a good Man, full of F&ith, and of the 
ftdyGhoft. 
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
